Committee 
says ‘nay 
to Marriott

NEWTON — The proposed $15 
million expansior of the Marriott 
Hotel received a jarring blow Monday 
night. 

The aldermanic Land Use Commit- 
tee unanimously recommended that 
the expansion of the Auburndale hotel 
be denied. In a meeting at City Hall, 
the committee unanimously rejected 
the proposal after a short debate. 

With nearly 40 opponents from the 
Auburndale community jammed into 
the hearing room, one alderman after 
another took turn. knocking the pro- 
posed expansion. 

“T just think it 1s horrendous that 
they are even in here with this peti- 
tion,"’ asserted Aldermen Ethel 
Sheehan. 

The proposed expansion of the lux- 
urious hotel, which is on the banks of 
the Charles River, includes the con- 
struction of a new-five story 227-room 
wing and a 937-car underground park- 
ing garage. The expansion would in- 
crease the hotel's room total to 660 
and parking capacity to 1,164. 

Alderman Cynthia Creem em- 
phasized that the expansion violates 
the restrictions imposed on the hotel 
by the 1967 Board of Aldermen that 
approved the project. 

“A board originally voted to limit 


its scope,” she said. ‘‘As a matter of 
precedent, I can’t see how cir- 
cumstances have changed where it 
would be in the best interests of the ci- 
ty for us to approve this.”” 

The full board is scheduled to 
decide the fate of the proposed expan- 
sion next Monday night. However, 
even Marriott attorney Jason 
Rosenberg admitted that the pro- 
posal's chances of getting the green 
light are slim. 

After the meeting, a disappointed 
Rosenberg explained, ‘‘An 8-0 denial 
indicates a very stiff uphill battle 
which is probably an understate- 
ment.” 


Rosenberg noted he is drafting a 
written response to the arguments of 
the local community which will be 
given to aldermen before the final 
vote. 

On the other side of the fence was an 
elated spokesman for a_ local 
grassroots organization that mounted 
a full scale attack on the proposed 
development. 

“We are very pleased,” explained 
Peter Kastner of the Newton 
Norumbega Park Association. ‘‘We 
couldn't expect anything more than a 
unanimous vote.”” 

Opponents have emphasized that 
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Reagan shooting 
evokes memories

NEWTON - The shooting of President 
Ronald Reagan was not only a threat 
to the life the President of the United 
States, but to democracy itself. 

That was the way local leaders 
viewed the assassination attempt 
made on the President Monday. 

The image of a political figure 
shielding himself from a_ hail of 
bullets has become almost com- 
monplace since the premature death 
of President John F. Kennedy some 
1742 years ago, voiced the politicians. 
The tragedy is only the latest in a long 
string of assassination attempts. 

“We hope for a day that we will be 
free of the insanity of assassin's 
bullets,” said a dismayed Mayor 
Theodore Mann. ‘‘We as Americans 
are offended by the insantity of such 
an action.” 

“It has become too much of the 
American scene,” reflected former 
Newton State Rep. David Mofenson. 
“T think that it poses some real pro- 
blems for democracy.” 

“It's a very harsh reflection on our 
society,” he added. ‘‘There isn't much 
surprise abroad, many foreign coun- 
tries have come to expect this type of 
violence in America.” 

The thoughts of the former 
representative from the 12th Mid- 
dlesex District were echoed by his 
area peers. Both Rep. David Cohen 
and Rep. Joe DeNucci lashed out 
against the assassination attempt and 


discussed its broader ramnifications. 

“It is alien to the ideal this country 
stands for,” remarked Cohen. 

“Tt certainly doesn’t help 
democracy and how it is viewed 
overseas,” said a disgusted DeNucci. 

Cohen, however, spoke of the 
damage such an act has on the coun- 
try itself. ‘This kind of event really 
does more damage to the people 
within the United States, said Cohen. 

“It really makes someone question 
the values of our society and the fun- 
damental workability of our system,” 
he said. “It is particularly true when 
one individual can thwart the will of 
the majority of the people of this coun- 
try,” 


The Representative from the 11th 
Middlesex District went on to say it 
was frightening to think that any one 
individual could wield such power. 

Although the shooting jarred the 
Memories of President Kennedy’s 
death, the three politicians failed to 
see a parallel. The times have chang- 
ed. A president is no longer immortal 
nor immune from an assassin’s 
bullets. 


There was a bit of deja vu involved, 
but it wasn’t entirely the same,” ex- 
plained DeNucci when asked to com- 
pare yesterday's shooting and the one 
in Dallas in 1963, “John Kennedy was 
shot before the others.”

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Lease of Weeks 
sought by city 


NEWTON - In an effort to circumvent 
constraints imposed by Proposition 
2!2, Mayor Theodore Mann has re- 
quested that the Board of Alderinen 
amend board orders authorizing the 
sale of the Weeks Junior High School 
to permit the city to enter into a long 
term lease of the property. 

The board would also have to 
authorize the city solicitor to petition 
the Legislature on behalf of the mayor 
and the Board of Aldermen to enact 
special legislation authorizing the city 
into a long term lease. 

Despite pending general legislation 
which would allow Newton among to 
forego going back to Beacon Hill for 
special legislation in negotiating a 
lease, the aldermanic Administration 
and Planning Committee indicated 
last week it would support the 
mayor's proposal. 

Rick Bohn, the executive director of 
the Newton Community Development 
Foundation Inc. (NCDF), svid his 


group was indifferent as to whether it 
was allowed to buy or lease the 
school. 

“The Executive Department has 
come back to us and said, ‘Hey fellas, 
since you originally voted to allow the 
sale of the property, | (Mann) now 
think that I have a better deal for the 
city by a long term lease rather than 
by a sale. Will you let me do it?,’” 
noted Alderman Donald Budge. 

In the statement, Mann said that 
“leasing of the building and grounds 
rather than sale would be more ad- 
vantageous to the city given the 
limiting factors of Proposition 242.” 

By leasing the property in question, 
the city would retain its ownership, 
would allow itself a position of flex- 
ibility and would gain financial ad- 
vantages.

Joys of visiting another culture

NEWTON — After being part of 
another culture for a month-long ex- 
change program to Spain and France, 
a group of Newton North High 
students are already saving their 
money to go back. 

The 20 students who traveled to 
France and the 12 who went to Spain 
all stayed with families with high 
school age children. Although they 
spent a great deal of time traveling, 
the Newton students attended classes 
at Newton's sister schools in Paris 
and La Coruna, a town in northern 
Spain. 

Praising the hospitality of their 
families, the food and the fun, the 
students hope to provide their foreign 
counterparts this month with a 
memorable taste of life in Newton and 
New England. 

According to members of the group 
who went to La Coruna, the Spanish 
students may have trouble adjusting 
to life in Newton with its inflexible 


business hours, buses that are on 
time, no siesta from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. 
and a main meal at 6 p.m. instead of 4 
p.m. 

But four of the Newton North 
students who went to Spain had no 
trouble adopting the “laid back” 
lifestyle of people in the capital city of 
the province of Galicia. 

Karin Leinwand ‘‘loved the 
schedule.” ‘‘Everything is slow there. 
The train is slow and restaurants are 
slow, but they don’t speak slowly,” 
she said. 

“A store may say it will open its 
doors at 10 a.m., but that actually 
means it will open sometime between 
10 and 11 a.m.,” Peter Schnall added. 

It took David Soyka a while to ad- 
just to the Spanish view of time. His 
family had to continually remind him 
to be calmer and to take things more 
slowly. 

One afternoon at dinner he dropped 
his fork and reached down to pick it 
up. Apparently, he reacted too quick- 
ly and his family urged him to wait a 
while to pick up the fork. 


““Tranquilo' and 'Suave’ were all 
we ever heard,”’ David laughed. 

The translation of 'All work and no 
play makes Jack a dull boy’ from the 
Spanish version of the movie, ‘‘The 
Shining”, further illustrates the 
Spanish point of view, Catherine 
Dillon explained. According to 
Catherine, the Spanish translates, 'If 
you get up early, the day does not 
start early because everyone else is 
asleep. So the day does not start ear- 
ly’. 

Adjusting to Spanish food was a pro- 
blem for some of the students. 

After three days of not eating much, 
David mentioned that he liked pizzas. 
His “father” bought him a pizza 
almost every day from then on. 

“They put so much effort into trying 
to please me in every way,” David 
recalled with fondness. 

Catherine described one Spanish 
dessert — chocolate and churros — 
which the students have craved many 
times since being home. Churros are 
“fried dough in the shape of a huge

french fry’? which are dunked in 
melted chocolate. 

One of the highlights for the 
students was a skiing trip taken with 
their Spanish ‘brothers and sisters” 
and friends from the K-12 private 
school they attended.

NEWTON — Beginning July 1, fines 
for overdue library books will double 
and groups will be charged for using 
library halls.

Recreation user fees to go before boa

NEWTON — City residents may 
soon be forced to pay a sharp increase 
in fees to enjoy a refreshing summer 
swim or an invigorating tennis match. 
The Board of Aldermen's Human 
Services Committee last week 
unanimously recommended the ap- 


proval of a ‘‘user fees” package for a 
variety of recreational activities in- 
volving city facilities. 

In a meeting at City Hall, Newton

will raise $208,000 in revenue for the 
city in the wake of Proposition 2!2. 

The recreational “user fees” that 


were given initial approval by the 
committee are: 

* the implementation of a fee for the 
use of indoor athletic facilities and 
community recreation programs 
operated by the department at North 
High School on nights and weekends. 

* an increase in the fee for use of 
any clay or night lighted tennis courts 


25 percent taxi fare hike sought

NEWTON - Taxi meters in the city 
will click a little faster if a petition by 
the Newton Taxi Association is passed 
by the Board of Aldermen. 

The proposed fare hike, which 
association spokesman Dewey 
Mollomo calls mandatory, will be 
about 25 percent. The increase would 


be 10 percent for the first mile and 25 
percent for each subsequent mile, 

If the proposal is approved by the 
aldermen, it would be the third fare 
increase for the city’s cab companies 
in two years. 


The current fare for taxis is §1 for 
the first three eighths of a mile and 20 
cents for each subsequent eighth of a 
mile. The proposed rates would raise 


the cost of walking into a cab to $1 for 
the first two fifths of a mile and 40 
cents for each subsequent fifth of a 
mile. The petition also calls for an in- 
crease in the waiting charge from $11 
to $14an hour. 


Mollomo, who is a co-owner of 
Veterens Cab Co. which operates 30 
cabs in the city, said “every cab com- 
pany is up against the ropes” in citing

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DeNucci says new 
prisons are needed 


BOSTON — Rep. A. Joseph DeNuc- 
ci (D, Newton-Waltham), house 
chairman of the Human Services and 
Elderly Affairs Committee, stated 
that a Suffolk Superior Court decision 
tuling that the state Department of 
Correction cannot force Suffolk Coun- 
ty to house inmates who cannot be ac- 
commodated in the state's over- 
crowded prisons, will force the state 
to absorb inmates already housed in 
county jails. 


“Whether we agree with the state 
court ruling or not, the simple fact is 
that sheriffs throughout the state may 
now refuse to accept anymore state 
inmates and may well move to return 
some 130 inmates now housed in coun- 
ty facilities under an informal agree- 
ment. The result will be disastrous to 
our state correctional system,” 
DeNucci said. 


DeNucci noted that the court ruling 
increases the urgency for quick ap- 
proval of Gov. Edward J. King’s pro- 
posal to build new medium security 
facilities. 

“If we do not construct new 
medium security facilities im- 
mediately,’ DeNucci stated, ‘‘we will 


be creating a serious hazard to public ee 


safety as well as endangering the 
lives of inmates and correction 
department personnel. The over- 
crowding in our state prisons has 
reached the danger level. Concord 
currently is at twice its maximum 
capacity and Walpole is beyond a safe 
level. If the inmates are not relieved 
from these conditions, we may well 
see large scale violence erupt in these 
institutions. We are needlessly put- 
ting our corrections personnel in im- 
minent danger.” 


Under the governor's plan, medium 
security facilities would be used to 
ease the overcrowding at state 
prisons. 


“At Walpole roughly 25 percent of 
the inmates are eligible for 
reclassification to medium security. 
Those who truly want to change our 
prison system must realize that they 
must stop talking and take action. The 
current overcrowded conditions do 
not serve the public or the prison 
population in a meaningful manner. 
The governor's proposal is a positive 
step toward the creation of a more 
equitable solution to the current con- 
ditions,” said Rep. DeNucei. 


County government 
reform undertaken 


BOSTON — State Representatives 
David B. Cohen (D-Newton) and 
Susan Schur | D-Newton) will push for 
county government reform in the cur- 
rent legislative session. 

The two Newton lawmakers in- 
dicated that they will not support any 
of the now-pending Middlesex County 
spending bills unless they are ac- 
companied by major reforms. 


Cohen said, ‘‘We are seeking to take 
budgetary control away from the 
State Legislature and place it in the 
hands of the County Advisory Board 
where it belongs. In the past the State 
Legislature has looked upon the coun 
ties merely as a source of patronage 
jobs. This is not surprising since it is 
the cities and towns and not the state 
which fund county government 
through the property tax. The change 
which we seek will place budgetary 
control in the hands of those who must 


“We are also seeking to eliminate 
the Emergency Finance Board, which 
the county commissioners have used 
to spend money in excess of the 
amounts appropriated by the State 
Legislature,"’ Cohen said. ‘‘This pro- 
cess is chaotic and irresponsible and 
ought to be stopped.”’ 


Rep. Schur noted, ‘Another critical 
aspect of our plan is the imposition of 
a hiring freeze. Presently, Middlesex 
County’s personnel system is out of 
control. Meaningful minimum 
qualifications for hiring and promo- 
tion are absent. Also missing are even 
the most rudimentary of organiza- 
tional tables and job descriptions. 
Some department heads cannot even 
state how many people are working 
under them at any given time. It 
makes no sense at all to pour addi- 
tional funds into the county until the 
personnel system is brought under

for Newton 


NEWTON — City officials received 
another dose of disapointing fiscal 
news from the state Department of 
Revenue last week. 

The state agency's preliminary 
local aid figures indicate the city may 
suffer a whopping $70,000 decrease in 
aid that would have helped combat 
the Proposition 2% budget cutting ax. 

The Revenue Department's initial 
cherry sheet figures project that the 
city will receive $10,249,438 in local 
aid next year, down from $10,318,976 
for this year. 

A spokesman for the state agency, 
however, stressed that the figures 
were only projections based on the 
current state budget which Governor 
Edward J. King has submitted to the 
legislature. 

The $70,000 cut could change 
drastically depending on the 
Legislature’s actions on the state 
budget. 

The city is presently appealing a 
March 2 Revenue Department deci- 
sion putting the city’s property tax 
base (total property value) at $2.3 
billion in the state Supreme Judicial 
Court. 

The Board of Assessors contends 
that the city’s total real estate value is 
nearly $3 billion. As a result of the 
Revenue Department decision, the ci- 
ty faces a possible $22 million revenue 
shortfall rather than an anticipated 
$11 million. 

The state agency has not released 
any preliminary figures on how much 
the city will have to pay in state, 
MBTA and Middlesex County 
assessments. 

The preliminary cherry sheet 
figures are merely tools to help local 
officials map fiscal plans, according 
to Revenue Department Commis- 
sioner L. Joyce Hampers.

NEWTON — Judge Paul Chernoff 
found a 19-year-old Newton man guil- 
ty of three counts of motor vehicle 
violations in connection with a head- 
on collision with another vehicle on 
Cabot Street Feb. 13.

Lexington Street was found guilty of 
driving to endanger and was given a 
60-day sentence in a house of correc- 
tion suspended for one year. Farnese 
was placed on probation until March 
30, 1982. 

Farnese will also be on probation 
for one year for driving under the in- 
fluence of alcohol and must pay for 
and complete a driver’s alcohol 
education program. 

In addition to a fine of $25 for 
transporting alcoholic beverages, 
Chernoff instructed Farnese to pay a 
restitution fee of $500 to the other 
driver, Adeline Binder of Newton- 
ville. 

Assistant District Attorney Neal 
Hasenstab questioned Newton Police 
officer Charles Mclean on the 1:45 
p.m. accident and the injuries to Mrs. 
Binder and her 4-year-old daughter, 
Isadora. 

While Farnese’s Camaro remained 
upright, Mrs. Binder’s car was crash- 
ed and into a chain length fence off the 
roadway and turned over, McLean 
said. 

Mrs. Binder was trapped inside her 
1965 Volkswagen for 15 minutes as of- 
ficers made the decision to take her 
daughter immediately to the hospital 
rather than wait for an ambulance, a 
decision which may have saved 
Isadora's life, according to McLean. 

McLean added that injuries to Mrs. 
Binder and her daughter, who suf- 
fered ‘‘severe facial injuries’, were 
more serious than injuries to Farnese 
and his three passengers, although all 
were taken to the hospital. 

“Mr. Farnese was probably in the 
worst condition” of anyone in his car, 
McLean said. 

Officer McLean later testified that 
Farnese had “‘quite an obvious odor of 
alcohol on his breath" and was 
“slightly unsteady on his feet‘. 
Although Farnese’s car contained on- 
ly a beer bottle top and spilled liquid 


charges 


on the floor which ‘smelled like 
beer’’, McLean said a housepainter at 
the scene, who refused to identify 
himself, said he saw the occupants of 
the car take beer out and throw it over 
the nearby fence. 

A search to the area revealed a case 
of beer with 7 empty bottles and an 
empty bottle of peppermint schnapps. 

At an arraignment on Feb. 17, 
Farnese pleaded not guilty to the 
charge of transporting alcoholic 
beverages. 

McLean said Farnese was booked 
after being taken to Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital and submitted to a 
breathalizer test which registered .09. 

Readings below .10 and above .05 
mean a driver is not presumed to be 
drunk, but must be convicted on other 
evidence. 

Appearing before Judge Chernoff, 
Mrs. Binder testified that she suffered 
bruises and cuts all over her body as a 
result of the accident and that her legs 
are still in pain at times. Isadora, she 
said, had ‘extreme cuts which re- 
quired plastic surgery and 150 stit- 
ches,” 

“She is still under the care of a 
plastic surgeon and is also seeing a 
psychiatrist to see if she has any emo- 
tional damage,”’ Mrs. Binder added. 

Her husband, Harold Binder, told 
the judge that it was a traumatic ex- 
perience and that he had not yet been 
contacted by either the Farnese fami- 
ly or their insurance company. 

“At present there appears to be no 
brain damage”’ to Isadora, he said 
and told the judge that Isadora had 
asked him ‘‘whether her scars could 
be washed off with soap.” 

Farnese's lawyer, Michael An- 
tonellis told Chernoff that the section 
of Cabot Street where the accident oc- 
cured “‘was a dangerous curve’’ and 
added that it was ‘‘conjectural as to 
what extent the alcohol played’’ in 
causing the accident. 

The defendant, Antonellis con- 
tinued, has no prior record except for 
a conviction for transporting alcohol 
on the night of his high school gradua- 
tion. ‘There was no evidence that 
night of drinking,"’ Antonellis said. 

Ernest Boudreau, who has known 
Farnese for 2 ‘2 years as a laborer at 
his construction company said he has 
always been polite and punctual and 
“thas given us no problems.‘

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Battle over city's 
value goes to court

BOSTON — After a 40-minute hear 
ing in the state Supreme Judicial 
Court last week, Judge Herbert 
Wilkins put off a decision on the city's 
critical battle to calculate cuts under 
Proposition 2% based on a higher pro- 
perty tax base. 

Wilkins did not rule on the city’s re- 
quest for a “preliminary injunction” 
ordering Department of Revenue 
Commissioner [.. Joyce Hampers to 
review a recent decision by the state 
agency which could mean deeper 
budget cuts and more lay offs for the 
city. 

Instead, the justice requested both 
the city and the s 
torney general to reach ar 
statement of facts" and report back to 
him Tuesday. 

The legal challenge to the state 
agency's decision, which was heard in 
the Suffolk County Courthouse, is part 
of a full scale battle against the 
March 2 Revenue Department deci- 
sion which puts the city’s property tax 
base (total property value) at $2.23 
billion. 

The Board of Assessors contends 
that the city's property tax base is 
$2.97 billion. City assessors, who at- 
tended the court hearing, argued that 
the figure is based on the sale of near- 
ly 1,700 homes in 1980, 

As a result of the Revenue Depart- 
ment decision, the city faces a possi- 
ble $22 million shortfall in revenue 
rather than an anticipated $11 million. 

Mayor Theodore Mann has warned 
that the decision could mean the 
layuoff an additional 500 school and 
municipal employees. Mann has 
already announced the elimination of 
400 positions as a result of Proposition 
2k. 





Judge Wilkins quizzed Asst. Atty. 
General James Aloisi vigorously on 
the state's contention that Hampers 
was not exceeding her authority by 
discounting the city’s methodology 
for determining the total real estate 
value. 

Attorney Richard Renehan, of the 
Boston law firm of Hill and Barlow, 
argued the case for the city, while a 
host of local officials looked on, in- 
cluding City Solicitor Daniel Funk. 


Renehan argued that Hampers 
acted outside her authority when she 
set the city’s full and fair cash value. 

After the hearing Funk said he was 
optimistic that the city and the state 
could reach an agreed ‘‘statement of 
facts” which would prevent the suit 
from being remanded to the Superior 
Court for an evidentiary hearing. 





Justice Wilkins has the option of 
sending the suit back to Superior 
Court or requesting the full state 
Supreme Judicial Court hear the 
case. In addition, Wilkins could 
decide the case himself. 


Wilkins noted that he recognized the 
urgency of the case because of the 
severe budget consequences, for the 
city. 

After the hearing, Funk explained, 
“We were pleased because the judge 
has taken the case quickly. We are 
also pleased that the judge is sensitive 
to the timeliness issue."’ Funk said he 
was ‘‘cautiously optimistic’ about the 
legal battle. 

A number of local aldermen also at- 
tended the hearing, including Lisle 
Baker, Rodney Barker and Ethel 
Sheehan, 

After the hearing, Barker said, ‘I 
am coutiously optimistic. I have 
alway felt we have had a strong legal

Is that surgery 
really necessary’ 


In the 1970s the rate of medical surgery 
among Americans grew four times faster 
than the population. Was all of it 
necessary? 

Apparently not, according to an exten- 
sive survey conducted by Dr. Eugene Mc- 
Carthy and colleagues at the New York 
Hospital-Cornell Medical Center. Beginn- 
ing in 1972 the study involved union 
members divided into two groups; those 
who could voluntarily request a second 
opinion if surgery were recommended, 
and those for whom a second opinion was 
mandatory to qualify for union medical 
payments. McCarthy’s findings ‘‘imply 
that there’s money to be saved here and 
that a second opinion program can save 
people pain and suffering,” according to 
Dr. Marvin Kristein, a health economist at 
the State University of New York. 

The reasons for increases in surgery 
are several. The age of the average 
American is older now than a decade ago. 
Remarkable medical advances have made 
cures of some problems through surgery 
more possible. Safety measures have im- 
proved. Diagnoses may be more accurate. 


But two more not so encouraging 
reasons may have litle to do with the condi- 
tion of the patient. There is an excess of 
surgeons.

Salvadoran army uses Viet

SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador — Taking a lesson from 
Vietnam, the Salvadoran armed forces are planning to 
fight leftist guerrillas with a combination of mobile com- 
mandos and static defenses of all but the smallest towns, 
military analysts say. 

The analysts believe the tactics will mean the virtual 
civil war that has claimed at least 14,000 lives in the past 
14 months will go on for another two to four years, follow- 
ed by as much as six years of scattered terrorism. 

The 16,000-man armed forces already have launched 
the first stage of their offensive against an estimated 
3,000 to 5,000 rebel fighters and another 6,000 less trained 
militias. 

The armed forces for the past two weeks have been 
sending out 170-man patrols on eight-day forays into the 
countryside around the Massachusetts-sized nation of 4.8 
million people. 

The patrols appear to have kept the guerrillas off- 
balance, forcing them out of the few small towns they us- 
ed to command and out of mountainous zones where they 
had operated for the past year. 

But the sweeps do not appear to have broken the guer- 
rilla structure. Each time the armed forces leave a 
recently captured town, the rebels return to their old 
haunts. 

“We're one-on-one out there and it’s tough going," said 
an army major in charge of a patrol near Suchitoto, a 
small town nestled in the mountains 25 miles north of San 
Salvador. 

The previous night, guerrillas attacked 17 of his 
soldiers camped on a coffee plantation, killing two and 
wounding a third before they melted back into the 
darkness. 

The major would not say how many casualties he sus- 
tained but claimed to have killed 45 guerrillas. 

Journalists who spent the day with his patrol said they 
saw one dead soldier and six or seven wounded, but no

Energy prices and the cost of living

With disheartening regularity, newspaper readers are 
reminded once a month of what they see whenever they 
pull into a gas station or take delivery on another ship- 
ment of home heating oil. 

The most recent Consumer Price Index, the nation’s 
economic box score, rose by 1 percent. Nearly two-thirds 
of that monthly increase was directly attributable to ris- 
ing energy prices. Some of the increase can be laid to the 
latest round of price hikes by the OPEC nations. But the 
rest we did to ourselves. 

Prices on gasoline and home heating oil have risen in 
direct contradiction of the predictions made by Energy 
Secretary James B. Edwards. 

But neither Edwards nor President Reagan will feel 
the pain caused by the decision to speed up decontrol of 
the price of domestic crude oil. Those who feel it are the 
Massachusetts consumers who rely on their automobiles 
to get to work or school or to the supermarket. They feel 
the pain everytime they are forced to pay $1.50 a gallon 
for gasoline. This winter they faced the choice of freezing 
or spending $1.25 a gallon for fuel oil. 

This disaster, caused in part by the president’s ac- 
celerated decontro! decision, will be compounded if Con- 
gress approves the spending and program cuts offered 
by the president and Budget Director David Stockman, 

Just when the president's decision to give oil com- 
panies a free hand is making consumers more dependent 
on conservation, weatherization, public transportation 
and, in the case of the neediest, increased reliance on fuel 
assistance, the administration has proposed that federal 
support for these programs be eliminated or cut back 
severely. 

That's poor public policy. It's also cruel to older people 


and middle-income working people and disastrous to our 
region. 

Here are examples of what the administration pro- 
poses to accomplish through its budget policies at the 
same time its oil decontrol policies are driving up the 
cost of fuel: 

— By 1985, the administration wants to phase out all 
federal operating subsidies for mass transit. The effect 
of this proposal would be to increase the burden of tax- 
payers in communities in the MBTA district while rais- 
ing the fares they must pay to ride the system. The alter- 
native to this shortsighted policy would be to reduce ser- 
vice and keep commuters in their cars which will run on 
gasloine that may be §2 a gallon by the end of the year. 

_— Since the federal government would end its sub- 
sidies to mass transit, it makes sense in the administra- 
tion's mind that it eliminate totally grants for construc- 
tion of rail transit systems or enlargement of existing 
systems. However, the federal government would con- 
tinue grants to enable transit systems to purchase buses 
(although fuel would be dramatically more expensive) 
but they would eliminate the subsidies to help the 
systems maintain them. 

_~ Federal support for passenger and freight rail ser- 
vice into Massachusetts from the rest of the nation would 
be cut or eliminated. These would include a major reduc- 
tion in subsidies for Amtrak service between Boston and 
New York and Washington, resulting in substantial fare 
hikes on Amtrak's most popular line. Conrail, the freight 
system, would be dismantled immediately and offered 
for sale to private railroads, none of whom will buy it. 
The Northeast Corridor rail project would be cut by 
about $300 million, with improvements narrowed to the 
most heavily travelled rail segments.

“Why, you shouldn’t be eating that!" they say in- 
creduously to the unfortunate soul caught munching on a 
donut or a piece of white bread. ‘You shouldn’t be put- 
ting chemicals into your body. You'll kill yourself!”’ 

These people operate on the premise that chemicals 
have no place in our bodies, therefore, we should eat only 
natural foods, foods that have sprung up through the rich 
earth. But what are ‘our bodies if not living, breathing 
groups of chemicals? 


Granted, these chemicals are not manufactured in the 
laboratory, as the chemicals in our foods are. But what 
makes a chemical bad just because a batch of it has been 
whipped up by some scientist, anyway? 

There are some completely natural berries and 
mushrooms which would kill anyone eating them, and 
some chemicals which have proven to be quite 
beneficial. The point is, just because many foods have 
chemicals in them, doesn’t maean that they have no 
place in our bodies. 

I may prefer chocolate cake over hamburgers made 
with soy protein, but I also prefer my kites in the sky and 
my letters in my mailbox. The way things seem to be go- 
ing these days, though, I wouldn't be at all surprised if I 
got them the other way around.

Armed forces officials refused comment on reports 
that military advisers from Israel and the disbanded ar- 
my of former Nicaraguan President Anastasio Somoza 
are also training the elite commandos. 


The commandos will be airlifted into hotspots aboard 
six UH-1H Huey helicopters provided by the United 
States as part of its $35 million military aid package for 
the beleaguered Salvadoran government. 


When the strike force gets ready to go into action, the 
analyst said, the rest of the armed forces will be able to 
concentrate on static defenses of all but the smallest 
towns. 


“By staying in the villages, the army can deny local 
help to the guerrillas while exacting a measure of loyalty 
from the residents,” he said. 

The Salvadoran armed forces expect to be able to sta- 
tion units of 18 to 20 soldiers in each town under the com- 
mand of a junior officer instead of the sergeants who now 
lead such contingents. 


The officers will be rotated frequently to keep them 
from coming under the influence of wealthy farmers and 
political chieftains who run parts of El Salvador as if 
they were their own backyard. 

And they will aim to quell allegations that troops often 
kill more civilians than guerrillas, sometimes without 
provocation. 

The analysts said the armed forces do not plan an ap- 
preciable increase in size, apparently to avert infiltra- 
tion by guerrillas.

— In the Department of Energy, the administration 
proposed to cut about $350 million in conservation funds 
fora variety of programs during the first year, including 
$229 million in state and local assistance which is used in 
weatherizing low-income homes and implementing 
energy conservation in schools and hospitals. Another 
$300 million would be cut the first year from DOE's alter- 
native energy programs, such as solar, wind and tidal. 

But one of the administration's most outrageous sug- 
gestions is to have Congress endorse what would be a 
blanket pardon to oil companies who have commited 
identified pricing violations worth billions of dollars. The 
president would do this by chopping the budget of DOE’s 
Office of Special Counsel — its investigative arm — from 
$35 million to $6 million. 

In three years, this office has accused 33 of the 35 
largest oil producers and refiners of price overcharges 
amounting to more than $11 billion. Before leaving office, 
President Carter dropped $3.5 billion in claims after 15 
firms agreed to an out-of-court settlement worth $550 
million to consumers and the treasury. 

The Energy and Environment subcommittee on which 
I sit has obtained an internal DOE memo which main- 
tains that a fully funded investigative office in DOE could 
bring in at least $600 million to the treasury in oil com- 
pany overcharges, thus paying for itself many times 

If these administration signals on energy policy seem 
confusing, that’s because they are. Confusing and, in the 
case of the proposal to give amnesty to the oil companies 
for their illegal overcharges, cynical.

Missing from Steven Burke's report 
of the public hearing on the Marriott 
expansion plans was any indication 
that the Charles River Watershed 
Association was present and ac- 
counted for. 

Our statement to the committee ex- 
pressed opposition to the expansion on 
three bases directly related to our 
charter mandate to protect the 
Charles River and its environs: in 
brief, the intrusion on the largely 
natural and scenic reach of the river 
as viewed from the land, the discon- 
tinuity in the river-based experience 
of both the existing and proposed 
structures, and the unacceptable in- 
crease in land use density on a 
relatively small parcel of river fron- 
tage. 


Further, CRWA strongly opposed 
even temporary use of public park 
land for parking autonobiles, albeit 
this issue was rendered moot by a 


last-minute change in Marriott's 
plans. 
About 14 percent of CRWA's 


members live in Newton. Through our 
monthly newsletter they are aware of 
our position on the Marriott expansion 
and will read about the specific 
presentation in the next issue. Never- 
theless, it would have been ap- 
propriate for CRWA to be included in 
your report of the public hearing so 
that your readership (which is larger 
than ours) would know where we 
stand.

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Parental stress line notes 
unexpected trends in callers 


BOSTON — Close to 
500 calls a month from 
individuals experienc- 
ing stress in their family 
relationships have been 
received by the Paren- 
tal Stress Line since Oc- 
tober 1979 when it was 
established as a service 
to parents in 
Massachusetts. 

The line is a 24-hour, 
anonymous telephone 
service staffed by train- 
ed volunteers who pro- 
vide confidential 
counseling which is 
available to anyone call- 
ing the toll-free number 
1-800-632-8188, In the 15 
months of its operation, 
the line has received a 
total of 7,328 calls, 
primarily from parents 
who feel under stress in 
their relationships with 
their children. 

A recent survey of 
these calls revealed a 
number of surprising 
trends which run 
counter to the tradi- 
tional ways of thinking 
about the issue of paren- 
tal stress and child 
abuse. ‘When we began 
the line, I believed we 
would receive a lot of 
calls from friends, 
neighbors or relatives 
who were concerned 
about someone else's 
children,” said Sarah 
Belcher, administrator 
of the Parental Stress 
Line. ‘‘Much to the con- 
trary, the vast majority 
of our calls are directly 
from the person ex- 
periencing the stress — 
a mother, father or 
child,” she added. 

Another surprise, ac- 

cording to Belcher, was 
the ready availability of 
qualified volunteer 
counselors. “We had an- 
ticipated need for an in- 
tensive volunteer 
recruitment cam- 
paign,’' she said, “but 
we have never had to 
implement this because 
highly qualified people 
from all walks of life 
have heard about the 
line and were eager to 
make the commitment 
to work with these 
parents. We have train- 
ed more than 170 
volunteers and have 
been very impressed 
with their dedication 
and enthusiasm.” 

Belcher cited other 
trends in the experience 
of the line: The number 
of repeat calls is greater 
than the number of first 
time calls, indicating 
that many people use 
the line for support 
more than once; 946 of 
the total calls (7,328) 
were sexual abuse calls 
from both parents and 
children; 30 percent of 
the calls are related to 
abuse and neglect, while 
40 percent of the calls 
are related to other 
parent/child problems; 
the number of fathers 
and children using the 
line is higher than had 
been expected (670 
fathers and 364 
children); calls reach a 
high peak during 
holidays and the sum- 
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mer months; calls have 
been received from 230 
cities and towns in 
Massachusetts out of a 
possible 351.

$20,000 grant 
awarded for work 


on river corridor 


NEWTON — A $20,000 two year 
grant has been awarded the Charles 
River Watershed Association by the 
New England Merchants National 
Bank, it has been announced by 
CRWA executive director Rita Bar- 
ron. The grant is from the Deborah 
Munroe Noonan Memorial Fund ad- 
ministered by the bank and is for 
CRWA's continuing work on the 
Charles River Corridor. 

The Corridor is a comprehensive 
scenic and recreational shoreline pro- 
gram for the 80-mile Charles River, 
Massachusetts’ longest intrastate 
river. CRWA recently started work on 
the preparation of a Corridor pian 
under the terms of a contract with the 
Department of Environmental 
Management. The Noonan grant, 
unlike the restricted DEM planning 
grant, is to permit CRWA to advance 
the actual Corridor program. This ac- 
tivity includes community assistance 
in the promotion of local open space 


plans, coordination of all public agen- 
cy actions that affect the river and its 
banks, and providing creative leader- 
ship in the development of the concept 
of an urban recreational river. 

The national goal for swimmable 
rivers is 1983 and CRWA has been the 
leading proponent of reopening at 
least one or two small Charles River 
beaches by then. CRWA has adopted 
the water quality goal of 1983 as its 
own target for completion of major 
segments of the Charles River Cor- 
ridor. ‘‘The tougher things get 
ecoriomically” says Barron, ‘‘the 
more people will look for quality 
recreation at home. We have it to a 
great extent already but a great many 
more commitments are necessary 
before this remarkable urban river 
reaches its full recreational poten- 
tial.”

Keep your eye on the pro

BRIGHTON To listen to 
somebody talk about ‘‘toads,”’ 
‘dinkers,"’ and ‘‘fuzz sandwiches,” 
you'd never guess that they were talk- 
ing about that most sophisticated of 
all sports, tennis. These are hardly 
the terms that would seem to fall ef- 
fortlessly from the lips of Bjorn Borg 
or John McEnroe. Instead, it's 
another tennis pro that has coined 
these phrases. 

Vic Braden is an elfish 51-year-old 
who is not only a tennis instructor at 
his own tennis college in Coto de Caza, 
California, but an author (‘Vic 
Braden's Tennis for the Future," 
“Teaching Children Tennis the Vic 
Braden Way"’) a sports psychologist 
and stand-up comic as well. 

The inimatable Braden, whose mot- 
to is ‘‘laugh and win,” is the host of a 
new television program that has been 
produced for Public Broadcasting 
System (PBS) by WGBH-Boston. 
“Vic Braden’s Tennis for the 
Future,’’ based on his best-selling 
book, will premiere in Boston on April 
4at 7:30 and will run for 13 weeks. 

At a press conference held recently 
at the WGBH studio, Braden describ- 
ed exactly what a toad, a dinker, and 
a fuzz sandwich are. 

“A toad is somebody who plays the 
game and has never really won 
anything. He's lucky just to be able to 
get a tan. A dinker keeps the ball in 
play, and a you get a fuzz sandwich 
when you can't get out of the way of 
an overhead smash and you get the 
ball in your mouth,”’ said Vic, break- 
ing out into his wide-toothed grin. 

During the press conference, which 
was broadcast via satellite to PBS 
stations across the country, Braden 
described his brand of tennis instruc- 
tion as “‘fun."’ Anyone who has taken 
lessons from Braden couldn't help but 
agree. Each program willstart witha 
lecture from Braden to his students at 
the tennis college in California. 

It is no typical lecture, though. 
Braden might as well be performing 
as a stand-up comic at a California 
nightclub as he informs his students, 
“Tennis is a very humiliating game. 
You're out there in short pants and 
when you lose, you have very few 
clothes on.”’ 

After the lecture, Braden takes his 
students out on the courts where they 
learn the Braden technique to the 
game of tennis. This technique, 
Braden informs reporters gathered in 
the studio for the press conference, 
does not so much involve strategy as 
it does a simple knowledge of each 
aspect of the game. 

The thirteen shows will deal with 
each one of these aspects, such as 
strokes, serves, lobs, as well as the 
psychology of tennis. , 

Regarding strategy, Braden said, 
“Most beginners love the idea of 
strategy because they want to know

how to win without a forehand, 
backhand, serve, or volley.” 


Braden, who earned a master's 
degree in psychology from Los 
Angeles State and UCLA, is a firm 
believer in playing tennis to have fun, 


rather than just to run the opponent 
into the ground. 

“The idea is to learn to have fun, 
he told reporters and viewers at the 
press conference. ‘The psychology of 
the game, as | see it, is to tell people 
that it’s O.K. to laugh your guts out.” 


” 


As he spoke, Braden continually 
spun a tennis racket which he had 
been holding, occasionally using it to 
emphasize a point. Since the press 
conference was being televised, 
Braden had dressed for the part in a 
navy blue short sleeved shirt and 
white tennis shorts and sneakers. 

Reporters at PBS stations across 
the country called in questions to 
Braden, which he answered on the 
show. Many of the questions had to do 
with tennis strategy, but some dealt 
with the feasibility of teaching tennis 


} ontelevision.

Recycling Quiz

How well do you understand the paper recycling progran? Answer the 
following true-false questions to find out. 

1, Paper recycling in Newton is mandatory. 

2, The tonnage of newspapers recycled in January and February is dou- 
ble that of January—February 1980. 

3, Newton earned over $1300 in January from the newspaper recycling 
program. 

4. Newton is presently paid $10 for each ton of newspaper it recycles. 

5. Paper must be tied in bundles to be recycled. ; 

6. Paper should be placed at the curb 3-4 feet to either side of other 


refuse. 
7, Paper is collected for recycling each week on your regular trash day.

Answers: 7 

1. True. Ordinance N. R-105, passed by the Board of Aldermen and sign- 
ed by Mayor Mann in December 1980, states ‘Clear and uncontaminated 
newspaper shall be kept separate from and not mixed or included with 
refuse to be collected by the Department of Public Works.” This or- 
dinance does not imply that papers cannot be used for other purposes 
such as burning in wood stoves or giving to paper drives; paper cannot, 
however, be thrown away with refuse unless it is “contaminated,” i.e. 
has been used to wrap garbage, train animals or been soiled by other 
uses. Violation of this ordinance is subject to a $25 fine. 

2. True. The tonnage of paper recycled in Newton has doubled since the 
passage of the mandatory recycling ordinance — from 193 tons in 
January—February 1980 to 409 tons in January— February 1981. 

3. True. The increase in tonnage of recycled newsprint with no addi- 
tional collection costs has resulted in a profit for our city's coffers. Collec- 
tion costs have been more than offset by revenues plus savings of avoided 
hauling fees (trash is hauled out of town at a cost of $18.11 per ton). 

4. False. Newton is presently receiving $15 per ton for its newsprint. 
This represents the floor price of our contract with the Hoague-Sprague 
Corporation. Until the contract expires (June 30, 1981), we can receive no 
less than $15 per ton. We can, however, reccive more for our paper if the 
market improves. This represents three times the $5 per ton we received 
during most of 1978 and 1979. 

5. False. Paper can either be tied in bundles or placed in double brown 
grocery bags for recycling. 

6. True, Paper should be placed 3-4 feet to either side of other refuse to 
be clearly visible to the recycling trucks. 

7. True. Newspaper collection is weekly on your regular trash day. 
Pager should be placed at the curb by 7 a.m., which is the time trucks 
begin collection.

BROOKLINE They wandered 
through the villages of Eastern 
Europe,stopping to entertain at wed- 
dings, bar mitzvahs and other occa- 
sions of Jewish celebration.

If there is one thing Tom Rezzuti 
can be sure of as he enters his second 
year as baseball coach of the Newton 
North Tigers, it’s that nothing can 
possibly be worse than his first.

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Historic site 
being marketed 


NEWTON — The restored and con- 
temporized 19th century summer 
estate which has been documented on 
television on Channel 2’s “This Old 
House” series is now being marketed 
by Hunneman & Company, Inc. 

Designed by H.H. Richardson for 
Dr. Henry Jacob Bigelow and sited on 
a five acre hilltop in Newton, the 
shingle style house and its out- 
buildings have been the focus of a 
nearly two year long joint venture of 
WGBH and the Newton Historic 
Preservation Association. 

Transformed from an abandoned 
and decaying structure into five con- 
dominiums the Bigelqgw House has 
aroused much interest in architec- 
tural circles and across the country 
where the television program has 
been aired. A rerun of the 27 week 
series is now in progress on Channel 2. 

Bigelow House has had a varied 
history. First serving its original pur- 
pose as a residence it was subsequent- 
ly used as an art school, a farmand a 
school for emotionally handicapped 
children. Lying idle it had become by 
1974 the target of vandalism and was 
suffering from advanced ob- 
solescence. 

It was in this sad condition that the 
property became a major concern of 
Dr. John Howard, chief physicist of 
the Air Force Geophysics Laboratory 
and the owner-restorer of his own Vic- 
torian home. Under his leadership the 
Newton Historic Preservation 
Association was formed and the house 
placed on the Nation Register of 
Historic Places with three of its five

Attempts to find an organization to 
rehabilitate and occupy the property 
ended when a researcher for WGBH 
brought Bigelow House to the atten- 
tion of producer Russell Morash who 
had been looking for an orphaned Vic- 
torian house for his ‘‘This Old House” 
series. The partnership between 
Woon and NHPA thus came into be- 
ing. 

The condominium concept was em- 
braced and plans for the individual 
living units developed around each of 
the structures: The main house, the 
ice house, the woodshed, the stable, 
and the barn. 

The facade has been preserved as 
Richardson and Bigelow intended. In- 
Novative use of space, sweeping 
vistas through enormous glass ex- 
panses, cedar deckings and conser- 
vatories have been imaginatively con- 
ceived by architect John Gifford. 
Superb materials, workmanship and 
meticulous attention to interior style 
and finish is evident throughout. The 
units are approached through a brick 
courtyard and landscaping is being 
executed in the 19th century Olmstead 
tradition.

Cohen firmly stated that the best 
way to deter these types of violent 
crimes is to prevent people from ob- 
taining hand guns in the first place. 

“TI think gun control legislation pro- 
vides the best opportunity, the best 
chance for controlling these kind of 
things,”’ he said.

(UPI) — Authorities 
dug for more bodies 
Monday near the base of 
a chimney at a rural 
homesite where the 
skeletons of two women 
and a part of a third 
female skeleton have 
been found. 


Hernando County of- 
ficials say they believe 
they will find as many 
as six skeletons of young 
women on the litter- 
strewn tract belonging 
to a family haunted by 
sex-offense charges, 

“We will search all 
five acres of it,” said 
Capt. Cliff Batten. 
“We've got to cover 
every square foot ot it.”” 

One of the skeletons 
was identified over the 
weekend as that of 
Elaine Ziegler, a 15- 
year-old Warren, Ohio, 
girl who disappeared 
from a campground 
nine miles away Dec. 31, 
1975. Florida State 
University an- 
thropologists said tests 
indicated the other 
skeleton was that of a 
24-year-old woman. 


Officials also have 
been looking for a 21- 
year-old Tampa 
woman, Sandra Jean 
Graham, who disap- 
peared from a lounge 
last April and is believ- 
ed buried at the site. 

Maj. C.E. Crosby said 
Monday he has a 
number of missing per- 
sons reports from 
around the Central 
Florida area but none 
list a 24-year-old 
woman. 


The wooded homesite 
is owned by William 
Mansfield, 56, who was 
sentenced to 30 years in 
prison last November 
for sex offenses against 
young girls. Officials 
said, however, he is not 
considered a suspect in 
the deaths of the 
women, 

The warrant which 
led to the start of digg- 
ing March 16 listed his 
oldest son, Billy 
Mansfield, 25, as the 
prime suspect in the 
disappearance of Miss 
Ziegler. 

Billy is in jail in Santa 
Cruz, Calif., awaiting 
trial for the murder of a 
30-year-old woman 
whose body was found 
there Dec. 7, His bother 
Gary, 23, is in jail in 
California as an 
assessory, 

Tampa police say 
they have information 
that Billy was with Ms. 
Graham the night she 
disappeared.

White to announce 
mayoral candidacy 


NEWTON — Ward 7 Ald. Mark A. 
White is expected to make it official 
Thursday night by formally announc- 
ing he’s a candidate for mayor. 

Speaking before a gathering of 
friends and supporters at American 
Legion Post 440, the alderman said he

city government.” 

White said he is proud of his ac- 
complishments as an alderman, and 
added ‘‘as an alderman I can ac- 
complish only so much. It has become 
increasingly clear that the only way 
to make substantial progress is 
through the office of mayor.” 

Ald. White said Newton ‘is no 
longer representative of the city in 
which I have spent 31 years of my 
life,"’ and charged “‘a lack of foresight 
has subjected Newton to a string of 
municipal upsets that could have been 
avoided.” 

“Are the citizens of Newton really 
content with the services they receive 
for their high taxes?” White asked. 
“Are they really satisfied with 
maintenance of our streets and public 
facilities? Are they really content 
with recreational facilities that 
haven’t improved in five years? Are 
they content with an antiquated 
library building that has been ignored 
for years? And are they content with 
the financial and personnel 
mismanagement that pervades the 
current administration?”

Accelerated revaluation 
ivote put off by aldermen

NEWTON — The passage of an ac- 
celerated revaluation plan designed 
to save the city a possible additional 
$11 million budget cut was delayed by 
aldermen Monday night. 


The motion to delay came after 
several aldermen challenged the 
credentials of an Acton firm that 
received the initial approval for a 
$863,457 contract to conduct the ac- 
celerated revaluation plan. 


The expensive revaluation plan was 
put on the agenda for the next full 
Board of Aldermen meeting after 
Ward 1 Aldermen Robert Gaynor 
chartered the item. 

By chartering an item, an aldermen 


stops debate and a vote on a measure 
until the next board meeting. 

Gaynor’s chartering of the item was 
the result of information from 
Aldermen Mark White and Newton 
State Rep. Susan Schur questioning 
the integrity of the Acton firm - Fin- 
negan Associates. 

Finnegan Associates was the only 
firm that was available and had the 
manpower to put the value of city pro- 
perty at ‘‘full and fair” cash value 
before the Jan. 1, 1982 deadline, ac- 
cording to city assessors. 

White, however, told aldermen that 
there are a number of other com- 
panies interested in completing the 
revaluation that were never con- 
tacted. 

White said he telephoned a number 
of companies that conduct revalua- 


tion and were never contacted by the 
city. 

In addition, White pointed out that 
Finnegan Associates has not com- 
pleted one revaluation job to date. 

“This is the new kid on the block. 
This is a small company that has not 
completed the revaluation of any city 
or town,” snapped White. 

City assessors countered that the 
company has begun the revaluation of 
property in Billerica, Saugus and Arl- 
ington. 

Under Proposition 2'2, which was 
approved last November, total pro- 
perty taxes in a community must not 
exceed 2'% percent of the ‘‘full and 
fair" market value. 

White also noted that several of the 
large companies he contacted claim- 
ed it was impossible to do an accurate 


revaluation of city real estate before 
Jan, 1. 

“How come a newcomer that is 
untested says this project can be done 
and the two largest firms in the coun- 
try say it is impossible?’’ asked 
White. 

Schur, who is finishing out her term 
on the board, supported the move to 
hold off on the approval of the funds 
until aldermen's questions on Fin- 
negan Associates are answered, 


“T think there is nothing to be lost in 
holding the item and an awful lot to be 
gained," said Schur, noting she has 
heard several complaints from 
representatives of communities 
where the company is completing 
revaluation.

Values skyrocket, assessors predict 


NEWTON — The average assess- 
ment for single and two family homes 
will skyrocket 700 - 800 percent after 
local property is revalued at its full 
and fair market value next year. 

A recent sales ratio analysis con- 
ducted by the Assessing Department 
shows that most of the houses in the 
city are valued at less than 13 percent 
of their market value as of Jan. 1. 

City Assessor Robert Palmer, who 
authored the sales ratio report, main- 
tains that the average assessment 
will jump 700 to 800 percent. 

However, Mayor Theodore Mann 
urged residents not to be distressed 


by the inevitable increased 
assessments. Ultimately, Mann said 
the implementation of full and fair 
market value will mean the tax rate 
will ‘‘drop dramatically.” 

He said, ‘You are talking about a 
double digit tax rate instead of a triple 
digit tax rate" 

For example, when revaluation was 
first proposed in 1975, the tax rate 
would have dropped from about $150 
to $50. 

“One of the things the report shows 
is that the value of Newton homes has 
gone far ahead of any other city in the 
Commonwealth,” Mann explained. 


“The fact the values have gone up is 
something residents should be proud 
of, not fearful.”” 

Officials stressed that the real 
estate value will vary on an individual 
basis. Furthermore, officials said 
that it is impossible to attempt to 
figure out tax bills based on the recent 
report. 

The average Newton home was 
priced at about $100,000 during the 18 
month period, according to Palmer. 

The sales ratio analysis was con- 
ducted as part of the city’s battle to 
force the state Department of 
Revenue to peg the city’s property tax 


base (total property value) at $2.97 
billion. 

The state agency recently ruled 
that the city's property tax base is on- 
ly $2.23 billion. As a result, the city 
could face a $22 million shortfall in 
revenue rather than an anticipated 
$11 million setback. 


With a $2.97 billion tax base, the city 
could collect about $74 million in real 
estate taxes in fiscal 1982. However, 
with a tax base of $2.23 billion that 
figure would drop to $63.5 million. The

High school asbestos removal in doubt

NEWTON -- Phase two of asbestos 
removal at Newton North High, plan- 
ned for this summer, is likely to get 
sidetracked because of the city’s in- 
ability to bond. 

Should the fiscal situation improve, 
the timing will be critical if bidding 
for the $2 million project is to be made 
in time to allow for completion of the 
project this summer. 

Since phase one removal of 
asbestos from the school cafeteria, 
library, common rooms and first floor 
corridor called “Main Street’, an 
$800,000 project approved by the 
Board of Aldermen last February,

NEWTON - The impending decision 
on the proposed $ 15 million expansion 
of the Marriott Hotel was put on hold 
Monday night. 


The vote did not go to the Board of 
Aldermen because of the failure of the 
Land Use Committee to submit a writ- 
ten report detailing the reasons why it 
had recommended that the expansion 
of the Auburndale hotel be denied. 

The proposed expansion of the Mar- 
riott, which would make it the third 
largest hotel in New England, in- 
cludes the construction of a new five- 
story 227-room wing and a 937-car 


federal laws concerning removal 
have changed and the project must be 
rebid, according to the Building Com- 
missioner Allan Fraser. 

The bidding process takes approx- 
imately one month and the estimated 
time needed for removal is 2 '2 mon- 
ths, Fraser said.

Once considered benign and widely 
used for its fire-resistant qualities, 
asbestos has become associated with 
asbestiosis — a fibrous growth in the 
lungs — and lung cancer. Fraser said 


the city first became aware of the 
danger in 1974 when the federal 
government banned its use. 

While phase two involves a much 
larger area of the building, the sec- 
tions done first were considered 
greater risks because they had open 
decorative ceilings. ‘“The balance is 
up behind suspended ceilings,” 
Fraser said. 

At issue when the project came 
before the Aldermen in February 1980 
was whether to complete removal in 
one summer or over two or more sum- 
mers. 

Partly as a result of recommenda- 
tions by Dr. Charles Spooner, a 
geophysical chemist from Bedford 
hired by the city to study the condition 


of the insulation, and partly because a 
full-scale removal project would 
mean tremendous upheaval and ex- 
pense for the city since the high school 
would be closed for the beginning of 
the school year, the decision was 
made to remove the asbestos in 
phases. 

When asked about the health risks 
of postponing the project, Fraser 
said, ‘The issue is one of a potential 
hazard, not an immediate hazard.” 

“Insix years of air testing we’ve on- 
ly found one single fiber of airborne 
asbestos," he added. ‘‘The chances of 
developing an asbestos-related 
disease are virtually zero.”’

Al dente please, Giuliano

NEWTON CENTRE— Giuliano 
Bugialli pushes the pasta through the 
pasta machine with the earnest man- 
ner of a man who has no time to 
waste. The red and green pasta is 
kneaded by the machine as Bugialli, 
one of the foremost authorities on 
Italian cooking in the United States, 
quickly unfurls it as it comes out of 
the other end. 

Each time it goes through the 
machine, the mass of pasta becomes 
longer and longer, until Bugialli at 
one point is prompted to say loudly, ‘I 
need more hands! I need more 
hands!” 

Four assistants rush to his side and 
gently take up a portion of the pasta in 
their hands and Bugialli yells “Keep 
moving! Keep moving! Keep mov- 
ing!" as the assistants spread out into 
the first rows of the audience, a 20 ft. 
long piece of red and green 
pastastretched out between them. 

The audience, gathered for 
Bugialli's cooking demonstration at 
Modern Gourmet in Newton Centre, 


heaves a collective sigh of relief, and 
then breaks into applause, which they 
will do often during the evening, for 
Bugialli is a charismatic showman as 
well as a fine cook author ( The Fine 
Art of Italian Cooking ) and teacher. 

In Boston for only two days, 
Bugialli is showing the audience how 
to make arlecchinata alla panna 
which is yellow, green, and red pasta 
in cream sauce. 

It is the first course in a menu that 
includes petti di pollo alla fiorentina 
(chicken breasts with artichokes,) 
broccoli strascicati (stir fried broc- 
coli), and torta di pere (pear tart). 

The foods that Bugialli prepares are 
the same kinds that he would eat in 
his native Florence, where he runs the 
well-known ‘Cooking in Florence’ 
cooking school, He is an expert on 
Renaissance cooking and a lot of class 
time is spent touring Florence so that 
his students will be able to recreate 
authentic Renaissance dishes. 

Bugialli laughs as he calls himself a 
chauvinist, because he has chosen for 
the pasta the colors of the Italian flag. 
Spinach and beets are what give the 


pasta its color and he warns the au- 
dience that the color of the beets will 
drain into the water if the entire stem 
is cut off. 

He works vigorously as he 
systematically prepares the ingre- 
dients for each of the dishes, chopping 
the spinach finely (‘‘It may look tir- 
ing, but it isn’t!’’), removing the skin 
from the chicken, or cutting the broc- 
coli. 

Bugialli does not eat breakfast, eats 
only a light lunch, and skips dinner 
because he does not want to be full 
during his demonstrations. 

“T am very tense. I don't want to be 
stuffed because I have to give 
something to the people, If you are not 
light and alive, then you don't give 
enough,” he explains. 

“When I ain tense, it doesn’t mean 
that I don’t enjoy it. It is almost like a 
fight between me and the food,” he 
says. 

As he prepares the pasta for 
kneading, it is apparent that there is 
some kind of a fight going on. He 
pounds the counter so hard when he 
mixes the ingredients that the handle 


on the pasta machine continually falls 
off, and his words, so low-key and 
calm before, are now short and 
breathy. 

He cooks the pasta in boiling water 
for a minute or two, longer than usual 
because the pasta does not have the 
elasticity that he would like. ‘'I test it 
by stretching it,” he says, as he holds 
up a long piece of yellow pasta and 
stretches his arms out wide. ‘If there 
are no holes in the pasta where my 
fingers are holding it, then it is right." 

All of the recipes can be found in his 
book, which is being translated into 
Italian for distribution in Italy. 
Bugialli is writing another cookbook, 
which is expected out in five or six 
months.

The additions would also leave peo- 
ple with the “impression that it would 
no longer be a motor inn," Morris 
said.

He cited the proposed expansion as 
an attempt by Marriott to overuse the 
land, ‘‘to exert a greater intensity on 
it” than was originally intended.”

Said Morris: I 
have faith that future boards won't 
change special permits, particularly 
those of the scope of the Marriott.” 

The board now waits until its next 
meeting, April 21, to vote on the Mar- 
riott expansion.

NEWTON - Tired of eating in public 
places and being bothered by so- 
meone else's cigarette smoke? 


The aldermanic Human Services 
Committee took the first steps to 
alleviate the problem last week when 
it voted unanimously in favor of an or- 
dinance requiring restaurants with a 
seating capacity of over 50 to restrict 
smoking to 85 percent of that area. 


In presenting the ordinance, Ald. 
Edward Richmond pointed out that it 
was time to alter the city's first non- 
smoking ordinance which he helped to 
pass in 1972. 

That ordinance prohibits smoking 
in supermarkets as well as any food 
dispensing establishments excluding 
restuarants, 

“The time has come to amend the 
‘72, ordinance,’ noted Richmond. 
“The public perception in regard to 
smoking is changing."’

A year ago, the city began a pro- 
gram of voluntary compliance in the 
establishment of non-smoking areas 
in restuarants by suggestion, persua- 
sion and public notice. ‘The results 
have been good. There:isia recogni- 
tion of the danger for non-smokers,” 
Richmond said. 

Former alderman Lois Pines also 
spoke in favor of the new restrictions, 
citing second-hand smoke as a major 
health hazard for non-smokers. Pines, 
who pressed for the orignal ordinance 
along with former alderman Peter 
Harrington some nine years ago, voic- 
ed her belief in the rights of non- 
smokers. 


Richmond also said he hopes to take 
greater steps in the future to prohibit 
smoking in public places. ‘‘By the 
passage of time, as hazards of smok- 
ing are known to the body politic, we 
will be able to take greater steps,” he 
said. 

The ordinance will now to the 
Legislation and Rules Committee.

N.E. Nuclear pledges 
strict lab control

NEWTON - Representatives from 
New England Nuclear told the Human 
Services Committee last week that 
their proposed facility will have the 
best safety controls known to 
technology today. 

The facility, which will contain 
40,000 feet of laboratory space, 2 per- 
cent of which will be P3 containment 
labs, will handle both radioactive and 
biological materials. 

It is unclear as to whether New 
England Nuclear will conduct P3 
level research at the facility in the im- 
mediate future, according to Dr. Mar- 
sha Stone, the production manager of 
the Newton facility. She did say, 
however, the company’s ‘research 
effort will be carried out in Newton 
and that some of this will require P3 
level of containment.” 

Charles Killian, the environmental 
control director of New England 
Nuclear, said the amounts of radioac- 
tive and biological materials handled 
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at Newton will be very small, ‘‘less 
than is found at hospitals and univer- 
sities.” 

In addressing the committee, 
Killian defended his company’s abili- 
ty to handle these materials in its con- 
tainment laboratories. 

“We at New England Nuclear have 
been in containment laboratories 
since day one. Containment is not a 
new issue to us,”’ said Killian. “If you 
relate the containment of a 
P1,P2,P3,P4 laboratory, which is a 
containment capability, the facilites 
of required containment is no more 
than what we already do for radioac- 
tivity. 

In regard to safety personnel, 
Killian explained that New England 
Nuclear has a safety department con- 
sisting of 38 people, two of whom will 
be located at the Newton facility. One 
will be assigned as a radiological 
safety individual, the other as an in- 
dustrial and biological safety type in- 
dividual.

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surveys to ensure containment,” said 
Killian. 

In addition, there will be a Biology 
Safety Committee consisting of 10 
people, two of whom will be from the 
city, who will oversee the operation. 

“We're going to have a set of 
regulations that we’re going to live 
by,”’ said Dr. Jack King, a committee 
member. ‘We're keeping complete 
control over these labs at all times.” 

Outside the facility, the people at 
New England Nuclear have just con- 
cluded eight training sessions with the 
Newton Fire Department in prepara- 
tion for an emergency. 

Killian also said he has issued an 
order to his transportation depart- 
ment that no one with a New England 
Nuclear logo on his car will be allow- 
ed to travel on either Winchester 
Street, Dedham Street, Parker Street, 
or Brookline Sreet. Instead, people in- 
volved with the facility will be in- 
structed to enter off of route 128 
through either the industrial park or 
the Needham entrance.

Warren students protest 
lunch price increases

NEWTON — Over 100 students at 
Warren Junior High protested lunch 
price hikes totaling 20 cents in the last 
two months last week. 


The students poured onto the front 
lawn of the school during their 11 a.m. 
lunch period waving signs which 
criticized the quality of the food and 
the new price, 85 cents per meal effec- 
tive April 1. 


Although their cafeteria was not 
open in September because of a fire 
last winter, the students could pur- 
chase bagged lunches for 65 cents. 
Since the cafeteria reopened with the 
same menu served at all of Newton's 
secondary schools, the students saw 
the price of lunch jump to 75 cents 
beginning March 1 and another 10 
cents on Wednesday. 


The two increases, approved by the 
School Committee, are the result of 
the Committee's decision to make the 
food account self-supporting and to 
cut back on the School Department’s 
subsidy for the lunches which cost on 
average $1.33 per meal. 


“They're just going to lose more 
money if they keep it up because 
nobody will buy it,” Warren student 
Sandy Zimmerman said.

for the money,” another student said. 

Yarse McMillan, a ninth-grader, 
said that she would not pay the higher 
prices. “Are you kidding? $4.25 a 
week?” she quipped. 


Other students, including Angela 
Davis, said the lunches were not 
worth the price. Mike Wester added 
that his parents do not trust him when 
he asks for his weekly lunch money 
“because they can't believe the prices 
are that high.” 


However, Beth Badaracco, one of 
the ninth graders who organized the 
protest by circulating a petition, said 
she would not mind paying the higher 
prices if the lunches were improved. 


Students complained that the food 
was worse this year — three-day-old 
lettuce, rotten fruit, and clam rolls 
with only seven clams. Some said that 
their portions had actually gotten 
smaller after the price increases. 

Ernestine Hooper, food supervisor 
for the school system, said that under 
federal and state law, the lunches 
served in school cafeterias must be 
the same amount each day — 2 ounces 
of protein, three-fourths of a cup of 
fruit and vegetables, bread and a half 
pint of milk. 

Pointing that the amounts are 
checked regularly by inspectors from 
the state, Hooper said, “We have to 
serve the same amounts every day. If 
we're below the required amount,

then our subsidy is cut. So we can't 
cheat.” 

“None of the schools are happy 
about the increase and the way it has 
gone up in the last two months, but un- 
fortunately it was necessary to raise 
the prices because this program has 
eet to be self-sufficient,"’ Hooper add- 
ea. 


“I don’t blame the kids,” she said, 
“‘but being on the other side, it’s the 
only logical move.” 


School Committee member Nancy 
Mann said the increases were ‘‘an un- 
fortunate result of Proposition 22.”" 


“These students ought to encourage 
their parents to write their legislators 
to amend 2 '2,"’ she added. ‘That's 
not as dramatic or exciting as having 
arally, but it’s more effective.” 


Although sympathetic, Committee 
member Howard Spergel said, 
“They're seeing the real cost of hav- 
ing lunch.

Sandra Fleishman of the Commit- 
tee also sympathized with the 
students, but said the food account 
was one area of the budget where the 
Committee could raise prices and 
leave students with a choice.

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Chestnut Hill 
Gardens fights 
condo plan

NEWTON — A tenant's association is mounting a legal 
battle to prevent plans to convert the recently-sold 
Chestnut Hill Garden's 428 luxury apartments into con- 
dominiums. 

The conversion of the two 16-story buildings on Ham- 
mond Pond Parkway, could force hundreds of renters 
from their homes. 


The tenants have formed an association that has rais- 
ed $10,000 which they have used to hire State Senator 
Jack Backman and his law partner to tnitiate a legal 
challenge to the conversion. 


Backman has filed a suit in Suffolk Superior Court in 
an attempt to block the conversion. The legislator is re- 
questing a temporary restraining order which will allow 
the tenants to remain in their apartments for an extend- 
ed period of time. 

The apartments, which opened in 1978, overlook Route 
9 and the Chestnut Hill Mall. The monthly rent ranges 
from $525 to $805. 


Angry tenants claim the developers promised when the 
apartments opened in 1978 that they would not be con- 
verted into condominiums for at least 10 years. 


The $21 million apartment complex was built by 
Carabetta Enterprises. Company officials have refused 
to comment on the tenant's claims and the impending 
law suit. 

Gerald Goldstein, attorney for the firm, refused to 
answer questions on the tenant's claims or the con- 
dominium conversion, 

When asked if the firm disputed the tenant's charges, 
he snapped, “I told you, I would not comment on 
anything!” 

Goldstein said that he does not believe anyone from the 
firm would be willing to answer questions on the tenant's 
charges. 

In the lobby of the elegant, modern complex, complete 
with maximum security, Norman Lipson, president of 
the Chestnut Hill Gardens Tenants Association, voiced 
the outrage of the tenants. 

He explained, ‘Before we signed our leases, we were 
assured that the apartments would not be converted into 
condominiums. We have been fraudently misled.” 

Surrounded by several tenants, Lipson called on the 
mayor and the Board of Aldermen to come to the aid of 
the many elderly and handicapped tenants. 

“Out of the 425 apartments, there are over 1000 votes 
here and the tenants will remember on election day who 
has helped them and who has not!"’ warned Lipson. “I 
am speaking for the members of the association, not 
me.’ 

“Most people who live here have moved out of other 
buildings that have been converted into condominiums,” 
he explained. ‘The reason they moved is because they do 
not want to buy or could not afford it.” 

Approximately 65 percent of the tenant's are elderly or 
handicapped, according to Lipson, who criticized the 
lack of sound laws governing condominium conversion in 
Newton. 

“There are no laws in Newton to protect the elderly 
and handicapped from condominium conversion,”’ he 
said. ‘The question is, where are these people going to 
go? There are practically no rental vacancies in the ci- 
ty.” 

E. Ruth Wolf, an elderly tenant of the complex seated 
beside her husband, added, ‘We sold our home because 
we were assured this was going to be rental. We would 
never have sold our home if we knew they were going to 
convert to condominiums.” 

Phillip Buxbaum, 67, recently spent $10,000 to improve 
his apartment also claims he was misled by the 
developers. 

“T would never have spent that money if I had any inkl- 
ing they would convert these apartments into con- 
dominiums.”

The right of privacy is not one of the in- 
alienable rights enunciated in the United 
State Constitution's Bill of Rights but the 
jury decision in the libel case of Carol 
Burnett versus The National Enquirer 
elevates the right of privacy to a position 
of importance at least equalling the con- 
stitutional right of press freedom. 


The awarding of $1.6 million in 
damages is bound to be a very popular 
decision, particularly among all the other 
celebrities who have been victims of the 
Enquirer’s spurious reporting. But the size 
of the award is alarming to the jounalistic 
profession. If sustained through the ap- 
peals process the award and the legals 
costs could possibly throw the Enquirer in- 
to bankruptcy. 


It should be emphasized at this point 
that a decision by a single jury in a single 
case in a single court does not begin to 
establish case law. But if the verdict is 
upheld in the appeals process, possibly 
even including a decision by the United 
States Supreme Court, it would result in a 
considerable change in present libel law. 


Back in 1964 the Supreme Court held 
that a public official suing for libel had to 
establish that a story had been published 
either with the knowledge that it was 
wrong, or with a reckless disregard for 
whether it was false. Later decisions ex- 
panded these requirements for liability to 
include public figures, not only public of- 
ficials. Miss Burnett certainly qualifies as 
a public figure. In more recent cases, 
however, courts have ruled that a person 
suing for libel need not be a public figure in 
all of his or her actions. This could mean 
that there are areas of a celebrity’s life 
which are out of bounds to the press. 


This appears to be the rationale behind 
the jury’s thinking in the Burnett case. 
Another good example is the story the En- 
quirer printed about actor Rory Calhoun, 
stating that he was dying of cancer. 
Calhoun says that he is not dying of 
cancer, and that the story has damaged his 
ability to secure employment. 


Certainly there is little redeeming 
social value in the type ct story in which 
the Enquirer has specialized. Its approach 
to reporting is designed strictly to build 
circulation, which the Enquirer has done 
very successfully. 


The legitimate press doesn’t much 
care to see the Enquirer included its fold, 
yet the First Amendment was designed by 
the founding fathers to protect rogues as 
well as law-abiding journalists. 


All of us, however, are going to have to 
be more and more mindful that a person’s 
right of privacy is gradually acquiring 
recognition in the courts that could impose 
some limitations on the right of the free 
press, somewhat similar to what the right 
toa free trial has imposed.

Americans are fearful of violent crime. 
The Figgie Report on Fear of Crime: 
America Afraid stated that four out of 
every 10 Americans feel they are 
vulnerable to murder, rape, robbery or 
assault. 

These fears may be well grounded, 
since Attorney General William Smith 
recently noted that 30 percent of all U.S. 
homes were touched by serious crime in 
1980. 

Those who do not yet fear or have not 
been touched by violent crime are 
reminded of its danger by news 
magazine cover stories that report on 
the ‘epidemic of violence” illustrated by 
the point of a loaded gun on the cover. 

While there is reason to be concerned 
with the problem of violence in the 
streets, the fact remains that in 1981, 
just as it has been for years, Americans 
are more likely to be murdered, 
assaulted, and harmed in ther own 
homes by members of their own families 
than anywhere else or by anyone else in 
society. 

As many as 40 percent of all homicides 
involve victims and offenders who are 
relatives. Estimates are that between 
2,000 and 5,000 children are killed each 
year by their parents. The gun purchas- 
ed to protect a family from a violent in-

truder is much more likely to wound or 
kill a family member than the feared 
stranger. 

A national survey of family violence 
has revealed that 7 to 8 million 
households are the scenes of at least one 
form of abusive violence each year. 
Parents abuse children, husbands abuse 
wives, and in some instances, wives 
abuse husbands. 

Recently, we have seen increased at- 
tention paid to the one form of family 
violence that may actually be on the rise 
— abuse of the elderly by their middle- 
aged children. 

Domestic violence is a phenomenon 
defying simple explanation. While it is 
convenient to look for abuse to be caused 
by mental illness, alcoholism or drug 
abuse, the truth is that many factors 
combine to produce severe and abusive 
violence in the home. 


A great deal of domestic violence is a 
consequence of situations where social, 
economic and gender inequality deprive 
persons and families of the resources to 


deal with the many and varied stresses 
and strains of marriage and childrear- 
ing. 

if people under stress have learned in 
the course of growing up to use violence 
to solve problems, express themselves, 
or achieve social acceptance, then 
violence is likely to be the behavior they 
select to adapt to, or remedy personal or 
family stress and frustration. 

The cost of family violence is enor- 
mous and extends well beyond the tragic 
human suffering of the individual vic- 
tims of child, spouse and elderly abuse. 

Researchers have found that most of 
the inmates incarcerated for violent 
crimes were victims of abusive 
childrearing. Each president of the 
United States assassinated in the last 
two centuries was slain by a man who 
was an abused child. 


Police officers spend more of their time 
investigating domestic violence than 
any other type of police work; and, these 
calls result in the largest number of 
police officer deaths — even exceeding 


Importing oil to Bay

The King administration is on the 
verge of going international and getting 
into the energy business, sort of. 

Negotiations are actively under way 
to import, under some form of govern- 
ment auspices, megawatts of electricity 
from the Province of Quebec's burgeon- 
ing hydro-electric generating system 
and to import and distribute high- 
sulphur, lower-cost residual oil from 
Venezuela. 

Besides lowering energy costs for 
Bay Staters, the developments could 
shake the serenity of private utilities 
which has gone unchallenged for years. 


The motivation for Massachusetts to 
step into the picture is that oil costs in 
the northeast, rising beyond the finan- 
cial resources of increasing numbers of 
families, make fresh approaches not on- 
ly practical but imperative. In less than 
six months, for example, world residual 
oil prices have jumped from $17 a barrel 
to $35, 


Thirteen months ago, Gov. King and 
Energy Secretary Joseph Fitzpatrick 
flew to Caracas, Venezuela to talk with 


officials of Petroleos, the national 
holding company for all oil. They ex- 
plored the possibility of direct sales bet- 
ween a producing country and a consum- 
ing state, a concept unique in the U.S., 
though not in France or Italy. 

As recently as last week, further 
clarifying talks took place in Boston bet- 
ween state officials and experts from 
Maraven, a Petroleos subsidiary 
(originally owned by Shell.) An agree- 
ment in principle has evidently been 
reached. 

The arrangements would involve br- 
inging in under state auspices residual 
oil with a 2.7 percent or 2.8 percent 
sulphur content, higher than the 2.2 per- 
cent now permitted by the federal En- 
vironmental Protection Agency and the 
state Department of Environmental 
Quality Engineering, guardians of str- 
ingent air quality standards. The 
negotiations are, of course, predicated 
on EPA and DEQE approval. EPA 
spokesman Paul Keough thinks these 
can be worked out. The 2.8 percent 
residual would be burned in state 
facilities, made availiable to utilities 
with the proper emissions controls and 
to participating industrial customers. 
The overall incentive is an expected 
$1.70 per barrel price reduction. 

Gov. King has received confidential 


assurances from Atty. Gen. Frank 
Bellotti that state involvement in the oil 
business could fulfill a public purpose 
and would not violate existing laws. 


The state energy office, releasing 
details of these plans to “stabilize utility 
costs,”’ states that Commonwealth Elec- 
tric “intends to use the (high sulphur) oil 
at its Canal unit 2 at Sandwich.” A com- 
pany official says this is premature, that 
the utility which already has long-term 
contracts for 2.2 residual from Maraven, 
will “participate” only if the Governor's 
scheme represents a distinct savings 
overall. 

Fitzpatrick said this week that the 
original country-to-state design is being 
modified to include the intervention of a 
private trader or broker for the state, to 
handle nitty-gritty details like tanker 
transportation, customs, duties, pilots, 
delivery, etc. The trader would be 
chosen by an independent panel of ex- 
perts from bids submitted. 

Meanwhile to the north, officials in 
Quebec are searching for new customers 
for the surplus of hydroelectric power 
their newly-harnessed network of rivers 
is producing. There’s also a changed at-

The Federal Office of Domestic

crisis.) 

Ata Compact meeting at Logan Ail- 
port recently, each state voted to press 
for formal participation in the compact. 
Should any state fail, the concept would 
die aborning. 


Loophole example of blunders?

BOSTON (UPI) — When Gov, Edward 
J. King signed into law an innocent- 
looking bill giving cities more time to file 
budgets this tax-cut year, he couldn't 
have known there was a provision ap- 
parently repealing Proposition 2'2. 

After all, that’s why both branches of 
the Legislature have lawyers. 

But the loophole wasn't caught by 
those attorneys, even though there are 
plenty of them. The House has more than 
a dozen, including special consultants 
who are called in when it is busy, and 
who are paid §200 per day. 

Even without therm, the payroll sur- 
passes $350,000 a year for lawyers to 
review bills when they are filed, and 
when bills are in the last stop, Third 
Reading. 


In the Senate, there are a half dozen 
lawyers and staff paid $300,000 a year. In 
both branches, the head of the counsel's 
offices is paid nearly $55,000. 


“I don’t see how I could operate a suf- 
ficient, professional law office with less 
than I have here,” says John Donovan, 
head of the House Counsel's office, 

He defends his staff as “seasoned,” 
and experienced attorneys, some of 
whom have given up more lucrative 


private practices to work in govern- 
ment. 


But still there are the kinds of errors 
some legislators think should not occur, 
despite the volume of work — nearly 8000 
bills a year, 

“We're not getting what we pay for,”” 
says Rep, Bruce Wetherbee, D- 
Pepperell, the major maverick in the 
House. “The offices are not well-run.” 


Wetherbee points to the Proposition 2 
% loophole, and to last year when he 
says there were intentional changes in 
major reform legislation dealing with 
creation of the office of Inspector- 
General. 

The Senate counsel's office, which has 
two lawyers paid more than $50,000 a 
year, has deliberately changed bills just 


before they are passed, says Wetherbee. 
Several of those lawyers are close 
friends of lobbyists who have special in- 
terests in the bills. 

Last year the Senate counsel's office 
merged two bills dealing with com- 
plaints against physicians, making it dif- 
ficult for lawmakers to understand they 
had closed access to those records. 


Wetherbee says these are the kind of 
mistakes that either should not occur, or 
which are deliberately done to favor cer- 
tain legislators or lobbyists. 

“We need to have counsel, but we're 
Spending a lot of money for the Service 
we get,” he says. The Proposition 2 
loophole, he says, “put us in an embar- 
Fassing situation." 


Wetherbee says most of the work in 
the House counsel's office is done by 
Paul Menton, who is paid $44,000 and “is 
worth every penny we pay him. He 
works very hard and is very capable, but 
one person can’t do allthe work.” 

Apparently not, The counsel’s office 
this year hired Waltham City Councillor 


Don Manning, a former Waltham 
legislator, at §31,000 to help out. 


Still, there are occasions when even 
House Speaker Thomas McGee ap: 
pareaily has little confidence in his legal 
Staff. 


Several years ago, McGee hired an 
outside lawyer to help when the House 
Was getting ready to deal with bills 
Creating the special corruption commis! 
sion which found kickbacks and bribery 
4 common part of government. 

Wetherbee says that’s because 
Donovan is not a Good administrator. 

Donovan was upset to hear those ac- 
Cusations. His office, he says, is often the 
busiest when the legislators are aWaY: 
The lawyers have to deal with more thal 
20 committees, review bills when they 
Come in and as they go through a lengthy 
process, 

Menton Says the fiasco of Proposition 2 
“is a bum rap,” but won't talk about 
the operation of the counsel's office 
other than to say “I think it’s run well, ! 
think we perform our function.”

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Aldermen vote taxi increase 


NEWTON - Taxi operators in the city have 
received at least a temporary reprieve against the 
spiraling costs of doing business as the Board of 
Aldermen voted Monday night to pass a petition 
which would raise fares approximately 25 percent. 

The rate hike, which was passed by a 22-1 vote, is 
the third such increase approved by the board over 
the past two years. 

The increase will be 10 percent for the first mile 
and 25 percent for each subsequent mile. The peti- 
tion also calls for an increase in the waiting charge 
from $11 to $14 an hour. 

Newton Taxi Association spokesman Dewey 
Mollomo has called the fare hikes a must, noting 
“the cab companies are finding it hard once gain to 
stay above water” with the current schedule. 

The present fare for taxis is $1 for the first three- 
eighths of a mile and 20 cents for each subsequent 
eighth-of-a-mile. The new rates will increase the 
cost of walking into a cab to $1 for the first two- 
fifths of a mile and 40 cents for each fifth-of-a-mile 
thereafter. 

Mollomo, who is a co-owner of Veterans Cab Co., 
cited a 130 percent increase in fuel costs since Oc- 
tober 1979 as the major reason behind the substan- 
tial fare hike. 

The price of gas was 56.9 cents per gallon in Oc- 
tober 1979. In April, 1980, the cost of a gallon of gas 
climbed to 96.9 cents per gallon and by February 
1981, the time of the Newton Taxi Association's peti- 
tion to the board, gas was selling for 130.7 cents per 
gallon. 

Within one year, pointed out Mollomo, the price of 
fuel had increased 35 percent. 

“Gas now represents 22-23 percent of our gross in- 
come in any given week,”’ said Mollomo, whose 
family has been in the business for nearly 60 years. 
“This is an entirely unacceptable situation. If the 
price of gasoline keeps on going up, our very ex- 
istence will be in jeopardy.” 

“At one time, fuel represented 12 percent of our 
gross income. We have no idea when this is going to 
stop and by my information, we're talking about $2 
per gallon by the summer,” he added. 

In petitioning for the fare hike, Mollomo cited in- 
creased expenditures in a]l facets of the industry. 
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He listed the rising cost of purchasing new cars, car 
insurance which now must be paid up-front rather 
than over a 10-month period, and the increase in the 
cost of workmen's compensation as several factors 
behind the increase.

NEWTON HIGHLANDS — It is a 
new idea for a thriving neighborhood - 

the first All-Highlands Village 
Meeting. 

Current Neighborhood Area Council 
President Lane Gunnoe hopes it will 
become an annual event.

the Highlands branch library, the 
CDC's reuse plan for the library, 
Hyde School programs cutbacks, 
Village Day, user fees and property 
reassessment, all of which residents 
can discuss at the various booths. 

Gunnoe believes the exchange of in- 
formation will also help form an 
estimate of the village opinion on 
these issues, 

Pointing to the recent controversy 
over recommendations to close 
several branch libraries including the 
Highlands, recommendations which 
the Library Board of Trustees oppos- 
ed because of strong.opposition at a 
public hearing held four days after 
the report was released, Gunnoe said 
the Area Council was barely able to 
conduct a survey in time to present 
the majority opinion of the Highlands 
at the hearing. 

The city charter of 1971, which 
established the Council, requires 20 
percent opinion of the community 
before the Council can formally state 
a position on critical issues. 

“Partially because the information 
didn't flow from the Library Depart- 
ment soon enough or clearly enough, 
the Area Council needed to react very 
quickly to take a position,” Gunnoe 
said.

NEWTON HIGHLANDS —Nomina- 
tions for the Newton Highlands 
Neighborhood Area Council closed 
last week with 11 residents seeking 
election to the 9-member board. 

Noting less turnover than in 
previous years, current President 
Lane Gunnoe, who declined to run 
because of a new job which will re- 
quire frequent travel, said the strong 
interest in the council reflects the 
feeling in the Highlands village and 
Hyde School area that there vital 
issues before the community.

1981 equalized valuation, with a 13 
percent statewide growth factor. 

In conducting the sales ratio 
analysis, the Assessing Department 
analyzed each of the city's voting 
wards seperately. City assessors 
pointed out that many of the 
assessments were nearly 20 years old 
which accounted for the dramatic dif- 
ference between sale prices and 
valuation figures.

Mann warns 
of harder 
time ahead

NEWTON — Calling for legislative 
relief from Proposition 242, Mayor 
Theodore Mann unveiled his recom- 
mended $83.4 million operating 
budget to the Board of Aldermen Mon- 
day night. 

The budget is slightly above the 
$82.5 million budget approved by the 
aldermen last year. The operating 
budget contains the recommended ap- 
propriations for city departments. 

The total gross budget for the city, 
which includes all expenditures, is 
nearly $95 million. 

The budget recommends the 
elimination of 315 full time positions 
within the municipal and school 
departments. In addition, the recom- 
mended budget calls for the elimina- 
tion of a number of part time or 
seasonal employees, primarily from 
the Recreation Department. 

In his budget address before 
aldermen, Mann warned residents not 
to expect the same level of services 
they enjoyed before the passage of 
Proposition 2%. 

He asserted, ‘‘As presented, the 
budget provides for the maintenance 
of virtually all municipal services. It 
must be emphasized, however, that 
post Proposition 2% service levels 
cannot match those we have long en- 
joyed.”’ 

“Ladies and gentlemen, we have 
been through some very difficult 
times,’”’ Mann said. ‘The times are 
going to get more difficult. Many peo- 
ple are going to be losing their jobs.

Mann also stressed that the budget 
is based on the city’s claim that the 
property tax base (total property 
value) of Newton is $2.94 billion. 

With aldermen listening intently, 
Mann warned that the city would face 
further cuts and layoffs if forced to 
comply with the state Department of 
Revenue’s ruling that the property 
tax base is only $2.23 billion. 

The city is presently battling the 
state agencies ruling in the state 
Supreme Judicial Court. In addition, 
Mann is pushing for a costly ac- 
celerated revaluation and a bill in the 
state legislature which would allow 
the city to send out estimated tax bills. 
based on the $2.94 billion figure. 

Outlining the city’s battle to prevent 
further cuts, Mann urged aldermen to 
approve his accelerated revaluation 

lan. 

If unsuccessful in the battle against 
the Revenue Department decision, 
the city will face an additional short- 
fall of $11 million. 

Mann has warned that the addi- 
tional $11 million budget cut would 
mean the layoff an additional 500 
municipal employees. Noting the 
potential ‘‘devastating” cut, he 
asserted, ‘‘I do not intend, nor do you, 
to sit in on our own suicide.” 

The budget also includes revenues 
from a number of new charges to city 
residents, including a sewer tax, a 
“user fee” for commercial trash col- 
lection and ‘“‘user fees’ for recrea- 
tional activities in the city.

Almost all cases relating to domestic problems 
are heard in the Probate and Family Court Depart- 
ment of the Massachusetts courts in the county 
where the parties live. 

When married people reach a point where they 
need help fron the courts to resolve their domestic 
problems, they have three choices: 

They may file for divorce 
They may file a petition for separate support. 

- They may obtain a restraining order in the 
District Court in the city or town where they live. 

The District Court restraining order is a tem- 
porary solution to an immediate problem when one 
of the parties is faced with serious bodily harm. 
Although the law gives the district courts a broad 
authority to deal with domestic problems, most at- 
torneys and their clients prefer to use the Probate 
and Family Court which specializes in dealing with 
these situations. 

Upon the payment of a $25 filing fee, any party 
can enter a separate support complaint in the Pro- 
bate Court requesting support, custody of minor 
children or other relief. A separate support com- 
plaint asks the court to make a determination that 
the parties are legally living separate and apart. 

Upon payment of a $50 filing fee, any party may 
enter a complaint for divorce in the Probate and 
Family Court. The law requires that the parties be 
living apart for 30 days before the filing of a divorce 
complaint. This provision may be waived by a 
judge. A divorce complaint asks the court to legally 
terminate the marriage. 

After the Probate Court receives the complaint 
for divorce or separate support, it issues a sum- 
mons which is a legal notice to the other party in- 
forming them that the divorce or separate support 
complaint has been filed. This notice must be 
delivered to the other party, who is given an op- 
portunity to respond. 

In any case involving visitation or custody with 
children, the judge hearing the case will refer it toa 
family service officer who is an employee of the 
court. The family service officer will discuss the 
case with the attorneys and the parties, and usually 
acts as an arbitrator concerning questions of visita- 
tion, custody, and support. 

If the parties cannot cone to an agreement on 
these issues, the matter is then presented to a judge 
who will hold a hearing. After hearing the facts, the 
judge will, in many instances, ask the family ser- 
vice officer for his or her recommendation. 

Some guidelines generally followed in Middlesex 
County include: 

Custody: Unless there is good reason or a 
substantial dispute, the court, upon request, will 
grant the mother and father joint legal custody of a 
child and physical custody to one party, in most in- 
stances, by agreement, the mother. 

Support: As a guideline, the judges will apply 
one-third of the wage-earner’s gross salary for the 
support and maintenance of the other spouse and 
minor children. This rule varies, of course, depen- 
ding upon the number of children, whether or not 
both spouses work, and the amount of income of the 
waqe-earner. 

These guidelines are applied at the initial hearing 
where the parties ask the Court for a temporary 
court order concerning custody, visitation, or sup- 
port. 

The final court order of separation or divorce in- 
cludes many additional factors, such as the ability 
of the parties to earn wages, the assets of the par- 
ties which must be divided, their health and ages, 
etc. 


The importance of the initial or temporary orders 
are that they provide guidelines upon which the 
parties act while the divorce or separation case is 
waiting for a final hearing and they tend to in- 
fluence the judge with respect to his final order. 

It is because of the influence of the temporary 
order on the final decision of the court that it is im- 
portant that the parties pay serious attention to the 
advice of their attorneys and appear in court well 
prepared to document their positions.

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New England priest also ministers to poor and suffering in Haiti 


NORWICH, Conn. (UPI) — The Rev. 
Jim Callahan helps runs a soup kit- 
chen in Connecticut and when he 
wants to help the suffering elsewhere 
he goes to a place called ‘The Depot” 
in Haiti, a way station for the dying. 

People are dumped there to die. 
Callahan and others take them to a 
home run by missionaries assigned by 
Mother Theresa, the elderly nun who 
won the Nobel Prize for her work with 
the poor in India. 

One man Callahan found in “The 
Depot” had a foot chewed off by a rat. 
Another was covered with tropical 
ulcers. He said he didn’t think the 
man and others like him die of disease 
alone. 

“They are lonely souls,” he said. 

Haiti's six million people are large- 
ly poor and illiterate. The island- 
nation near Cuba in the Caribbean 
Sea has a per capita income, based on 


1977 figures, of $200. The infant mor- 
tality rate is extremely high. 

The islanders are ruled by 
President-for-Life Jean-Claude 
“Baby Doc” Duvalier, who assumed 
power in 1971 at age 19 when his 
dictator-father ‘Papa Doc’ died 
Last November, Baby Doc renewed 
the repression that existed under his 
father with the mass arrest of about 
500 Haitian journalists, politicians 
and intellectuals. 

Callahan said he has been in many 
slums in the United States, but said 
two sections of the Haitian capital of 
Port-au-Prince — called ‘‘Brooklyn” 
and ‘Boston’: — more than match 
anything he has ever seen. 

The poverty that exists in Third 
World countries like Haiti is similar to 
that found in some U.S. communities, 
he said, 

But he said poverty in the United 


States is more much subtle and 
dispersed, thus not as obvious. It's 
much more concentrated in Third 
World countries, he said. 

Callahan helps run the St. Vincent 
de Paul soup kitchen in Norwich 
similar in cleanliness to a navy galley 

in strict accordance with Bishop 
Daniel P. Reilly's wish that the poor 
be treated with dignity. 

He went to Haiti with Larry Lewis, 
a former New York street kid and 
founder of the Norwich mission, and 
Sister Patricia McKeon. She runs a 
soup kitchen in Middletown, another 
small Connecticut city which, like 
Norwich, has a state mental hospital. 

Ex-patients are welcomed at both 
kitchens and they are frequent 
visitors because of a state policy of 
releasing patients unless they pose a 
danger to themselves. It is sometimes 
called “psychiatric dumping.” 


Callahan, whose family lives in 
Waltham, Mass., has been a member 
of the Roman Catholic Society of 
African Missions for five years. He 
wears a yellow button that urges the 
U.S. to get out of El Salvador, where 
thousands have been slain in civil 
strife, among them Archbishop 
Romero who was shot to death March 
24, 1980 as he raised his hands in bless- 
ing at a requiem mass. 

Three American nuns and a socia 
worker also have been 
parently by government 
forces. But an investigation by the 
Salvadoran government so far has led 
nowhere and has been called a sham 
by one of the victim's relatives, a New 
York lawyer. 

The priest says the Salvadoran poor 
are exploited by the minority ruling 
class, as they are in Haiti, and that 
political and economic reforms in the 


tiny, underdeveloped Latin American 
country are needed more than war- 
fare or military advisors assigned by 
the Reagan administration. 


At Lenten services in the Norwich 
diocese, Callahan tells parishioners of 
the mass deaths from disease and 
starvation in Haiti, and how people in 


Third World countries die routinely 
from tuberculosis, malaria, and 
leprosy diseases that have been 
stamped out in the United States.

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Socialist rules 
Vermont city 


BURLINGTON, Vt. (UPI) — After 10 years in the 
political wilderness, avowed socialist Bernard 
Sanders settled today into the mayor's office of Ver- 
mont’s largest city. 

Sanders took the oath of office Monday, calling 
for sweeping social and economic reform across the 
nation — and for a tax increase in Burlington. 
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Several hundred people crammed into City Hall 
for the ceremonies, many staying to greet the 39- 
year-old politician whose first action was to throw 
open the mayor's office for a six-hour open house. 

“T think the people of this city want change, and 
that they voted for change and I intend to bring 
about change,” Sanders vowed in his 25-minute in- 
augural message. 

Sanders stunned the city in March when he beat 
five-term incumbent Democrat Gordon Paquette 
by 12 votes. 

During his campaign, Sanders traded in his blue 
jeans and radical rhetoric for a suit and a litany of 
proposed solutions to the city’s problems. 

Monday, he took the oath in a gray suit he said 
was just an hour old, but his traditional concern 
with social justice was still evident. 

“In America today, the rich are getting richer, 
the poor are getting poorer and the millions of 
families in the middle are gradually sliding out of 
the middle class and into poverty,” Sanders warn- 
ed. 

He said the key to improving life in Burlington 
lies in “fundamental changes in the economic 
structure of this country.” 

“In the final analysis, the people of America are 
going to have to say that the wealth, labor and 
natural resources must be used to benefit all the 
people, not just a few super-rich,” he said. 

At the same time, he said he has no “great 
sadistic desire” to destroy the city’s business com- 
munity, and would try to work with businessmen on 
city project. 

For the most part, Sanders’ speech offered few 
specifics. But, he said he expected to call a special 
election in June to consider a modest tax increase 
to balance next year’s city budget. 

Burlington voters rejected a 65-cent tax increase 
in the same March election in which Sanders won 
his victory, 

The new mayor also said he would appoint a 
series of citizen task forces to study specific city 
problems. 

Noting members of the national media in his au- 
dience, Sanders said, ‘‘To some small degree... the 
eyes of the nation are on our community. 

“Tt is my hope we will use the occasion to show... 
that ordinary people working together... giving of 
ourselves, sharing our love and concern, can recap- 
ture that certain quality, that sense of purpose 
which we seem to be lacking today as a nation,” he 
said. 

For Sanders, Monday’s ceremony ended 10 years 
as unsuccessful candidate, usually under the ban- 
ner of the Liberty Union, Vermont's radical third 
party. 
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Seabrook quake 
caution urged 


NASHUA, N.H.' (UPI) — A Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology professor says the Seabrook 
nuclear plant should be built to withstand an earth- 
quake stronger than has ever occurred in the area. 
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Michael Chinnery, group leader of the Lincoln 
Seismological Laboratory at MIT, commented 
Monday at the opening of a week-long hearing by 
the Atomic Safety and Licensing Board. 
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“There is no scientific basis for the assumption 
that the largest historical earthquake is the largest 
that will occur... or that the probability of a larger 
earthquake is so low that it may be ignored,” Chin- 
nery said, 

The New England Coalition on Nuclear Pollution 
wants the board to reconsider its seismic stan- 
dards. The Vermont based coalition has fought the 
Seabrook plant since 1973. 
drach 
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Much of Monday's testimony centered on com- 
plex testimony concerning the possibility of a ma- 
jor earthquake in the area and the design of nuclear 
power plants. ) 

Chinnery said the Seabrook plant should be able 
to withstand an earthquake of about 7 on the NF 
Richter scale. He acknowledged the chances of ma- | a 
jor earthquake in the Seabrook area are slim. 


He told the board there is no record of such a 
strong earthquake in the area. But he said that does 
not mean it could never occur, 

He noted that earthquake records cover only a 
small portion of the earth's history. 

Thomas Dignan, of the Public Service Co. of New 
Hampshire, told the board Seabrook will have more 
earthquake protection built in than any other 
Nuclear plant in New England. 

Previously, Public Service has said Seabrook is 
designed to withstand earthquakes of up to 6.5. The 
cooling tunnels will survive a quake of up to 9.7 on 
the Richter scale, it said. ’ 

Utility spokesmen claim that even if the cooling 
tunnels were destroyed, the plant will have an alter- 
hative cooling system. a

Charlie Wagner:

NEEDHAM — Charlie Wagner is simply 
wild about wicker. So wild, in fact, that she’s 
replaced the furniture in her entire home with 
a Conglomeration of unusual and interesting 
wicker pieces which date as far back as the 
1800s. 

“T just love wicker," she said buoyantly 
while lounging on a wicker sofa, her long 
black hair sharply contrasting against the 
white surroundings. ‘I find it completely 
fascinating.” 

And indeed, she does. 

The woman with the unusual name began 
collecting unusual wicker more than six years 
ago after a friend presented her with a wicker 
chair. 

“That started the whole thing,”’ she explain- 
ed, pointing to her vast collection of wicker 
pieces worth more than $35,000. 

Charlie’s house now boasts wicker fur- 
nishings throughout, from wicker tables, 
chairs and floor lamps in her white-walled liv- 
ing room, right down to the wicker ashtrays 
and champaign bucket in her airy dining 
quarters. 

“It's hard to find something that isn’t 
wicker here,"’ she explained. ‘I do have a 
chest of drawers and a dressing table which 
isn’t but I’m looking for both of them in 
wicker.” 

In her garage and basement is a stockpile of 
wicker articles, ranging from antique baby 
prams to ornately scrolled chairs, to intricate- 
ly weaved chaise lounges, no two alike. 

“TI appreciate the workmanship that went 
into the older pieces,”’ she explained of her 
unusual affection for the wicker collection 
that is tastefully displayed throughout her 
home. “I just think that it is absolutely in- 
teresting.” 

It wasn’t until about two years ago, 
however, that Charlie began canvassing local 
flea markets and antique shops for wicker

pieces to sell to prospective collectors. 

“Sometimes, I would just take off in my car 
and go out in the country,” she said of her 
quest for the unconventional. 

Often, however, those trips involve more 
than just a pleasant ride in the remote New 
Hampshire countryside. Some buying trips, 
Charlie explained, take her as far away as 
Florida where, for as much as $6,000-in cash, 
she can purchase a truckload of finely crafted, 
but sometimes imperfect, wicker pieces. 

“I soon found that I could buy a piece 
cheaper if it wasn’t in good repair,” she ex- 
plained, pointing out a combination bird- 
cage/planter which she had repaired in her 
Needham home. 

Since most of the older, more collectable 
pieces were often in disrepair, Charlie soon 
began buying wicker supplies to refurbish the 
damaged articles. 

The refurbishing process, however, is often 
time consuming and sometimes difficult. 

Charlie begins restoring old wicker pieces 
by scrubbing down the article with water and 
mild soap. The damaged wicker is then cut 
away from the rest of the piece and the repair 
work begins. 

“What looks like the easiest thing to do is 
sometime the most difficult,’’ she explained, 
while weaving a piece of reed through the bent 
wood of an old chair. “I'm lucky though, 
because I can look at things and see how they 
are put together. I have a good eye.” 


Several of Charlie’s older pieces, however, 
are a compilation of ornate scroll work and 
complex weaving that makes repair even 
more difficult. 

“T like to restore the older pieces because 
the wood and materials are sturdier than they 
are today,’’ she said. ‘‘But it's harder to find 
the really old pieces, especially in good condi- 
tion. Usually, when I get an old wicker chair, 
it's in terrible shape but when I finish it, it’s a 
fine piece of furniture.”” 

Charlie has managed to salvage several old 
wicker items, many of which date from the 
1800s. 

“In some of these older pieces, you can find 
different designs like guitars, tennis rackets 
and owls,” she explained, pointing out an or- 
nately scrolled chair with a heart motif back 
that dates from before 1895. ‘“‘Between 1895 
and the early 1900s, wicker was very fancy 
and, since it was made by hand, each piece 
was a little different.” 

Many of those older, fancy pieces have 
become Charlie's favorites, particularly a 
three-tiered, scrolled end-table, dating from 
the Victorian era. 

“You can tell the older pieces because of the 
ornate scroll work, the bent wood and the hard 
wood dowels,” she said, pointing out the detail 
on an antique magazine rack. 

Much of that Victorian era furniture, 
however, has been destroyed over the years 
by people unaware of its value, Charlie ex- 
plained. 

“Wicker was at its peak at the turn of the 
century because it was light, airy and easy to 
move,” said the woman who has traced the 
origin of wicker back to 4,000 BC. ‘‘People at 
the turn of the century were very health con- 
scious — it was this mood, this attitude, that 
was reflected in the furniture. But about 50 
years ago, it became very gauche to own 
wicker so many people threw it out. Now, 
everyone wonders what happened to it.’’ 

Charlie’s husband, Steve, was one of those 
people who considered wicker ugly and un- 
comfortable. Over the past few years, 
however, Steve has had a change of heart. 

“Like most husbands, he would think: 
‘What does she want with all this wicker fur-

niture — it’s ugly and uncomfortable,” 
Charlie now laughs. ‘But after three years, he 
saw that what I had bought had doubled in 
price. That impressed him.” 

Steve now helps Charlie select pieces to 
restore and sell from their Needham home 
and is currently planning his vacation around 
a buying trip to Florida. 

“T sell all kinds of wicker from collector 
pieces to high Victorian to Bar Harbor,” she 
said, showing off an ornate wicker music 
stand in her livingroom. 

Prospective buyers, however, may be over- 
whelmed at the price of the furnishings, which | 
can run from between $50 to $500 for one 
wicker chair alone. 

Despite the price, Charlie is quick to point 
out that as a collectable, wicker increases in 
price over the years. 

“When people buy wicker, they should con- . 
sider the condition, structure and style func- 
tions,” she explained. ‘That is what deter- 
mines the price of a piece. I think we're in a 
time when people are more conscious about 
quality. When they consider these functions 
they turn to the old, not the new wicker.” 

Aside from selling wicker collectables, 
Charlie also restores wicker pieces. 

“T tell people the value of the piece even 
before I repair it,’’ she said. ‘I do that 
because I want to educate them and to make 
them realize what a valuable item they have 
in their posession.”” 

Repair costs depend on the amount of 
damage but there is a standard $25 fee for col- 
lectors who wish to have their old wicker 
chairs painted, Charlie explained. 

Individuals who wish to have a wicker item 
repaired or those who want to purchase an 
unusual wicker piece can contact Charlie at

Fresh, green spring peas ...the possibilities are endless 


Just as welcome as flowering garden bulbs, 
the first tender green vegetables of the year 
bring a renewed vibrancy and excitement to 
the spring kitchen. 

Asparagus and peas are the early arrivals 
which mark the transition from the 
“sparseness of winter to the bounteousness of 
summer. Of the two, asparagus is the more 
glamorous, but fresh green peas deserve to be 
greeted with equal enthusiasm. With their 
bright grass-green color and_ incredible 
sweetness, peas look and taste like spring, and 
they even sound like spring when the crips 
pods are snapped open. 

Perhaps the reason many people are indif- 
ferent to peas as a vegetable is that they’ve 
never tasted them at their very best — that is, 
raw. Typically, peas are sadly abused by 


overcooking and then served as the inevitable, 
boring accompaniment to chicken a la king. 

When eaten right from the pod, fresh peas 
are as sweet as candy and as compulsive as 
peanuts. Set out a bowl of peas in their pods 
for a pre-dinner snack and watch how quickly 
they disappear. For dieters, the switch from 
peanuts to peas at cocktail hour will save over 
1000 calories per cup. Even children who 
cleverly try to hide cooked peas under scraps 
on their plate will become non-stop nibblers of 
Taw peas. 

If you manage to salvage several cups of 
shelled peas before they're eaten raw, don’t 
subject them to a boiling water bath. Once 
again, French chefs show us how, with their 
instinctive knack for bringing out the best in 
vegetables. 


Just as with corn, peas are at their best 
when rushed from garden to table, for their 
natural sugar begins to turn to starch as soon 
as they’re plucked from the vine, Don't bother 
with tired, old peas for their mealy taste will 
always be a disappointment. When buying 
peas, taste is the most reliable assurance of 
freshness, but there are a few other clues to 
look for. The pods should be bright green in 
color, small and slightly bulging, firm but not 
hard to the touch. An old-fashioned test of 
freshness is to rub the pods together. If they 
let out a reassuring little squeak as the shells 
brush against each other, they’re as close to 
garden-fresh as you'll find in any market. 


SPRING PEA SALAD (Serves 4-6) 
3 cups shelled peas 


1 cup celery, very thinly sliced 

3 tablespoons scallions, finely chopped 

2 tablespoons parsley, chopped 

3 tablespoons pimiento, diced in small 
pieces 

3 tablespoons oil 

3 tablespoons tarragon vinegar 

one-half cup sour cream (for fewer calories 
and tarter taste, substitute yogurt) 

herb salt and pepper to taste 

Boston lettuce 

cherry tomatoes 

Lightly steam peas until barely tender. 
Chill. Toss peas with celery, scallions, parsley 
and pimiento. Combine oil, vinegar and sour 
cream. Toss vegetables with dressing. Season 
to taste with herb salt and pepper. Refrigerate 


until well chilled. Arrange a bed of Boston let- 
tuce leaves on a serving platter. Mound peas 
in the center and surround with cherry 
tomatoes.

6) 

1 head Boston lettuce 

4 tablespoons butter 

3 cups shelled peas 

3 scallions, finely chopped 

3 tablespoons water

Melt butter in a saucepan. Add lettuce, peas, 
scallions and water. Cover and simmer 6-8 
minutes until peas are barely tender. Season 
to taste with sea salt and pepper.

CHESTNUT HILL — When friends 
of Boston College theater gather for 
the cornerstone-laying of the universi- 
ty's new $4 million dramatic arts 
complex on April 12, they will witness 
the sealing of a 50-year-time-capsule 
and a live performance by a 20-year- 
old student singer who will soon make 
her recording debut. 

Melissa Hughes, a Boston College 
sophoniore, will appear in the student 


Dramatics Society's production of 
“Fiddler on the Roof,"’ which will be 
staged in Campion Hall following the 
2 p.m. cornerstone ceremony at the 
theater construction site on lower 
campus. 

In “Fiddler” she will sing in the role 
of Tzeitel, a radical departure from 
her winning country-and-western 
sound. Melissa, daughter of Boston 
College English Professor Richard 


Hughes, recently came in first in a 
singing contest sponsored by Mr. 
MeNasty's, a bar in the Fenway, in 
competition with nine other finalists. 
Her prize will be to cut an album with 
the popular C&W group John Lincoln 
Wright and the Sourmash Boys, 
scheduled for summer release. 

The time capsule will contain 
memorabilia including programs of 
major Boston College theatrical pro- 


ductions since 1865, photographs and 
audio tapes. 

Plans call for the capsule to be 
opened in 2031, on the 50th anniver- 
sary of the new theater’s autumn 
curtain-raiser. That year, materials 
from the intervening half-century are 
also to be encapsuled, and all contents 
are intended to be revealed at the 
building's centennial celebration in 
2081, 


Construction of the theater was 
begun last spring and is scheduled for 
completion in time for the opening 
next fall. The multi-level brick edifice 
will become the first college theater 
built in the area since the construction 
of Spingold Theater at Brandeis 
University in 1965. 

General contractor for the project 
is the Perini Corp. of Framingham. 

Designed by the architectural firm 


of Sasaki Associates of Watertown, 
the complex will house a main theater 
with 640 seats and a proscenium stage 
of 1200 square feet, a smaller, ex- 
perimental theater, scenery shops, 
costume making and storage space, 
locker and dressing rooms, dance 
studios, multi purpose function 
rooms, teaching facilities and ad- 
ministrative offices.

A Boston 
University graduate, tiailey became 
a quadriplegic when he was 19, as a 
result of a diving accident and was the 
first severely disabled person confin- 
ed to a wheelchair to enroll in and 
graduate from the Boston University 
School of Law.

Dukakis appointed 
Hailey to the Massachusetts Architec- 
tural Barriers Board, an appointment 
he still holds, and in 1979 he served as 
the board’s chairman. 


In 1972, following his accident, 
Hailey co-founded the Paraplegia 
Cure Research Founda- 
tion—Paracure Inc. This non-profit 
foundation is devoted to supporting 
biomedical research oriented toward 
finding a cure for spinal cord injuries. 
Hailey currently lives in West Rox- 
bury.

Lacrosse roundup 


Tigers routed 
inopener... 


Early season misques plagued the 
Newton North lacrosse team in its 
season opener as the Tigers fell to 
Concord-Carlisle, 8-2, Tuesday in 
Newton. 

Concord-Carlisle’s Bob Lynne 
scored four goals and handed out two 
assists to pace the Patriots’ offensive 
attack. Newton North’s tallies were 
posted by Paul Athy and Ken Healey. 

The Tigers were haunted by 
penalties in the second quarter and 
had to play the session a man-down 
for five minutes. Newton was hit with 
five penalties in the span but Concord 
came away with one man-advantage 
goal. 

Newton North jumped out to a quick 
one goal lead in the first quarter when 
Healey let a shot from the restraining 
line fly and scored at the 7:15 mark. 
Rick Murphy picked up the assist on 
the Tiger tally. 

Concord tied the game at one-all 
when Lynne scored his first of four 
goals at the 11 minute mark. The 
Tigers took the lead back with just 
2:10 elapsed from the second period 
clock. Athy took a feed from Murphy 
10 yards out from the left side of the 
net and scored to give the Tigers a 2-1 
lead. 


After a strong first quarter, Newton 
North started to struggle in the se- 
cond quarter and Concord took full 
advantage of the Tigers’ troubles.

The situation she finds herself in is 
truly an envious one. As most coaches 
throughout the area — while still re- 
maining optimistic — realistically 
admit that they are shooting for .500 
seasons, Carolyn Harrington can say, 
without appearing foolish, that her 
Newton North girls’ softball team is 
one of the favorites to win the Subur- 
ban League in 1981.

Paper art exhibit has

Work on Paper, 1981, a solo exhibit 
by Jennifer Befringer, is a pro- 
vocative show at the Newton Free 
Library, 414 Centre Street, Newton 
Corner, which tantalizes the viewer 
with its exuberance, energy and con- 
trolled experimentation, 


Working in both black and white 
and color, drawing on paper more 
often than painting, Berringer works 
elegantly with the square, the rec- 
tangle and the circle, pushing the 


shapes around, breaking them up, 
creating works with dense, rich explo- 
sions of color and bold expressive 
strokes. She then may scratch 
through the many layers with a fine 
tool. The irregular line disturbs in an 
intriguing way; at first view the 
balance seems askew. A second, more 
thorough look indicates that the 
balance is there; the piece works. 
Berringer’s series of black and 
white pieces forms a strong structural 
whole. The movement of the curved 
strokes is controlled, strong, directing 
the viewer's response to the space.

Small centers of color, red, yellow, 
blue, in the lower right or top left 
draw one’s attention. They anchor the 
work in such a way that the viewer 
sees much of the piece peripherally 
rather than head on. 


Berringer’s interest in exploring 
the depths of space she can create has 
also led her to manipulate the edges, 
moving them in and out. This, too, 
changes the space, creating different 
visual points of reference. This sense

Disneyland 
sued for 
inadequate

SANTA ANA, Calif. 
(UPI) — The family of a 
man fatally stabbed at 
Disneyland has filed a 
$60 million wrongful 
death suit charging the 
park did not provide 
adequate security or 
medical care. 

The family of Mel 
Yorba filed suit Monday

Yorba, 18, was stabb- 
ed March 7 while atten- 
ding a private party at 
the amusement park. 
James O'Driscoll faces 
murder charges in the 
case and is being held in 
lieu of $250,000 bail. 

Following the stabb- 
ing, the teen-age victim 
was treated at 
Disneyland by a 
registered nurse 
employed by the park. 
The youth was then 
transported in a van to 
Palm Harbor Hospital, 
which is also named in 
the suit.

In September 1977, West Suburban 
Elder Services, Inc. (WSES), a 
private non-profit elderly social ser- 
vice agency serving Belmont, 
Brookline, Needham, Newton, 
Waltham, Watertown, Wellesley and 
Weston, began providing meals at the 
Newtonville Senior Drop-in Center for 
Newton residents 60 and over in 
cooperation with the Newton Council 
on Aging. 

In April of 1978, WSES began opera- 
tion of two other nutrition sites and 
since that time the number of nutri- 
tion sites in Newton has grown to five 
with one of the sites providing kosher 
meals. These nutrition sites, funded 
by Title III-C of the Comprehensive 
Older Americans Act Amendments of 
1978, are among 17 such sites serving 
a total of 630 meals daily. 

The Newton nutrition sites, located 
at Newtonville senior drop-in center 
(527-6770), Newton Highlands senior 
drop-in center (527-6749), Nonantum 
multi-service center (965-6390), 
Newton Community Services Center 
(969-5906) and the kosher site at Tem- 
ple Beth-El Atereth Israel (244-7233), 
provide some 130 hot nutritious meals 
daily. These meals, prepared by the 
Seiler Corporation of Waltham with 
the kosher meals being prepared by 
Golda Meir House in West Newton, 
are tailored to an elders diet and pro-

In addition to a hot nutritious meal, 
supportive services are offered at all 
nutrition sites and include such ac- 
tivities as dental health education and 
screening, special holiday celebra- 
tions, movies, and discussion groups. 
Meals are served at noon in a group 
sitting to encourage social interaction 
and reduce isolation. 

There are no income guidelines for 
persons wishing to attend one of these 
nutrition sites and although there is 
no charge for meals, a 75 cent dona- 
tion per meal ($1 donation for kosher 
nutrition site participants) is re- 
quested. This donation helps WSES to 
defray the cost of the meal, is intend- 
ed to be unidentified, and persons 
should feel free to adjust this amount 
upward or downward to an amount 
within their means.

Stouffers 
reopens 
after fire

HARRISON, N.Y. 
(UPI) — Stouffer's Inn 
of Westchester, where 
26 business executives 
perished in a flash fire 
in December, quietly 
reopened Monday with 
the installation of new 
fire safety devices — in- 
cluding sprinklers.

The recently received annual 
awards summary report indicates 
that the awards and entitlements 
were for burial expenses, compensa- 
tion for service-connected 
disabilities, pensions for non-service 
connected disabilities and for 
dependency and indemnity compen- 
sation commonly referred to as 
“widows pensions." 


Of the total amount credited to 
Newton in the summary report, a 
$8,671 was in retroactive awards. 

Merrill noted that many of these 
awards represent a savings to the tax- 
payers of Newton. 


Margaret M. Kenneally, Veterans’ 
Services contact officer within the 
Newton office, handles much of the 
service work which results in 
favorable awards, Merrill said with 
M. Madeline Coyle, principal clerk, 
also assisting with the service work.

Books will 
deal with 
prejudice 


NEWTON — ‘Dealing with the im- 
portant problem of prejudice cannot 
be forgotten as schools deal with the 
repercussions of Proposition 2 1," 
said Stephen Kay, chairman of the 
New England Board of the Anti- 
Defamation League (ADC) as he 
presented 50 copies of the ‘‘Prejudice 
Book"’ to Newton School Superinten- 
dent Aaron Fink recently. 

The Anti-Defamation League raised 
$625 privately to pay for the books as 
part of a program intended to g,ive 
teaches a better opportunity to Jeal 
with the issues of stereotyping and 
prejudice in the classroom. 

The program, supported by the 
Newton Council of Churches, the 
Newton Human Rights Commission 
and the newton School Department, 
ran into a hitch because of the recent 
freeze on the purchase of new 
materials by the School Department 
in light of Proposition 2 %2. 

Kay noted in his presentation that 
both the Newton Human Rights Com- 
mission and the Boston ADL office 
were aware of a growing number of 
parents and students expressing con- 


+» cern about the problem of inter-group 


tensions in the Newton schools. 

Throughout the nation, Kay said, 
inter-group tensions are increasing. 
According to an ADL survey of anti- 
semitic vandalism, harassment and 
assault, Massachusetts ranked third 
in the nation in the number of such 
reported incidents. 

Viewed together with problems 
many minority and ethnic groups are 
facing, Kay stated, it is vital that the 
ADL and entire community make it 
clear such incidents will not be 
tolerated.

To be young 


By Marvin Snider 


The other night at the party of a friend, I was reminded of a quote by 
Picasso that intrigued me. ‘It takes a long time to become young.” 

It struck me as profound and contradictory at the same time. I’m not 
sure what Picasso had in mind but I know what it stimulated in my think- 
ing. What does it mean to be young? It really has little to do with age. For 
me, to be young means different things. 

To be young means to be living in the present guided by where you want 
to be in the future that derives from the foundation of wisdom gained 
from the past. The energy goes into experiencing and doing—not just 
talking. It's well to reminisce but older people stay with their recollec- 
tions. The young person will use such remembrances to give direction to 
the present and the future. 

To be young also means a commitment to continuing growth. No matter 
how wise and experienced we may be, there are always new ideas to be 
explored, challenges to be met, and constant exploration of and growth in 
our own personalities and potential. 

To be young is to recognize that no matter how impressive our own pro- 
wess and credentials, there are other individuals who have achieved 
wisdom and perspective begging emulation. Such people are not 
necessarily older and wiser. We are just as likely to gain insight from 
those younger and less experienced because wisdom is not necessarily 
the preserve of age and experience. The perspective of a child or even an 
illiterate can be enlightening. To be young is to experience and savor the 
joy of the moment unencumbered by what has past or by what is yet to 
come. It involves making the most out of what is, while moving to what 
can be. 

These are but a sampling of the dimensions that being young occurred 
to me. I believe Picasso meant that it takes many years of experience to 
fully appreciate what it takes to be young. The pity is that so many people 
never achieve this state!

Robert V. Braceland 


NEWTON Loved 
and respected for his 
work as a youth officer 
on the Newton Police 
force, Robert V. 
Braceland, 47, died last 
Tuesday afternoon at 
Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital after a long 
battle with cancer 

A 22-year veteran, 
Braceland was 
distinguished by the 
numerous awards he 
had won, including 
policeman of the year 
several times and the 
Cit ‘rank Flaschner 
Award from the Youth 
Commission, 

Serving many 
assignments since 1959, 
Braceland started as a 
patrol officer and later 
became a detective. 

Within the framework 
of his work as a juvenile 
officer, he also handled 
safety education, crime 
prevention, human rela- 
tions, drug and alcohol 
abuse, personal protec- 
tion and rape preven- 
tion. 


Braceland served on 
the Ad Hoc Committee 
on school bus safety and 
introduced the present 
evacuation program 
practiced throughout 
the state. In addition to 
being a popular speaker 
in the eastern 
Massachusetts area, he 
was well-known for his 
dedicated work in 
counseling children and 
their parents. 





“A large number of 
problem youth in this 
area grew up to be solid 
citizens in our com- 
munity,"’ Chief William 


Quinn said of 
Braceland. “Bob took 
special courses in 
counseling at Harvard 
College to assist in this 
important aspect of 
youth development.” 

“But his work went 
beyond troubled youth 
to include other young 
people,’ Quinn stress- 
ed. ‘Bob's work with 
the Boy Scouts earlier in 
life led to his formation 
of the Newton Police 
Explorers Post 300 at 
police headquarters.” 

As a result of these in- 
terests, Braceland 
received the William H. 
Spurgeon III Award 
given by the National 
Exploring Committee 
and the Silver Beaver 
Award, the highest 
honor bestowed by the 
NEC for service beyond 
the call of duty. 

He was also recogniz- 
ed by the Mayor's 
Crime Prevention Com- 
mission as an oustan- 
ding officer and by the 
Insurance Agents of 
Newton for his service. 
Other awards include 
the Newton Lodge of 
Elks Distinguished Ser- 
vice Award and the 
Mayor's Certificate of 
Appreciation. 

He was a member of 
numerous organiza- 
tions, including the 
Newton Branch of the 
Massachusetts Police 
Association, the Newton 
Police Benefit Associa- 
tion and the Newton 
Police Memorial 
Association. 

Born and raised in 
Newton, Braceland at- 
tended Newton schools 


and took additional 
courses at Harvard, 
Northeastern Universi- 
ty, the Federal Bureau 
of Narcotics in Drug 
Abuse and at the State 
Police Academy on 
criminal investigation. 

Following his gradua- 
tion from Newton High, 
Braceland entered the 
U.S, Army and served in 
Germany. After his 
discharge, he worked as 
a machinist at National 
Research Company 
prior to entering the 
police force. 

He is survived by his 
wife, Anita (Negrotti) 
Braceland, and three 
children, Robert V. Jr., 
a member of the U.S, 
Army Special Forces, 
Lisa, and Eric. He is 
also survived by his 
father, George, and his 
mother, Elizabeth.

Richards is one of six recipients of 
Massachusetts Artists Fellowships in 
photography charged with recording 
for posterity the changing Fort Point 
Channel and Leather District 
neighborhoods. The former, the city’s 
wharf section, testifies to Boston's 
heritage as a center of shipping. The 
latter, which includes the area around 
South Station, continues to serve a 
vigorous but declining leather trade. 

“To be honest,” Richards said 
recently, “my initial reaction was 
that there were other areas of Boston 
— Roxbury, for example—even more 
imperiled. Boston is chewing itself up 
rapidly. You only have to walk 
through the North End to see that. I 
remember the way the North End was 
when I was a kid; we would stroll 
through the area, buying from the 
pushcart vendors. A lot of that has 
been turned into condos.” 

Richards noted, however, that he 
has come to appreciate the special 
qualities of the Fort Point Channel 
and Leather District areas and said 
he was especially excited to 
photograph South Station. 

“It was below zero,” he recalled. 
“The place was alive with steam. Ice 
clung to the trains like strange more / 
growths. The cold air swirled around 
them. I could feel the area changing 
around me as I worked.” 


“The idea for the project grew out 
of our commitment to find mean- 


ingful, career-advancing work for the 
Foundation's fellowship recipients,” 
noted Terri Cader, project 
ministrator. The six photographers, 
hired with the aid of a $14,500 mat- 
ching grant from the National Endow- 
ment for the Arts, are all prize win- 
ners. Richards, recipient of the Mass. 
Artists Fellowship in 1978, was 
selected for his outstandiny work in 
photo journalism. 

“IT got my start in journalism in

West Memphis, Arkansas,” he said 
recently. ‘I served with Volunteers In 
Service To America (VISTA) in that 
area, and the small, bi-weekly 
newspaper I started there was an 
outgrowth of that work.” 

Now an associate member of the 
Magnum Photo Agency, Richards 
does most of his work for magazines. 
He has found time though to publish 
one book, ‘Dorchester Days,” a 
photo-documentary of that Boston 
neighborhood, and he is now hard at 
work on another, His new book, ‘New 
Life,” chronicles one year in the life 
of a Boston woman, beginning with 
the discovery that she has cancer. 

Richards, who has had work 
published in Camera 35, Camera Arts 
and other prestigious periodicals, is 
something of a conservative where 
equipment is concerned. In an age of 
overkill, when photographers feel un- 
dressed without a half dozen cameras 
dangling from their necks, Richards 
often sallies forth with a single 35mm 
camera in hand. “One camera is 
usually all youneed,”’ he said. 

Richards believes the importance 
of the Mass. Artists Fellowships can- 
not be overemphasized because they 
help buy the time photographers need 
to do what they do best. 

“My first fellowship came when I 
was between books,” he said. “‘It was 
a godsend. It gave me the financial 
support I needed to keep working. 
There are some misconceptions about 
photo journalism. One of them is the 
belief that photo journalists make a 
lot of money.”

As for the Fort Point Chan- 
nel/Leather District Project, the 
public will have ample opportunity to 
see Richards’ work — and the work of 
the rest of the project staff. A one- 
month showing at Boston's Institute 
for Contemporary Art is already set 
for this fall, and plans are being made 
to show the work in other locations as 


well.

BOSTON — Children and adults — 
handicapped and non-handicapped — 
will share together in a statwide 
celebration of the arts during the fifth 
annual Massachusetts Very Special 
Arts Festival, On April 13, John Han- 
cock Hall in Boston is one of the two 
locations for festival activities 
statewide.

Cyrus and Darius Cobb, twin 
brothers, were born in Malden on 
Aug. 6, 1834, sons of Dr. Sylvanus 
Cobb, a Universalist preacher and 
story writer. 

Early in life they showed great 
talent in art. They both painted por- 
traits, historical paintings and land- 
scapes, although Cyrus later became 
a sculptor while Darius remained a 
painter with many notable works to 
his credit. They were both singers, 
musicians and writers. 

The Cobb brothers were always 
together in school, in the Civil War, 
and in their work until the death of 
Cyrus in 1903. On New Year’s Day, 
1866, in a double wedding they mar- 
ried sisters. Emma Lillie became the 
bride of Cyrus Cobb and her sister 
Laura Lillie became Mrs. Darius 
Cobb. 

The Cobb families moved from 
Cambridge to Newton Upper Falls in 
1878. At that time there were three 
children in the Cyrus Cobb family and 
fou children in the Darius Cobb fami- 
y. 
In 1878 Newton Upper Falls was a 
rural community and the move from 
Cambridge was made for the benefit 
of the children so that they could grow 
up in a health and safe atmosphere. 
Their property was located on what is 
now Route 9 on a hill. Therefore the 
ae became known as Cobb's

Budget Review 
45 go in Public Works 


NEWTON — Approximately 45 positions may be eliminated from the 
Department of Public Works (DPW) as a result of budget cuts made in 
the wake of Proposition 212. 

The proposed DPW budget also calls for a decrease in sidewalk repair 
and the elimination of trash collection on Saturday during holiday 
weekends. 

Ina budget hearing at City Hall last week, Public Works Commissioner 
Charles Thomas presented the department's proposed $10.6 million 
budget, a 675,000 cut from last year, to the Board of Aldermen's Public 
Facilities Committee. 

Thomas has warned that residents will notice a decrease in DPW ser- 
vices, such as street repair, as a result of the budget cut. 

The committee, which only reviewed a small portion of the budget, did 
not recommend any further cuts. 

The possible elimination of 45 positions in the department will not result 
in the same number of layoffs because 10 positions remain unfilled due to 
a hiring freeze implemented after the passage of Proposition 2'2. 

In addition, Thomas pointed out that 10 men are slated to leave the 
department and receive compensation. 

The DPW budget also includes revenue from a ‘‘user fee"’ for commer- 
cial trash collection which must still receive the approval of the Board of 
Aldermen. The proposal does not affect residential collection. 

The DPW proposal would institute a system of charges for the collec- 
tion of trash from apartment buildings and other institutions utilizing 
dumpsters. 

Committee members at the meeting were: Chairman Richard 
McGrath, Elaine Gentile, Board President Matthew Jefferson, Joseph 
DePasquale, Paul Coletti, Dominic Taglienti, and Robert Katz. Alder- 
man Ernie Dietz was absent. 


Fundraising for parade 


NEWTON — Despite the lack of funding in next year’s budget for the 
Memorial Day Parade, the holiday event will still go on, according to 
Director of Veterans Services Carlton Merrill. 

In a budget hearing for Veteran’s Services last week, Merrill told 
aldermen that a group of local veterans plans to set up a charitable foun- 
dation to raise the money for the Memorial Day Parade. 

“We are going to have a Memorial Day Parade with or without fun- 
ding,’’ the determined Merrill said. 

In last year’s budget, the city appropriated $4,000 to run the parade. 
However, as a result of the budget cutting forced by the passage of Pro- 
position 242, the funding was eliminated. 

In the meeting at City Hall, the Human Services Committee did not 
recommend any cutbacks from the proposed Veterans budget, which is 
an 18 percent reduction from last year’s appropriation of $115,535. 

Veteran's Services, which provides a variety of services to vets re- 
quired by state laws, is expected to have a $5,100 budget surplus this year. 


The proposed budget for fiscal 1982 ($95,036) calls for a 35 percent 
reduction in veteran's benefits. 


Library funding untouched 


NEWTON — A proposed budget for the city library system which will 
lead to the elimination of 18 positions was given initial approval last 
week. 

The aldermanic Human Services Committee endorsed the library 
budget without making any further cuts. The committee recommended 
the approval of the $1. ‘1 million budget that reflects a four percent in- 
crease over last year. 

As a result of the Library Board of Trustees’ decision in March not to 
close any of the city’s 12 branch libraries, City Librarian Virginia Tash- 
jian said there will be drastic changes in the branch library hours. 

Tashjian said the loss of staff will hit several branches. 

She also said the main library staff reductions will affect branches 
because these staff members previously covered for branch librarians 
who were out sick or on vacation. 

An increased volunteer program and reduction in scheduling for each 
branch will be implemented under the proposed budget, she said. 

She explained that under a new ‘“cluster’’ system of library services,

Community Schools cut| 


NEWTON — The Newton Community Schools program, which provides a 
wide range of activities for residents, faces a 12 percent budget cut and 
the loss of two federally funded positions next year. 

In the first of many long budget hearings, Joseph Baron, director of the 
organization, presented the agency's recommended budget to the Human 
Services Committee last week. 

The committee left the proposed budget untouched and unanimously 
endorsed the appropriation of $27,046. 

The local organization provides an array of educational, cultural, 
social services and activities to residents. Among the programs the 
organization offers are pre-school and after school activities. 

The group also receives funding from the school department which br- 
ings its total recommended appropriation to $54,000. 

Ald. Lisle Baker warned Baron that the group may have to increase

Budget format disliked 


NEWTON — A number of aldermen are up in arms over the new format 
of the city budget. 

The recommended fiscal year 1982 city budget was presented to 
aldermen by Mayor Theodore Mann last week. 

Although the new budget format may be a long term improvement, it 
has left many aldermen confused and angry. 

The new format includes a detailed breakdown of many services and 
appropriations which were found under a single line item last year. As a 
result, aldermen are finding it difficult to compare the new budget 
figures to last year's totals, 

Tn one case, a line item that was listed as a 32 percent decrease was ac- 
tually part of a budget increase. 

In a budget hearing last week, several aldermen charged that the new 
format made it more difficult to make informed decisions on the budget. 

“It took several years to formalize the last format,” asserted Ald. 
Elaine Gentile. ‘*Now, all of a sudden, we get this mess.”’ 

Gentile pointed out that the comptroller’s office, usually active in the 
budget preparation, was not involved in putting the fiscal 1982 budget 
package together. 

“We are wasting time and energy,” she added. ‘‘I am really upset. This 
is ridiculous.”

Union head recites litany 
of Newton police waste

NEWTON — Police Union Presi- 
dent Allan Ciccone Monday rapped 
the department for ‘‘abuses”’ which 
he claims are wasting taxpayers 
money. 

In a searing letter which he hand- 
delivered to aldermen Monday night, 
Ciccone ripped into police practices 
and called on aldermen to cut the 
“fat’’ from the department’s budget. 

Ciccone argued that the depart- 
ment’s proposed budget for next year 
is bloated and “overextended.” 

Mayor Theodore Mann has re- 
quested the Police Department 
receive an increase of $516,571 from 


last year, which includes a pay raise 
of 15 percent for officers. 

In the letter, Ciccone provided a 
detailed listing of what he termed 
“abuses” in the department that can 
be eliminated to save the city more 
than $200,000. 

In addition, Ciccone said aldermen 
should seriously consider restructur- 
ing the department. 

“It is time for the City of Newton to 
set aside the excess luxuries that have 
wasted the taxpayers hard earned 
money,” Ciccone demanded. 

Some city officials maintained that 
the letter is the result of the union’s 
bitter battle for a contract settlement. 


Officers have been working without 
acontract since last July and are still 
negotiating with the. city. Negotia- 
tions in the fierce war for a pay raise 
and other benefits have left hard feel- 
ings between the mayor and police 
representatives. 

The Massachusetts Joint Labor 
Management Committee has ap- 
pointed a four member mediation 
council to help resolve the stalled con- 
tract negotiations. 

Ciccone suggested aldermen cut the 
department's budget in the following 
areas: 

¢ Internal affairs - a newly created 
position for a full time police lieute- 
nant with a salary of $22,905 to in- 


vestigate alleged wrongdoing of of- 
icers, 

Ciccone said the union was not op- 
posed to the position, but found it ‘‘ab- 
solute hypocrisy” that a man could 
spend his entire work week in- 
vestigating wrongdoing in a depart- 
ment numbering just over 200 men. 

eAnimal Control - a department 
that costs the city $53,538 for three full 
time officers. 

“Can anyone in their right mind 
believe that three full time, profes- 
sionally trained police officers are 
paid full time salaries to pick up 
dogs!"’ wrote Ciccone.

Marriott plan to expand dies 


NEWTON — A plan for a $15 million 
expansion of the Marriott Hotel, in- 
cluding construction of a new five- 
story 227-room wing, is dead. 

In a special meeting at City Hall 
Monday night, the Board of Aldermen 
soundly rejected the proposed expan- 
sion for the luxurious Auburndale 
hotel by a 19 to 1 vote. 

The expansion of the hotel, which is 
on the banks of the Charles River, had 
drawn sharp criticism from a local 
neighborhood organization which 
mounted a full-scale battle against 
the development. 

The Newton Norumbega Park 
Association attacked the hotel 
development in a detailed report that 
contended the area was already 
“overdeveloped.” 

Aldermen clearly agreed and voted 
to uphold the Land Use Committee's 
unanimous disapproval of the project. 

The special meeting on the hotel ex- 
pansion was called after the con- 
troversial vote was put on hold at the 


April 6 board meeting because the 
Land Use Committee did not submit a 
written report. 

The proposed expansion of the hotel 
also included the construction of a 937- 
car underground parking garage. The 
expansion would have increased the 
hotel's room total to 660 and parking 
capacity to 1,164. 

If the expansion was approved, the 
hotel would have become the third 
largest convention center in the 
greater Boston area. 

Opponents emphasized the expan- 
sion was a flagrant attempt to 
overuse the site. Furthermore, op- 
ponents charged that the plan 
violated a number of city zoning laws. 

Hotel officials argued the expansion 
would have provided jobs, tax relief 
and much needed hotel accomoda- 
tions. 

Peter Kastner, a spokesman for the 
local group that opposed the expan- 
sion, exclaimed after the vote, ‘For 
people who put in literally hundreds of 


hours of work this is very gratifying.” 

Noting the 19 to 1 vote, Kastner jok- 
ed, ‘‘We would have liked a 
unanimous vote, but we are happy 
with one short.” 

Alderman Robert Tennant, an ad- 
mitted pro-business advocate, was 
the lone hold out that supported the 
hotel's plans for expansion. 

In a brief speech before the board, 
Tennant charged that the Marriott 
plan for expansion was “‘railroaded.”’ 

In addition, he contended that 
aldermen may have not given the ex- 
pansion a ‘“‘chance”’ because it is an 
election year and there was over- 
whelming community opposition to 
the plan. 

“T have accused this board more 
than once of being anti-business,”’ 
Tennant explained. ‘Business, in my 
opinion, is the only way we get tax 
revenue.” 

A motion by the Tennant to move 
the plan back to committee again was 

rejected by the board. 


In addition, a move by Tennant 
which would have allowed hotel of- 
ficials to bring the exact expansion 
plan back before the board at any 
time was also discarded. 

However, Marriott Attorney Jason 
Rosenberg emphasized that hotel of- 
ficials can bring a substantially revis- 
ed expansion before the board at any 
time. 

He said, ‘‘Whether they (hotel of- 
ficials) will decide to come back 
before the board with a substantially 
different proposal or in another 
political climate will be a decision for 
them.” 


Rosenberg also indicated that the 
hotel did not get a ‘fair shake"’ from 
the board. 


“T still don't believe the merits of 
the plan were really addressed,” said 
Rosenberg, noting the “knee jerk 
reaction” against the development 
and the intense “emotional reaction” 
from the community. 


Marathon flap ends with permit issuance

NEWTON — Marathon madness is 
over. 

The controversy, which erupted 
after city officials threatened to stop 
the 85th running of the Boston 
Marathon, ended Tuesday when 
Marathon Director Will Cloney 
received his permit from the city. 

In an informal press conference, 
Mayor Theodore Mann confirmed 
that the state has agreed to provide 
the city with 85 national guardsmen 
and 50 Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion police to assist in controlling the 
crowds along the Newton part of the 


letter to Cloney several weeks ago 
demanding at least 100 more state 
troopers or national guardsmen to 
augment the 50 MDC police 
customarily assigned in Newton. 

Cloney had nothing but praise for 
Governor Edward J, King and other 
State officials who stepped in to pro- 
vide extra manpower for the city. 

“Governor King has really come 
through and I am very grateful to 
him," said the marathon official who 
has coordinated the race for more 
than 25 years. 

Praise for Newton officials was 
noticably absent, 





In a brief interview after the press 
conference, Cloney said he was 
“disappointed” that city officials did 
not request the permit at a “pre-race 
critique’ which Newton police of- 
ficials attended about a month ago. 


Cloney said the first time he heard 
about the permit was in a phone con- 
versation with Chief Quinn after he

School budgetcut draws 
wrathof absent committeemen

NEWTON Calling it a “sneaky 
display of the improper use of 
power’, the School Committee 
criticized Human Services for cutting 
$21,486 from its budget after voting 5-0 
in support of the nearly $37.8 million 
budget. 

After “fairly lengthy interroga- 
tions"’, the Human Services Commit- 
tee voted unanimously Thursday to 
pass our budget on to the Finance 
Committee, School Committee Chair- 
man Ann Berwick said. 

The vote was made in the ‘presence 
of a full house,’’ she added, referring 
to the almost total representation of 
the School Committee as well as the 
superintendent and other members of 
the administration. 

Saturday's vote was taken with a 
“zero house”’, an angry Berwick said. 

Robert Ricles called the Saturday 
vote a “shoddy, sneaky display of the 
improper use of power they were 
given with the passage of Proposition 
2 as" 


Proposition 2 % took away the 
school’s fiscal autonomy and placed 
the power with the Board of Aldermen 
for the first time. 

“They made an educational policy 
decision (on Saturday) without ever 
extending the courtesy of telling us,” 
Ricles said. ‘‘They did tell us on 
Thursday night that we wouldn’t be 
needed on Saturday.”’ 


“Tam very upset,’ he said bitterly. 
“T don’t like to have the feeling that 
I've been had.” 

Sandra Fleishman said the Satur- 
day vote ‘‘could be a very bad prece- 
dent.”” 


“1 don’t think that one shifts or 
transfers from the School Depart- 
ment budget to the city,"’ Fleishman 
stressed. ‘‘The school budget is not a 
reserve account for the Board of 
Aldermen.”

The proposed budget recommends 
a drop in funding for the job bank 
from $6,408 to $1,426.

“Neither the workmen nor the 
students and teachers in that area 
(near the Home Economics Depart- 
ment on the third floor) were pro- 
tected from falling asbestos,” he 
stressed.

The youth services cutbacks are 
part of the proposed Human Services 
budget, which has been trimmed 
$34,000 from last year's appropriation 
and was unanimously endorsed by the 
Human Services Committee.

BOSTON - Cites and towns in the 
Commonwealth should have the abili- 
ty to tax themselves as they deem 
necessary to preserve their essential 
municipal and school services. 

This was the uniform message the 
Massachusetts Home Rule Coalition 
brought to Beacon Hill last Thursday, 
and according to Ward 7 Ald. Lisle 
Baker, many in the Legislature are 
beginning to look at the override 
alternatives in a more positive light. 

The coalition has been formed to 
help promote the passage of petitions 
or general legislation that would 
allow any community to control its 
own fiscal destiny. 

Under Propostion 2'2, the statewide 
limit on taxes imposed on com- 
munities could be changed by 2/3 vote 
of the local electorate, but not before 
November 1982. 

This time lag should be the choice of 
the city or town in question as should 
the level of services that a community 
wants to retain, argues the coalition.

Coalition pleads its case 


“When we ask for the opportunity to 
control our own destiny, isn’t that ap- 
propropriate,?'’ asked Mayor 
Theodore Mann of the Joint 
Legislative Committee on Taxation. 
“You're asking for the city which 
holds the best bonding rate of any city 
in the United States, can this General 
Court deprive this city of mastering 
its own destiny. I don’t think that you 
can permit this kind of action from 
taking place.” 


The Newton Board of Aldermen has 
voted to allow for an override provi- 
sion of the tax-cutting measure either 
by a two-thirds majority vote of the 
24-member board or by a two-thirds 
popular vote in a general or special 
election.

monwealth is not the same,’’ noted 
Marcia Mitchell, the chairman of the 
coalition. ‘We must have a way for 
local governments to run their own 
community in the way the community 
sees fit.” 

“Under the regulation, every com- 
munity in Massachusetts is treated 
exactly the same. They are all living 
under the same restraints,’’ she add- 
ed. “It’s a fact that every community 
is not the same and that different ap- 
plications must be made to keep dif- 
ferent standards of life.” 

By the time this provision can be in- 
voked, ‘‘our cities and towns will be in 
ruin,” Baker said of the current over- 
ride provision. ‘There can be no over- 
ride at all until two full budget cycles 
have been implemented.” 

“T feel better about home rule than I 
have in the past,” said 2 cautious 
Baker after the hearing. ‘But there is 
still a long way to go.” 


The alderman went on to add that 
he sensed that there was a ‘climate of 
response” by the Taxation Committee 
and a ‘willingness to begin to address 
the override question.” 

Representative Joe DeNucci, who 
has co-sponsored home rule petitions 
for both Newton and Waltham also 
felt that there was a changing climate 
within the legislature towards the 
overrides. 

“At the beginning of the session, 1 
didn’t think there was any chance of a 
home rule petition passing through 
the legislature, noted DeNucci. ‘But 
as the pressure is building and the 
numbers are coming in, I think the 
possibility grows.” 

Also speaking on behalf of Newton 
were State Senator Jack Backman 
and Rep. Susan Schur. Rep. David

Private schools 
seem superior 


A study conducted by the National Opi- 
nion Research Center on the equality of 
secondary education in the public schools, 
Roman Catholic schools and other private 
institutions found that public schools were 
are the bottom of the list as far as the 
percentage of achieving students was con- 
cerned. But there should still be concerns 
over whether this means a system of tui- 
tion tax credits should be authorized by 
Congress — and whether it would be con- 
stitutional. 

The study used questions prepared by 
the Educational Testing Service in several 
areas. In all, the public school pupils rank- 
ed below those in Catholic schools and far- 
ther down than other private schools. The 
conclusion of sociologist James Coleman, 
head of the research organization, is that 
“private schools do produce better 
cognitive outcomes than do produce better 
cognitive outcomes than public schools.” 
The study also said that racial integration 
was accomplished better in most private 
institutions and ‘‘the evidence is strong 
that Catholic schools function much closer 
to the American ideal of the ‘common 
school’ educating children from different 
backgrounds alike than do the public 
schools.”’ 

There are a number of factors influenc- 
ing why children learn and motivation is a 
major one. Obviously children from 
families who care enough to pay extra for 
school opportunities are in general more 
likely to apply themselves. They are more 
likely to feel pressure to learn at home. 
The same sort of achieving atmosphere 
probably exists among private school 
teachers who must justify the costs and ex- 
clusivity. Although the Coleman study 
tried to take these and other factors into 
consideration, it is difficult to apply an ex- 
act degree of difference. 

Nevertheless the study results are 
another indication that the public schools 
in many areas, particularly large cities, 
have not been able to meet what should be 
the basic requirements of public educa- 
tion. To a large extent this means the 
schools alone have not been able to over- 
come the other factors which influence 
how a child learns — family, neighborhood 
and peer pressures or lack of them. 

Coleman suggests that tax credits for 
families of children going to private in- 
stitutions might help decrease the large 
amount of racial segregation still in the 
public schools by encouraging members of 
minorities to send their youngsters to 
private institutions. It might also jack up 
the public schools. 

But Coleman also acknowledges that 
“There may very well be other 
unmeasured factors’”’ which contribute to 
the study results. One, of course, is that 
private institutions may turn away the un- 
wanted students or expel the 
troublemakers. The latter is harder and 
harder for the public institutions to do, 
especially when the youngsters may have 
no other place to go except the streets. 
Those rejected by private institutions turn 
up among the low achievers in the public 
schools.

BOSTON (UPI) — While cities and towns are scrutiniz- 
ing their expenditures in a frantic search for cuts to com- 
ply with Proposition 2 '2, pressure is mounting on Beacon 
Hill for legislative leaders to come up with a specific plan 
of action. 

Increasing numbers of legislators, very much aware 
that time is running out with the new fiscal year beginn- 
ing July 1, are anxious to assure the electorate they are 
not deaf to the pleas for local aid to cope with the new 
property tax-cutting law. 

Rep. Michael J. Barrett, D-Reading, is convinced col- 
leagues who want to commit the Legislature to increased 
local aid for dealing with 2 % are gaining in numbers and 
will hopefully motivate the House leadership to come 
forth with some direction soon. 

Barrett, one of the main sponsors of a resolution call- 
ing for $300 million in additional state aid to cities and 
towns, says he emerged victorious even though the 
measure did not even make it to the floor. 


Seventy-five House members voted last week to debate 
the resolution, which cited a potential loss of $600 million 
in local revenues through the combined slice on real 
estate and auto excise taxes and sought a House commit- 
ment to cuts in state programs without jeopardizing 
human services. 


Cosponsored by 35 Democrats and Republicans, the 
resolution fell 25 votes short of the necessary two-thirds 
vote needed to suspend the rules to allow debate on the 
measure, 


But Barrett regards the 75-75 roll call vote ‘‘as the 
sweetest loss."” 

Previous votes on similar resolutions, sponsored by 
Rep. Bruce E. Wetherbee, D-Pepperell, were turned 
down by a 114-36 vote March 11 and a 108-44 vote March 
24. 

“We were aiming for 60 votes and wound up with 75,” 
Barrett said. ‘Momentum is certainly building” among 
members willing to commit themselves to maximum 
local aid. 

Barrett said Gov. Edward J. King’s proposed $6.4 
billion budget, providing only a $37 million increase over 
the local aid paid in the current fiscal year, is “totally 
unacceptable.” 

While a resolution in the House carries no force of law, 
Barrett believes its importance cannot be 
underestimated. The 45 Democrats, 29 Republicans and 
one Independent who voted for it issued ‘‘a plea for 
leadership that has been totally lacking” and ‘‘an expres-

victions,” Barrett said. 

Emphasizing that the 75 votes ‘‘are only six short” of a 
majority in the 160-member House, Barrett said the next 
step is conveying to the Ways and Means Committee cur- 
rently reviewing the budget ‘that essential human ser- 
vices must remain the highest priority.”” 


“We do not commit ourselves to supporting particular 
budget decisions if they will leave the neediest citizens of 
Massachusetts destitute,” he said, adding, ‘‘We want to 
spare suffering at the local level.” 


With the budget expected to emerge from the commit- 
tee in mid-May, Barrett does not see how the House 
leadership can delay a stand much longer. 


Neither does James Segel, executive director of the 
Massachusetts Municipal Association, also impressed 
with the vote's reflection of a “considerable growth in 
legislative support for providing cities and towns with 
the additional funds they need.” 


But Segal, whose organization represents officials in 
326 of the state’s 351 municipalities, said, ‘‘We are deeply 
concerned that the leadership of the House apparently 
has no specific plan for action on 2 ¥2.” 


House Speaker Thomas W. McGee, particularly 
angered by the resolution, maintains that the lack of an- 
nouncements regarding 2 2 does not reflect an absence 
af work on the matter. 


Under the new tax law mandated by voters last 
November, cities and towns must reduce property taxes 
tono more than 2.5 percent of their fair market value. 


McGee, who told a rare news conference hours after 
the resolution was unveiled that it was ‘not worth the 
paper it’s written on,” said the committee is considering 
several possibilities including tax hikes, 


The Lynn Democrat said the House would help the 
cities and towns but he had no specifics on the amount or 
form in which the aid would come. 


Lashing but at the resolution, McGee said, ‘‘Just to say 
here's $300 million and send it back to cities and towns 
isn’t the answer.” 


Barbara Anderson, the executive director of the 
organization which drafted Proposition 2 42, wants to 
know just what the answer is. 


Ms. Anderson, ‘‘very impressed” with the growth in 
House support, views the resolution as also important in 
its reflection of the leadership's stand. 


“They were so against’ the commitment of $300 
million ‘they wouldn’t even let the resolution get to the 
floor for debate,” she said, adding, ‘I’m not sure what 
the leaderships’ motives are.” 

Ms. Anderson, who heads Citizens for Limited Taxa- 
tion, said, “It’s very clear those who voted for it 
understood the message of 2 42 — to cut taxes and spend 
less."” 

“We'll get that local aid,” she added, “with growing 
numbers in the House willing to fight for what their con- 
stituents want.”

A highly respected Boston politcal col- 
umnist noted that Kennedy “up for re- 
election in 1982, no doubt sensing the 
anti-crime mood of the public, did go 
pretty far for him” in his six-point pro- 
gram. He, too felt Teddy copied Ed King. 

All of which would be understandable 
if Teddy Kennedy were a Johnny-come- 
lately to the war on crime. The truth of 
the fnatter, however, is that Kennedy 
has been waging the anti-crime war for 
five years now, long before Ed King was 
even a viable candidate for governor. 

This writer in October 1977 was struck 
by the incongruity of the nation’s leading 
liberal espousing such views, and wrote 
a column at that time under the 
headline, “‘...the conversion of Teddy 
Kennedy.”

The school budget 


To the Editor: 

We are writing to express our hope 
that the budget recently approved by 
the School Committee will also be ap- 
proved by the Board of Aldermen 
without modification, 

The School Committee has shown 
itself to be fiscally responsible for 
many years. Long before budget cuts 
were considered by other parts of 
government, the School Committee 
was responding to declining enroll- 
ment in a fiscally sound way, closing 
five elementary schools since 1977 
and planning for closing two more 
schools before September. 

This year, again, the School Com- 
mittee has demonstrated its concern 
for the financial and political well- 
being of Newton. 

We want to remind the Aldermen 
that the proposed School Department 
budget has been the outcome of 
lengthy, open, public deliberation in- 
volving the community, the 
superintendent and the School Com- 
mittee. 

If one looks at the school consolida- 
tion process as an integral part of this 
year's budgeting process, a full five 


months of community participation 
were utilized by the School Commit- 
tee to assure it was best serving the 
desires and needs of Newton's 
citizens, 

The superintendent has definitively 
stated that the closing of two schools 
and the grade level changes at the 
junior and senior high school levels 
are all that the system can tolerate in 
any one year. All interested parties 
agree that any further changes in the 
budget will substantively diminish the 
education Newton students receive 
and have a right to expect. 

Newton residents have a right to ex- 
pect careful planning as a fundamen- 
tal process in any governmental deci- 
sion, Newton students have a right to 
expect careful planning for their 
education future. 

The public process followed by the 
School Committee and the votes taken 
to date by them represent a commit- 
ment to the present and careful plann- 
ing for the future (at least through 
June, 1982). Tampering with the 
School Department budget at this 
time will undermine the democratic 
process by which it was derived. 


Sidewalk question 


To the Editor: 

Some of your neighbors need your 
help. Parts of our front lawns are 
about to be paved, and a large tree 
removed in order to install sidewalks 
on Jackson Street in Thompsonville. 

The federally funded program will 
proceed unless the Thompsonville 
Neighborhood Community Develop- 
ment Committee is persuaded that 
this use of federal dollars is not a 
priority need. 

The reason for the sidewalks, ac- 
cording to Diane Schorr, director of 
community development, is ‘the need 
to enhance pedestrian safety in the 
context of high traffic volumes and 
occasional excessive vehicle speed 
along the street. ‘‘ 

Some abutters want these 
sidewalks; some of us do not. The sup- 
porters maintain that these sidewalks 
constitute a first priority safety need 
within our village. 

Our arguments against the 
sidewalks are as follows: 

—They are not the most needed 
community project. A sidewalk was 
installed in June 1980 on the opposite 
side of the street. It is enough protec- 
tion for pedestrians on this low 
pedestrian-use street. Parker Street 
from Jackson to Walter and Boylston 
from the Mall to Langley have much 
greater need than this area of 
Jackson Street. 

—We believe that this side of 
Jackson Street already has a safe

Tax reform crucial 


To the Editor: 

lam writing to thank the scores of 
Newton residents who have visited or 
called my office to talk about 
strategies to combat the destructive 
impacts of Proposition 2 %%. Un- 
fortunately, my other obligations as 
chairman of the Joint Committee on 
Human Services and Elderly Affairs 
and as an active participant in Senate 
debates and votes have made it im- 
possible to speak with all of you in- 
dividually. 

It is my firm belief that the state 
government must increase local aid 
by at least $400 million in the coming 
year so that community services can 
survive. The answer, however, is not 
the simplistic notion of ‘level fun- 
ding"’ the state budget. 

Governor King’s proposed budget is 
already inadequate in such vital 
areas as home care for senior 
citizens, fuel assistance, tuition aid, 
social services and preventative 
health. Calling for additional, 
unspecified state budget reductions in 
excess of $300 million, which is what 
“level funding” represents, irrespon- 
sibly forces a tradeoff between vital 
local programs and equally vital state 
programs. 

To be sure, specific cases of waste 
and mismanagement must be rooted 
out from the state budget. But level 
funding is not the right way to solve 
that problem. Proposition 2 42 makes 
no sense because it forces arbitrary 
cutbacks on local government; a 
similar ‘‘meat ax’’ approach to the 
state budget is equally irrational. 
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. . . for dress or sport, in fabulous spring and 
summer shades & styles. Natural, beige, navy, 
lilac, pink, yellow, red, blue, black and cherry — 


The only realistic option is 
statewide tax reform using the man- 
date of Proposition 2 's as a starting 
point. That means closing loopholes 
that have allowed businesses to pay 
an ever-decreasing share of the 
burden of public services. The 
specific revenue proposals I have ad- 
vocated are outlined in a detailed 
position paper available from my of- 
fice. 

As I understand the vote in 
November and the reaction 
thereafter, the public wants both tax 
cuts and adequate services. Tax 
reform is the only way to reconcile 
those two legitimate demands. 

A comprehensive reform package 
must also include a restoration of 
local control over key budget deci- 
sions. That is why I have been proud 
to file home rule petitions on behaif of 
Brookline and Newton, as well as a 
general bill which would allow any 
other community to override Proposi- 
tion 2 ‘2 by majority vote. 

Since November, I have spoken out 
about ways to remedy the devastating 
impacts of Proposition 2 ‘2 on every 
possible occasion at public meetings 
in Brookline and Newton and at State 
House hearings. I deeply appreciate 
the strong interest in this most impor- 
tant issue shown by the citizens of 
Newton and look forward to your con- 
tinued letters, calls and visits. 

It is my hope that the impact being 
made by the concerned and active 
residents of our communities will br- 
ing about prompt legislative action.

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Fire auxiliary 


To the Editor: 

I am writing in regard to the recent 
radio show on WNTN discussing 
Prop. 2%. 


At one point, Chief Quinn of the 
Newton Police Department made a 
comment that the city needed more 
volunteer help. At that time I called 
the radio station and asked Chief Reil- 
ly of Newton Fire if he agreed with 
Chief Quinn. He stated that he most 
certainly did agree. 


I then asked him why I hadn't seen 
the Newton Auxilary Fire Depart- 
ment out drilling or training in almost 
two years. Chief Reilly assured me 
that the auxilary has indeed been out 
training, drilling and holding regular 
meetings with members all along. 


I then told Chief Reilly that I as well 
as 20 other men and women had been 
on the auxillary and that we have not 
had a meeting or a drill or anything 
for almost two years. Mayor Mann in- 
terrupted at this point and told me to 
check with Assistant Chief Murphy as 
he is running the auxiliary fire 
“problem."* In April of 1979 I sat in the 
mayor’s office while he ordered Civil 
Defense Director Jay Moskow to have 
all the members of the auxiliary 
sworn in. We had been waiting over a 
year for this. As of the last meeting in 
September of 1979 nothing had been 
done. 

Also in September of '79 I sent a let- 
ter to the mayor saying as far as I was 
concerned the auxiliary was no longer 
functional. This was after Chief Reilly 
ignored the request of Boston City 
Hospital for the help of the auxiliary 
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for the Pope's visit. 

I shouldn't say ‘‘ignore’’ because 
the BCH told me that the chief did 
give his OK for us to help and that 
they were going to put us on the 
Newton-Boston line by Boston Col- 
lege 


When I went to see the chief to 
finalize the plans for the event, his 
response to his secretary was,"'I don’t 
want to see him and we aren't going to 
use them.” 


At that point I wrove the mayor 
thanking him for the opportunity to 
serve the people of Newton and to try 
to save the citizen's some tax dollars. 

The chief's answer was that the 
EMTs on the auxiliary were inex- 
perienced and untrained. There is no 
such thing as an untrained EMT and 
all the EMTs on the auxiliary were 
employed by ambulance services in 
the Greater Boston area. 

The mayor sent me a copy of the 
chief's letter along with one of his own 
assuring me that the auxiliary would 
continue with or without me. 

And now back to the radio show. I 
don't want to come out and say that 
Chief Reilly was lying. Rather, let's 
give him the benefit of the doubt and 
say that he just doesn’t know what's 
going on in his own department. 

If any of the above-mention parties 
feel I have said anything that isn’t 
true, I welcome the opportunity to 
debate this with them. Perhaps we 
could meet with the Public Safety 
Committee of the Board of Aldermen.

Fees jump 


NEWTON - As requested by City Clerk Edward 
English, the Legislation and Rules Committee 
voted unanimously last week to increase fees for 
various licences that are issued by the clerk's of- 
fice. 

The proposed fees would be in conjunction with a 
plan by the clerks of the Commonwealth to 
establish a uniform rate structure. 

The most significant change from the current 
fees would be for certified copies of birth, death and 
marriages from which the clerk's office receives 
the bulk of its revenue. 

It would cost $5 compared to $2 for entering 
amendment of a record of 

The fee for furnishing a birth certificate will 
climb from $2 to $3 and the fee for furnishing an 
abstract copy of a record of birth will go from $1 to 
$2. 

It will cost $10 instead of $4 for entering notice of 
intention of marriage and $3 rather than $2 for the 
marriage certifcate itself. 

A certificate of death will go from $2 to $3, The fee 
for correcting errors in a record of death will climb 
from $2 to $5 and the fee for furnishing an abstract 
copy of a record of death will go from $1 to $2. 

The largest increases of the proposed fee hikes 
will be in the area of issuing and recording licences 
to junk dealers and pawnbrokers. These fees climb 
100 percent from $50 to $100. 

Other substantial hikes will be in the area of 
medicine. Under the recommendations, a physician 
would have to pay $10, a $9 hike from the current $1 
fee to be registered as a doctor. Optomitrist and 
podiatrists would incur parallel fee hikes for pur- 
poses of registration

Cheers 
and chants were heard and signs held high as the 
large group waited in the warm morning sun. 

Extra trolley cars were provided to take the 
students into Boston, and police officers were 
posted at intersections to halt traffic as the mar- 
chers made their way to the station. 

The decision to attend the rally was by the 
students in the different schools. Although they 
were supported by members of the school ad- 
ministrations, the march was entirely student 
organized. 

Students were allowed to leave school for the day 
if their parents signed permission slips for them. 
Students are allowed to take five “political days” a 
year for events to attend events such as this. 

“The student council made efforts to organize the 
march, and they did a very fine job," commented 
Edward Fraktman, principal of F.A. Day. 

Fraktman estimated that approximately 150 
students from his school received parental permis- 
sion to leave school to go to the rally. 

“The adminstration did support the student coun-

Smoking limit 
for restaurants 
draws closer

NEWTON - Cigarette smoke will be somewhat 
less annoying for non-smokers in the city if an or- 
dinance restricting smoking in public restuarants is 
passed by the board. 

The ordinance, which is being pushed by Ward 2 
Ald. Edward Richmond, would require restuarants 
with a sitting capacity of 50 or more to restrict 
smoking to 85 percent of that area. 

The Legislation and Rules Committee of the 
aldermanic board passed the amendment to the ci- 
ty's current non-smoking ordinance by a 6 to 1 vote 
last week, 

In recommending the amendment, Richmond 
noted that it is time to alter Newton's first non- 
smoking ordinance, which he helped pass in 1972. 

The current restriction prohibits smoking in 
supermarkets as well as any food dispensing 
establishments excluding restuarants. 

A year ago, the city began a program of volun- 
tary compliance in the establishment of non- 
smoking areas in restuarants by suggestion, per- 
Suasion and public notice. Citing the present pro- 
gram, Richmond said “there is some compliance,” 
but it is not full compliance as yet. 

In instituting a mandatory restriction on smoking 
in public restaurants, there would be a simple line 
of demarcation or a sign marking those tables set 
aside for non-smokers. ‘There will be no construc-

Turnout at all-village meeting 
indicates Highlands’ concern

NEWTON HIGHLANDS— Joann 
Isaacson of the Highlands Business 
Association and Linda 6 Fenton of the 
Neighborhood Area Council were 
talking about the Highlands to a 
gentleman at the All-Highlands 
Village Meeting on Monday night. The 
conversation concerned the efforts of 
the merchants and the residents in the 
area to improve the quality of the 
neighborhood. 

“But what can I do?” asked the the 
man asked. 

“Why don’t you get involved in the 
Village Improvement Program? 
There’s a meeting Wednesday, why 
don’t you come?” asked Fenton. 

Later, the gentleman commented 
that “it seems so frustrating because 
I don’t know why people let things get 
the way they do.” 

The All Village Meeting, the first of 
its kind, was organized to combat just 
this kind of attitude. According to 
Lane Gunnoe, president of the Newton 
Highlands Area Council, the 
Highlands is on its way up, and the 
residents need to know that. 

“This was a year when the 
Highlands needed to be reminded that 
we are a funny old village, but a 
village nonetheless. We can help to 
keep the village functioning even 
within the restraints of the budget,” 
she said. 

Approximately 100 people attended 
the meeting at the Hyde School and 
listened to Mayor Theodore Mann and 
Ald. Rodney Barker speak. Booths 
were set up in a “John Hynes 
Auditorium Home Show” manner to 
allow residents talk to members of 
various organizations in the 
Highlands. 

Organizations represented were the 
Newton Highlands Community 
Development Corporation, the 
Highlands Business Association, teen 
and senior drop-in centers, Hyde 


School, NHAC, an alderman’s booth 
where Barker and Mann talked to 
Highlands residents, and a Village 
Day 1981 booth where people signed 
up to help out at Village Day. 

Mann aroused a few chuckles when 
he commented in his speech that 
“sometimes I like to feel that Newton 
is a part of Newton Highlands.” 

He went on to say that the 
Highlands ‘is really the first 
microcosm of the ability to unders- 
tand what community development 
funds can do for a neighborhood, and 
how a neighborhood can help itself."’ 

“Every kind of thinking, and every 
shade of the rainbow in every pigmen- 
tation is represented here,’’ he said 
“The Highlands represents a part of 
America that I would like to see 
emulated in other parts of the country 
and other parts of the world.”” 

Ald. Rodney Barker, who 
represents Newton Highlands, prais- 
ed residents here, saying that “the 
reason we have such a_ nice 
neighborhood is because when 
anything needs to be done you can 
always find dozens of people willing to 
leap up and help.” 

Evidence of this was right there at 
the booths, as representatives from 
the organizations explained how they 
were trying to help the Highlands. 

The Community Devlopment Cor- 
poration, for example, is currently in- 
volved in ‘“‘congregate housing’’ for 
seniors. According to committee 
member Morton Rubin the group is 
looking for a house where senior 
citizens who do not need nursing 
homes could live in private bedrooms 
with shared kitchen and bathroom 
space. 

“We would control the cost by seek- 
ing state funds,’”’ he explained. “‘We 
also have residents who are in- 
terested in having their elderly 
parents live in such a home and they 
would be able to help us pay for the 
house.” 
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Chris Micklitsch, NHCDC commit*} 
tee member, explained that the group 
is also “looking for projects that will} 
generate revenue that will help sus-} 
tain our organization.” 


“The city expects us to become self- 
sufficient,”’ she said.

A group of about 
eight children played ‘‘hoppers,”' for 
example. A hoppiser is actually the 
box in which the bill stored , and the 
eight hoppers were told to hold hands 
and surround the bill, and hop up and 
down as they made their way through

Congress. 

“He made us hop up and down in 
front of our class!” exclaimed sixth 
grader Stacy Ryder, referring to the 
pre-show instructions. ‘Can you im- 
agine being in the sixth grade and 
having to hop up and down in front of 
your class?” 

“JT don’t care. I think that it's fun,” 
said her friend, Tina Gallello. ‘I’m 
not afraid of doing it.” 

The feat did produce some self- 
conscious giggles from the hoppers, 
and the further antics of the actors 
caused loud laughter to erupt from 
the audience. 

Songs were sung telling how to vote 
on a bill (‘'Please signify by sticking 
your thumb down and saying nay!"’) 
and an elaborate system was 
developed to assign the bill a number 
by having the hoppers stick their feet 
in the air and counting the numbers of 
sneakers ( Ooooh, there’s gumon that 
one!"’). 
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Finally, a huge red, white, and blue 
tie was hung on the by now very red- 
faced little girl, who had earned the 
name “Bill 21." 

The bill was led to a committee 
meeting for examination, because, 
one of the actors informed the au- 
dience, “if we don’t find out how this 
bill will affect us, it will be too late!” 

Since this particular bill concerned 
ocean exploration, the actors and four 
children who were portraying 
senators acted out a submarine trip. 
The children, said Stacy Ryder, 
“have to imitate everything the ac- 
tors do,” from pretending to be fish to 
miming algae. 

One of the livelier parts of the show 
came when the talkative Phil E. 
Buster attempted to halt passage of 
the bill (“‘I can spew and spew until I 
turn blue!"’), only to be stopped by a 
cloture, in this case, several children 
forming a tight circle around him un- 
til he could no longer ‘“‘spew and

spew.” 

Finally, the bill was passed by the 
Senate and was sent on to the White 
House to be signed into law by the 
President. 

Peter Miller, director of the Look- 
ing Glass Theater, explained after the 
show that the purpose of the per- 
formance is not necessarily to teach 
the children exactly what a cloture or 
a filibuster are, but to pique their 
curiosity enough to make them want 
to ask questions. 


“There is a need in all of our lives 
for stimulation of another kind to get 
us interested in things educational,” 
explained the tall, bearded Miller. 
“We hope to excite the kids into wan- 
ting to learn something.”’ 

There are three other shows that 
the theater puts on in elementary 
schools all over New England. 

They are, ‘“Metricks,’’ about the 
metric system; ‘Great Shakes,” 
about Shakespeare; and ‘‘Imagina-

“Forty years ago,” said Ryan, ‘‘the most horri- 
fying crimes were committed by the Germans and 
their accomplices. Over 11 million people were 
murdered during the Holocaust. Among them were 
over 6 million Jews. Over 200,000 American soldiers 
were killed in combat duty during World War II. 
From 1948 to 1952, over 400,000 refugees entered the 
United States as D,P’s( displaced persons), 

“Among these were the perpetrators of these 
crimes, who misrepresented themselves. They 
came here in the guise of former ‘students, farmers 
or prisoners of war.’ Along with their victims, they 
also arrived. Due to the pressures of the times, it 
was not possible to do thorough background checks 


Hermine Braunsteiner Ryan, a German woman 
who married an American G.I. and thus obtained 
easy entry into this country. She was noted for her 
brutality while she was in charge of women 
prisoners in a German concentration camp. She, 
along with seven others, was deported to Germany

During the Carter administration, Congress ap- 
proved of legislation. For the first time in history, 
the Office of Special Investigations was established 
in 1979, under then-Attorney General Griffin Bell. 

Allan Ryan works with a staff of 50, including 20 
attorneys, nine investigators and five historians. 
They have successfully prosecuted three cases 
since their office was set up. Three cases have 
come to trial, two have been won and a third is in 
the process of having a decision determined by a 
judge in Cleveland. There are presently 19 cases in 
litigation. 

The 35-year old lawyer is proud of his office’s 
record during its brief duration. ‘‘The United States 
has no legal jurisdiction to prosecute these cases as 
“war crimes," as they were not purely military ac- 
tions. But we are seeking to revoke the Nazis’ 
citizenship which was illegally obtained through 
fraud. We are seeking thewir deportation. Congress 
appropriated over $3 million for our operating 
budget, which will be up for review in October.” 

Ryan urged his audience to write to Con- 
gressman Barney Frank to extend the life of his of- 
fice and to re-appropriate sufficient funds for its 
continuation. 

“At the present time, there are 222 additional 
cases under investigation. We had 200 cases that 
were closed without legal action because there was 
not enough evidence."” 

Ryan is a graduate of the Newton schools, in- 
cluding Underwood, Bigelow and Newton High 
School. He graduated from Dartmouth College in 
1966 and is a magna cum laude graduate of the 
University of Minnesota Law School, where he was 
president of the school’s Law Review. Following 
three years in the Marine Corps, he served as law 
clerk to Supreme Counrt Justice Byron White. For 
three years, he was in the law firm of Williams, 
Bennett and Califano in Washington. Next, he serv- 
ed for three years as assistant to the Solicitor 
General of the United States. In January, 1980, he 
was named Deputy Director of the newly- 
established Office of Special Investigations. Thjree 
months later, he was appointed its full Director. 

Ryan is credited with the recent decision by the 
U.S. Supreme Court to revoke the citizenship of 
Feodor Federenko, The former armed guard at 
Treblinka concentration camp in Poland concealed 
his service there, during World War II, when he 
entered this country as a “refugee.” 

Ryan says, ‘My goal is to bring to trial every 
war criminal alive in this country.” He has travell- 
ed abroad with his teams of invewstigators several 
times, interviewing witnesses in Israel, the Soviet 
Union, Germany, Poland and France. 

In January, 1980, Ryan went to the Soviet Union 
to request that U.S. legal investigators be given 
permission to go to the homes of individuals there to 
obtain testimony necessary for litigation. He had an 
audience with the Procurator General in Moscow, 
who was a former prosecutor at Nuremburg when 
the Allies held the sensational trials of the leading 
Nazi high command. Ryan explained to the Russian 
the working of the Anglo-American tradition of 
cross-examination of witnessses. 

The mission was successful. The Soviets agreed 
to let his team take depositions, Since then, Ryan 
has sent several U.S. teams to get eyewitness 
testimony crucial to cases now in litigation, 

Ryan is in constant touch with Simon Wiesen- 
thal, now in his eighties, who furnishes the young 
American lawyer with leads and documentation. 

“Leads and sources are supplied by foreign 
governments," Ryan said. “Germany has supplied 
us with lists of over 50,000 former Storm Trooper of- 
ficers, which have been run through a computer. 
Our office takes an active role in investigating 
these names. We also use historical sources of cap- 
tured records. 

“Very few of these criminals admit their 
crimes, They usually make three claims: either ‘I 
wasn't there,’ or ‘I didn’t do anything,’ or ‘I was 
helping the Jews.’ Most don’t bother to change their 
names but they do alter their birth dates or places, 
or their occupations.” 

It is a lengthy process, he explained. The ap- 
peal process, leading all the way up to the US. 
Supreme Court, can involve seven different court 
systems, 

“Are other countries doing the same thing?" he 
was asked. "Yes," he replied, “in Poland and in 
Germany, where they have access and the ability to 
prosecute. But in South America, where many ex- 
Nazi criminals have settled successfully, they are 
doing nothing. They do not cooperate with us or 
even supply us with basic information we need.” 

Ryan is planning to visit Israel in June, to at- 
tend the annual World Congress of Holocaust Sur- 
vivors in Jerusalem. y 

“It is important that we get this information 
now, while we can, while there are still survivors, 
before it is too late. MAny of them are old and ill.”” 

Techniques employed to try these cases include 
Visiting the actual scenes of the Nazi death camps 
of forty years ago. 

But there are many problems encountered 
along the way. “These are not the kinds of cases 
that lend themselves to guaranteed convictions.

* Traffic Bureau - Ciccone called for 
the elimination of the traffic bureau 
whose functions he claim include 
“taking pictures at social functions 
where the mayor or chief are enjoying 
a banquet.”

As part of the cutbacks under Pro- 
position 2'2, Mayor Mann has propos- 
ed elimination of ambulaunce service 
provided by the Fire Department by 
putting it out to public bid. 

“Tf you are to think that a private 
ambulaunce firm from outside the ci- 
ty is going to provide adequate care 
and concern, you are totally 
misunderstood. For years this service 
was provided by the police in 
Newton.” said Ciccone, 

He added, ‘The Police are well- 
equipped to handle the ambulaunce 
service if the manpower is properly 
utilized. We have about 80 fully train- 
ed and nationally certified Emergen- 
cy Medical Technicians. Don’t 
deprive our greag dify of this essential 
service,” 

Ciccone also criticized the depart- 
ment for providing a 24- hour route of- 
ficer at a shopping mall while Nonan- 
tum Square is ‘‘stripped of the last 
half officer.”” 

In closing the letter, Ciccone wrote: 
“We are fighting for a few extra 
dollars when the superiors of this city 
are allowing all of the aforementioned 
abuses to continue within our depart- 
ment. Try adding up our proposed 
savings and I'm sure you will realize 
a savings of several hundred thou- 
sand dollars. The people of our great 
city deserve to have this money better 
appropriated.”" 

Chief Quinn refused to comment on 
Ciccone's letter to aldermen. He ex- 
plained, “It's so absurd that it is not 
even worthy of comment.‘

Caution...Women at work ©

On a typical day, Shellee Peters 
balances tires, changes oil, recharges 
batteries, rustproofs — and always 
has grease under her fingernails. 

She is one of four women mechanics 
in Sears auto department at the 
Dedham Mall. When she first started 
2% years ago, she was the only 
woman in the garage. 

At 20, this 5’6’’, 123-pound 
mechanic, with short brown hair, 
dimples, filthy boots and blue stained 
overalls, would ‘rather be here than 
anywhere else.” 

In Norfolk County, as well as na- 
tionwide, women like Peters are 
trading aprons for blue collars and op- 
ting for jobs that in the past were con- 
sidered for ‘men only’? — such as 
prison guard, forklift operator, TV 
antenna installation and auto repair 

There are 40 million women in the 
labor force, according to the U.S. 
Department of Labor, and they make 
up 42 percent of the total workforce. 
More than 64 percent of these women 
are blue collar workers, and the rate 
of increase of women in this type of 
Job is twice that in other occupations. 

In Massachusetts in 1979, female 
blue collar workers comprised 16 per- 
cent of the one million females 
workers, which is almost half of the 
total labor force. 

“IT always dreamed of going this 
route but my parents kind of steered 
me away,"’ Peters said of her non- 
traditional job. 

A 1978 business graduate of Blue 
Hills Technical-Vocational School and 
a Canton resident, she first applied at 
Sears for a sales job, but the only posi- 
tion available was for an auto 
mechanic. She took it. 





‘My parents thought I was in 
sales but I really was chang- 
ing tires.

With the increasing influx of women 
in the past 25 years into what was 
once a male world, it was necessary 
to pass state and federal laws (such 
as the U.S. Civil Rights Act and Equal 
Pay Act of 1964 and the Equal 
Employment Opportunity Commis- 
sion regulations) guaranteeing 
women rights to equal opportunity, 
pay and fringe benefits and to help 
eliminate sex discrimination and 
harassment on the job. 

There has also been a growing 
awareness in recent years of the pro- 
blem of sexual harassment of women 
during working hours. 

The recent Redbook-Harvard 
Business Review survey cited the pro- 
blem of blatant sexual advances, ‘‘but 
the harassment that is most per- 
vasive is subtler, more difficult to 
define. This is the leering and oogling, 
sexual joking and innuendo that may 
be embarrassing and obnoxious,” the 
study said. 

Yet, the study states, what might be 
subtle harassment to one person may 
be a compliment to another. 

Peters said she doesn’t have to bear 
too much harassment from male co- 
workers. 

“There is a very good attitude here 
from the men I work with,’’ Peters 
said. ‘‘They never really put me down 
or harass me.” 

“Once in a while they'll throw me in 
the dumpster. I find it funny unless 
there's a lot of junk in there.” 

In the summer ‘‘when I wear t- 
shirts, they say, ‘Where can I get t- 
shirts with little bumps?’ 

“T just laugh it off. That's all you 
can do is humor them.” 

As for on-the-job discrimination, 
Peters said her male co-workers 
respect her ability to get the job done 
“as well as the next guy.”’

Male customers’ reactions are dif- 
ferent, though. Peters said some men 
are surprised when they realize she'll 
work on their cars and others make it 
a point to say, ‘‘You did a good job on 
my tires.” 

“One man didn't want me to do his 
car. So one of the guys put it on the left 
to make it look like he was working on 
it. Then I just took over. He eventual- 
ly realized I had done the work. He 
tipped me a couple bucks.” 

Peters said she doesn’t encounter 
any more physical hazards on the job 
than a male would. 

She usually wears goggles while us- 
ing a drill to put in or take out lug nuts 
in tires to prevent metal pieces from 
getting in her eye. 

She also wears a wool ski hat when 
rustproofing a car so she doesn’t get 
“a splat of tar on my head.”” 

Sometime in the future, Peters 
would like to go into road construction 
work. But in the meantime, “I'd like 
to buy an old Mustang Classic, tear it 
apart and put it back together again.”

“T did think the job was a little out 
of line for me, not women as a whole. I 
had always been in an office or inside 
doing paperwork.” 

Impemba's real title is ‘‘quality in- 
surance inspector.’’ When a 
customer's cable is installed, she 
checks the installation, inspects 
damage claims and moves roof anten- 
nas if pictures need improving. 

“T like being on the road all day. I 
can't be in an office. I like to be alone 
and working independently and I do 
like working outside,” 

During her first days on the job, the 
men “were nice, but I just sensed I 
was out of place. I don't look like I can 
do anything. They were startled to see 
someone like me doing that job." 

Impemba is 32, 5'7", 125 pounds 
with long wavy dark hair. Her typical 
work outfit for climbing around roofs 
is jeans, workboots, sweaters, tool 
pouch and perfectly made-up face and 
nails, 

“Tam a vain little thing,” she said. 

Despite her looks, she handles her 
job as well as anyone, although some 
customers are at first doubtful. 


‘The men say, ‘Can you do 
that? Here, let me help you.’ 


Sometimes at a customer's home, 
she'll have to drill a hole. ‘The men 
say, ‘Can you do that? Here, let me 
help you.’ They’re apprehensive. 
They get that look in their eye. 


“T guess it’s the glossy lipstick that 
throws them off.”” 


Even women customers comment 
on her work. Impemba said they'll 
say something like, “I’m glad 
women’s lib is here” or ‘I’m surpris- 
ed to see a woman doing this job.” 


But no one has ever questioned her 
ability because she was a woman, she 
said. 


Impemba has had no problems with 
sexual harassment and said none of 
the customers or her co-workers 
“ever came on to me. The guys are 
really friendly but nothing else.” 


The hazards of Impemba's job are 
not always roofs. Once she was climb- 
ing a ladder and fell off. ‘‘You tend to 
get a little cocky after doing it so 
many times," she said. 


The ladder was on concrete wet 
from the snow and it slipped. Her foot 
got caught in the rungs and she and 
the ladder ended up in a tangled mess 
in the bushes alongside the house. Her 
tools were scattered all over the snow. 


“My first thought was ‘you jerk.’ 
My second thought was ‘did 
somebody see me?’ Then I thought 
about my leg.” 


She got up limping. She had bruises 
on her thigh and knee and a gash in 
her shin. 


“T thought I might as well finish the 
job,"’ so she gathered her tools, went 
back up the ladder onto the roof and 
fixed the antenna. 


“I don't mind walking on roofs 
‘cause that's my own footing,” she 
said, ‘‘but I am a little apprehensive 
now about ladders."

The court is involved in the dissolution of a mar- 
Triage in two stages. The first stage is at the initia- 
tion of the divorce proceedings; the second is at the 
hearing to grant the divorce. 


The two stages are usually separated by a 6-to 12- 
month time period. ; 


At the first stage, the court usually issues what 
are called ‘Temporary Orders" after a 
preliminary hearing. The temporary orders are 
usually concerned with two matters, support and 
custody. 


The question of custody is much broader than the 
word indicates. Although the court generally leaves 
the children in the marital home, the judge also 
considers such issues as visitation by the other 
parent, continuation at school, decisions concern- 
ing medical treatment and orthodontia. and paren- 
tal guidance with respect to the réligious education 
and influence on the formation of character of the

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children. 


Thirty years ago, the court would grant custody 
to one parent and deprive the other parent of in- 
volvement in the upbringing of the children, The 
reasoning behind this practice was the general 
philosophy that the other parent (usually the defen- 
dant) was at fault in causing the breakup of the 
marriege and therefore was a person of bad 
character. 
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It was presumed that a person of such bad 
character would have a negative moral influence 
on the children. The courts also took the position 
that they had a duty to punish the party causing the 
divorce (usually the defendant) and one of the 
punishments was to restrict his influence over his 
children.

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BOSTON (UPI) — While residents 
are basking in the sunshine, en- 
vironmental officials are casting 
ominous glances at those cloudless 
skies, fearful that the many months of 
scarce rainfall may portend a drought 
this summer. 

With 22 Massachusetts com- 
munities already under declarations 
of emergency and meteorologists 
forecasting an extended dry spell, 
spokesmen for the Drought Resources 
Information Program Monday urged 
spring celebrants to keep water con- 
servation in mind. 

“Rainfall has been nearly seven in- 
ches below normal this year and over 
a foot below average for the past 16 
months,"’ said Environmental Affairs 
Secretary John A. Bewick. 

“Forty-five communities are 
already reporting water shortages, 
and this number could grow as we 
aproach the summer months when de-

mand is greater,” he said. 

The dry winter left little runoff into 
Teservoirs, explained a spokesman 
for the Drought Resources Informa- 
tion Program. ‘‘We are acting now in 
preparation for a drought, hoping 
there won't be one,” he added. 

Most of the communities under 
emergency status are in’ the 
southeastern section of the state, in- 
cluding Brockton, Halifax, Hanson, 
Pembroke and Norwell, surrounding 
the Silver Lake Reservoir which is 168 
inches below normal. 

The spokesmen emphasized that 
despite lack of cooperation from 
Mother Nature, individuals can do a 
lot to conserve water and ease the im- 
pact of a drought should one occur. 
Those living under the state of 
emergency are taking very stringent 
steps to cope with the situation. 

“At this stage individual conserva- 
tion efforts largely benefit the city or 


town where one lives,'’ the 
spokesman Said, “but should hookups 
become necessary between water- 
rich and water-poor communities, 
everyone benefits.”’ 

Even reducing that morning shower 
from 10 minutes to 5 saves 50 gallons, 
the spokesman said. 

With the warmer weather luring 
residents outdoors, the spokesman 
noted that car washers are often the 
greatest offendérs in water waste. 

“Washing from a bucket is as effec- 
tive as a freely-running hose which 
can waste hundreds of gallons in only 
a few minutes," he said. 

“And lawn watering should be done 
in the early evening or early morning 
when the air is cool and still, and less 
water is lost through evaporation. 

“Each suggestion is just one small 
part of a broad collection effort,’’ the 
spokesman said, ‘‘but if everyone 
takes them seriously, we can reduce 





usage by 25 percent.” 

Richard Sullivan, with the Depart- 
ment of Environmental Quality 
Engineering, said the agency is tak 
ing ho chances and is also preparing 
for a drought. It would be the first in 
the state in 16 years.

Stiffer safety rules sought to avert oil spills 


PROVIDENCE, R.I. (UPI) — Hop- 
ing to avoid a potentially 
“catastrophic” oil spill, Rhode Island 
legislators are considering tightening 
up the rules for oil barges crossing the 
Narragansett Bay. 

“If there is an oil spill in the 
Naragansett Bay, it would destroy 
our economy for a long time, at least 
in the tourist area,” said S Guido 
Canulla, D-Tiverton, who c 
state Commercial Vessel 
Commission. 







The legislation, parts of which pass: 
ed the commission Monday, would 
stiffen the safety regulations for oil 
barges pe ny through state waters, 
increase fines for violation of of the 
and strengthen the commis 
s ability to enforce the proposed 












Legislature, owfté¥s of oil barges that 
violate the regulations could be fined 
up to $10,000 and sentenced to up to 1 
year in prison. 


Only those oil-carrying vessels that 
“did not pose an environmental or 
safety threat’ would be exempted 
from the proposed rules requiring a 
pilot on each vessel. 

The legislation also sets up new 
licensing criteria for pilots. 

The commision urged that the bill 
be passed immediately, asking that 
the regulations be put in effect 
“before such a catastrophe occurs, 
and not in response to it.”” 


Rain pollution = #Pacek eae 
hearing slated NY ZZ 


AUGUSTA, Maine (UPI) — Congress and the 
Canadian Parliament scheduled a joint hearing to- 
day on acid rain, which poses a growing threat to 
marine life in states downwind from major in- 
dustrial regions. 

Gov. Joseph E. Brennan headed a list of state and 
federal officials and environmentalists planning to 
address the session. 

Sen. George J. Mitchell, D-Maine, was to co-chair 
the hearing with Parliament Member Ronald Irwin 
of Sault Ste. Marie, Ontario. 

“The problems of pollution from the Midwest and 
Canada falling on Maine and throughout New 
England in the form of acid rain has been a troubl- 
ing phenomenon for years, but has only recently 
been considered a major problem,”’ Mitchell said 
Monday in a speech to the Maine Legislature. 

‘No matter what we do in Maine to keep our air 
clean, it will have no impact in controlling what 
other states send our way,” he said. ‘‘We can only 
hope for a reasonable national solution.” 

Maine Environmental Protection Commissioner 
Henry E. Warren said in an interview, ‘‘No one 
believes Maine or its neighboring states are falling 
apart today because of this pollution fallout, but 
long-range projections promise the problem will 
get a lot worse unless something is done about it 
now.” 

Warren said research by his department and the 
University of Maine has shown pollution from coal- 
burning industries in the Midwest and Canada has 
traveled in the airstreams and dropped concentra- 
tions of sulfur on the Northeast in the form of rain- 
fall. 

University of Maine geologist Stephen A. Norton 
said acidic fallout from out-of-state industry has 
already had a telling effect on Maine. 

“There are several dozen lakes in Maine that 
can’t support a reproducing fish population because 
of their vulnerability to acidic rain,” he said. 

He said individual states have met the federal re- 
quirements for cutting down on air pollution but the 
government has ignored the overall affect of their 
activities. 

“They've got to take a broader look at their 
regulations, to see how one state’s activities may be 
damaging another's. It’s a difficult issue because it 
only affects states downwind — primarily New 
England, New York, New Jersey and Penn- 
sylvania.”’ he said. 

Attorney General James E. Tierney has threaten- 
ed to bring legal suit against states determined to 
be the source of acid rain. 


Blind bike rider 
to cross nation 


AMHERST, Mass. (UPI) — Thomas Dickey, 71, of 
Palo Alto, Calif., is legally blind. But he says that 
won't stop him from bicycling 3,600 miles across the 
nation to attend his 50th class reunion at Amherst 
College this spring. 

Despite Dickey’s inability to see since college 
because of a degenerative disease of the retina, he 
has continued to pedal about 6,000 miles a year for 
pleasure and exercise. 

Now he plans to fulfill a life-long dream by cycl- 
ing from California to Massachusetts on a tandem 
bicycle with riding partner Chris Sammartano, 21, 
an Amherst native and English major who will get 
his diploma from Amherst in May. 

Dickey, who also majored in English at Amherst 
before he graduated in 1931, recently switched from 
solo bicycling to riding a tandem because of further 
deterioration of his eyesight. ‘I kept riding into 
parked cars,’’ he said in a telephone interview from 
California. 

“T can’t be of help to the guy in front as far as see- 
ing something coming, but it’s no handicap as far as 
riding a bicycle,"’ said Dickey of his blindness. 

Dickey has trained for the long ride by biking as 
much as he can with area cyclists whom he pays an 
hourly rate to pedal on 100-mile trips through the 
countryside near his home. 

“For a blind person, cycling has a sense of speed 
and action you don't get in other sports,’’ Dickey 
said. 

Dickey, who is retired, earned a masters degree 
from Columbia University in counseling and work- 
ed as a counselor primarily for the blind until 1965. 

Then he joined the faculty of Southern Illinois 
University where he received a masters in 
rehabilitation. ’ 

Despite Dickey’s prior involvement with other 
blind people, he said he is not making the trip to 
gain recognition for the blind, but for his own 
| enjoyment. : 

“It is also a good chance to get in a good long bike 
ride," he said. 

However, Amherst College officials said Dickey’s 
plans have gained the attention of the United States 
Association of Blind Athletes as well as the Associa- 
tion of Retired Persons, 

“It’s such a feat for a blind man of his age," said 
Amherst College Assistant Secretary for Pubic Af- 
fairs Carl Vigeland. i 

“Many people make cross-country bike trips, 
Vigeland said. “It has even been done by one person 
Dickey’s age and one young blind person. But I am 
quite sure no one who was blind and Dickey’s age 
has ever made the trip.” 

Dickey and Sammartano will leave April 20 ona 
southern route, going an average of 100 miles a day 
through Arizona, New Mexico and Texas to Kansas, 
to avoid bad weather.

Mental Health 
Courage of convictions

Recently a student who took the SAT exams for college entrance was 
able to demonstrate that his answer to one question was incorrectly 
marked. Asa result, it required the re-marking of thousands of exams. 


Such an event demonstrates te power that conviction in one’s beliefs 
carries. This young man was convinced that the way he answered one 
math question was correct. To prove his point, he made a model of the 
geometry problem and demonstrated that his answer was, In fact, cor- 
rect. It took courage and conviction to stand up for his belief; it took 
resourcefulness to demonstrate clearly that he was right 


This was done in an atmosphere of doubt by many around him, but with 
the support of his father. There is the prevailing belief that the testing 
service, with all of its professors, can’t be wrong. But as with all mortals, 


even these people, can be — and were 


wrong. 


This incident presents a model for all of us to follow. Too often people do 
not have the courage to pursue their convictions. They readily allow 
themselves to be swayed from their beliefs by the discouragement of 
disbelievers or by the inconvenience and/or uncertainty of being able to 
demonstrate the basis for their beliefs. 


The heroes of the past, be they in politics, sports, science, or business, 
were successful because they had the courage of their convictions that 
enabled them to persist until they succeeded. 


Thomas Edison would never have invented the light bulb had he not had 
the persistence, imagination and belief that his goal could be achieved. 


In 1948, there was general belief that Harry Truman would lose his bid 
for re-election. He believed in himself, scoffed at the polls, and convinced 
voters that he had what they needed, and he won. History already has 
recorded his administration as outstanding. 


The people who reap the greatest success are those who set their eyes 
on a reasonable goal and who are guided by an inner conviction that 
enables them to marshall their resources to accomplish:the objectives. 
Ordinary and extra-ordinary mortals are included.

Cacciatore, Smith 
pursuebig league career

There are very few who ever get the 
chance to take the journey, but for 
those who do, it is an experience that 
is never forgotten. The final step — 
The Majors — is filled with glamour, 
six-figure salaries, and on the down 
side of the scale, a lifetime of 
pressure. The lesser seen side of that, 
however, is the Minor Leagues, where 
three-hour bus rides through outback 
towns in Mississippi and Tennessee 
are the norm rather than the excep- 
tion. 

Former Waltham High pitcher Paul 
Cacciatore has been traveling that 
road for seven years now. Newton 
North's Mike Smith has done it for 
four. They are the only two local 
athletes out of the thousands who 
have played the game during that 
span who are receiving that one 
golden opportunity. 

Both are currently in Double A ball, 
having progressed up the ranks from 
the Rookie League in their first years. 
Both are striving to complete the final 
jump, although there are slight dif- 
ferences. Cacciatore, originally sign- 
ed directly out of Waltham High by 
the New York Mets, is now toiling for 
the Houston Astros organization, a 
franchise with more quality pitchers 
than possibly any team in baseball. 
Smith, conversely, is with the Atlanta 
Braves, a team in need of pitching. 
Smith’s chances seem better. 

But Cacciatore, a powerful 
righthander who was recently clocked 
at 97-miles per hour, feels this could 
be his year. “I talked to Paul last 
week and he’s very optimistic,” says 
his father, Frank. “He said that he 
hates to see anyone get hurt, but if 
somebody does, then he could be one 
of the first ones in line to be called 
up.” 

Cacciatore, who is training in 
Cocoa, Florida with the Astros Triple 
A farm club, impressed manager Bill 
Virdon last week when he faced nine 
Astros without allowing a hit. Paul 
told me that Virdon came up to him 
afterward and gave him a pat on the 
back, saying ‘nice job,'” related 
Frank. "It was a good indication, but 
right now Paul's looking for

something a little more substantial 
than that.” 

The Minor League road has taken 
Cacciatore to a wide variety of places 
in seven years — none considered 
garden spots. After signing with the 
Mets in 1976, he was sent to Marian, 
Virginia in the Appalacian League. 
His next two years were spent at Dou- 
ble A in Wausau, Wisconsin (Midwest 
League) and Lynchburg, Virginia 
(Carolina League). He made the 
move to Double A in '79, playing for 
Jackson, Miss. of the Texas League 
before being traded to Houston and 
Columbus, Georgia (Southern 
League) midway through the '80 
season. In a move that Cacciatore 
says is a good sign, the Astros gave up 
major league hurler Mike Mendoza to 
obtain him from the Mets. 

He spent last September in the In- 
structional League in Tuscon, Arizona 
before heading for winter ball for 
three months in Columbia, South 
America. His resume reads like that 
of an Army brat. 

“The traveling is difficult and 
sometimes depressing,’ says Paul's 
father, ‘but every step he has made 
has been one of progress. As long as 
he's doing that he's happy.” 

Despite being traded to a team 
which already counts such pitchers as 
Nolan Ryan, Don Sutton and J.R. 
Richard on its major league roster, 
Cacciatore is happy with the deal. 
“He's just got so much confidence,” 
said Frank. ‘‘He’s very pleased to be 
with a contender and he would love to 
pitch in the Astrodome. With his 
fastball I think he’d be awesome in 
that park.” 

Cacciatore's stats last year certain- 
ly bear that out. He fanned 129 batters 
in 136 innings at Jackson and Colum- 
bus with his blazing fastball. Control, 
however, was sometimes a problem. 
Paul also walked 80, ‘He's always 
had trouble with that,” said Frank. 
“Lately he's really gotten better with 
it, though. He's picked up a lot of 
finesse and become a much smarter 
pitcher in the time he’s been in the 
minors.” 

Smith has only been playing pro 
baseball for four years, but like Cac- 
ciatore, he has seen quite a bit of the 
United States in his travels. A 
graduate of Newton North in 1976, 
Smith played for a year under Moe 
Maloney (the current Watertown 
High manager) at Mass. Bay Com- 
munity College before attracting the 
interest of Lenny Merullo, a member 
of the Major League Scouting Bureau. 

A 6-6, 220-pound righthander, Smith 
posted a 13-0 record and a 2.51 ERA 
that season for Maloney, but the per- 
formance that really caught 
Merullo’s eye came against Southern 
Essex College when he tossed a no- 
hitter. 

“Merullo had come to see a kid for 
the other team who was pitching the 
second game of the doubleheader,” 
remembers Steve Smith, Mike’s 
father. ‘After he saw Mike perform, 





he didn’t even stick around for the se- 
cond game. He had seen the kid he 
wanted to sign.” 

Pure Frank Merriwell stuff? 
Maybe, but the way it actually hap- 
pened. Smith was quickly signed to a 
contract by the Braves, who sent him 
to Kingsport, Tenn. of the Rookie 
League. That was in 1978. He was 9-4 
at Kingsport, even receiving a plaque 
from Hank Aaron, now a member of 
the Atlanta front office, for finishing 
with an ERA under 3.00. 

In '79 he went to Greenwood, S.C. 
and the Western Carolina League (’A’ 
ball), where an injury to a rib muscle 
under his arm forced him to miss the 
last month of the season. He still went 
9-6, however, so the Braves advanced 
him to the Carolina League and a 
team in Durham, N.C. last year. 

That promotion brought Smith his 
finest year yet as he recorded a 12-3 
record with a sparkling 2.51 ERA. 
“Mike's goal now is to make the ma- 
jors in two or three years,’’ says 
Steve, who just returned from West 
Palm Beach, where the Braves train. 

Smith has had the advantage of 
receiving advice from a couple of 
pretty knowledgable people. Pitching 
coach Johnny Sain, who is renown for 
nurturing such 20-game winners as 
Jim Kaat, Mickey Lolich and Denny 
McLain (among many others), work- 
ed with Smith on his slider last fall in 
the Instructional League and current- 
ly former Red Sox hurler Bob Veale is 
providing pointers. 

“It’s a grind, no doubt about it,” 
says Steve. ‘But Mike's just happy to 
still be here. Most of the guys he sign- 
ed with have been cut in the last four 
years, so he knows how tough it is to 
stick. 

Smith's best effort this spring came 
against the Braves' Triple A team 
when he pitched three innings without 
surrendering a hit. 

So the battle continues, While the 
Nolan Ryans are signing multi- 
million dollar contracts, the Paul Cac- 
ciatores and Mike Smiths are working 
for much, much less for the chance to 
reach a similiar plateau.

But Waban's Lisel Judge did. 

The retiring coach of the Brandeis 
University women's fencing team 
recently completed her 25th con- 
secutive year without a losing season. 
Even more remarkable is the fact 
that only once did any of her teams 
ever lose more than two matches ina 
single schedule. Her career record in 
dual matches is 169-9, an incredible 
.950 winning percentage. 

Throw in 16 New England cham- 
pionships, three apeearances in na- 
tional competitions and one second 
place finish at the National Inter- 
collegiate Championships, and you 
get some idea of the dramatic impact 
this woman has had on her little- 
publicized sport. 

Looking back on her formidable 
coaching record, Lisel Judge is even 
impressed herself. ‘It is amazing, I 
quess, when you consider that some of 
the schools we face have full-time fen- 
cing coaches who can devote much 
more time to instruction and prepara- 
tion. Since I have additional duties as 
assistant to the athletic director and 
administrator of the Brandeis 
physical ecuation program, I think we 
do quite well. We certainly hold our 
own against any of the Ivy League 
schools,"’ she says, matter-of-factly. 

Lisel Judge was introduced to fenc- 
ing in her native Germany. “The 
family doctor had a daughter who had 
won fencing medals in the Olympics

several times as a teenage,”’ she says. 
“He told my mother that if his 
daughter could do it, then so could 
hers. So, at the age of 10, I was sent off 
to fencing lessons three times a week. 
At that time in Germany, you did 
what you were told; you didn't ask 
questions.”' 

The lessons paid off. She became a 
member of the German Olympic Fen- 
cing Team in 1936, but refused to com- 
pete for Adolph Hitler's government. 

When she emigeated to this country 
in 1938 at the age of 22 with her hus- 
band and nine-month-old daughter, 
Lisel Judge was surprised at the lack 
of interest in fencing in the New 
England area. She decided if fencing 
was going to be an established com- 
petitive sport here, it would have to be 
organized and taught properly. 

Toward this end, she taught fencing 
atthe YWCA, Simmons College, Dana 
Hall School and Pine Manor Junior 
College. In 1939, she founded the 
Boston Women’s Fencing Club. In 
1948, the year Brandeis was founded, 
she organized the first all-women 
tournament in New England. Later, 
she founded the National Women’s 
Fencing Coaches Association and the 
New England Women's Inter- 
collegiate Fencing Association, which 
she served as its first president. 

Slowly, interest in fencing grew, 
and Lisel Judge-the New England 
Fencing Champion from 1939 to 1944— 
gained a wide reputation as a fencing 
instructor. 

A newspaper article about her at- 


tracted Brandeis’ attention, and she 
began to teach fencing at the UNiver- 
sity on a part-time basis in 1955. To 
become a full-time faculty member, 
she returned to school at Boston 
University to earn a_ bachelor’s 
degree in physical education in 1967. 

During her first five years at 
Brandeis, she was a_ resident 
counselor and quickly became known 
as a person whose door was always 
opne to students. Many years later, 
she went on to acquire a master’s 
degree in counseling from Nor- 
theastern University. 

“Students all flock to me with their 
troubles,’ says this tall regal looking 
woman. ‘The boys even call me 'Ma.’ 
I still hear from students who 
vraduated 20 years ago. When I leave, 
that's what I will miss most—the 
students.”’ 

When she retires in June, Lis 
Judge hopes to continue her asso 
tion with Brandeis in some capacity, 
perhaps joining its National Women's 
Committee in Fort Lauderdale, where 
she will make her home. An ac- 
complished pianist and cellist, she 
will also devote more time to playing 
chamber music, one of her favorite 
pasttimes. For Lisel Judge-- 
legendary fencing coach, organizer of 
countless fencing and physical educa- 
tion clinics over the past 40 years, 
friend and confidante to students—an 
impedning retirement is not the 
beginning of the end. 

“T think of it as a challenge to a new 
beginning,’’ she smiles.

Suburban rivals have to catch Tigers 


The process continues from year to 
year with very little alterations in the 
script. The names change, but the 
record stays the same.

"I don’t want to sound immodest," 
says coach Fred Yaitanes, ‘‘but that's 
just the way things are.

But 
Caldicott, fully recovered from an 
achilles tendon injury which plagued 
him during the indoor season, is ex- 
pected to fill the shoes nicely. 

Schichilone will anchor the pole 
vault, where his best has been 13 feet 
in practice. He's placed in the league 
meet two years running and was se- 
cond in last year's Class A meet. ‘He 
has the potential to be the best vaulter 
in Massachusetts," said Yaitanes. 

The third captain, Drew, will run 
the low and high hurdles. His 
qualifications? Only the state indoor 
hurdle champion this past winter. 
Any wonder why the Tigers always 
win? 

Seniors Mike Margolis and Rich 
Michelson along with sophomore 
Ralph Davis (a 10.6 100 in a pre- 
season meet with Andover) will 
switch back and forth between the 100 
and 220 while senior Peter Noblie is 


expected to be the main force in the 
440. 

Bill Drew, another member of the 
running Drews (a third brother, John, 
is also on the team) moves up from 
the 440 to run the 880 this year.

Health fairs to be 
held in Newton 


NEWTON — The American. Red 
Cross, in conjunction with WCVB-TV, 
WHDH, the Shawmut Banks, and the 
National Health Screening Council, 
will be sponsoring a National Health 
Fair Week from April 26 through May 
2throughout New England. 

Sites for health fairs to be held in 
this area include Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital on Thursday, April 30; 
Needham YMCA on Wednesday, 
April 29; and Charles River Hospital 
on Saturday, May 2. Donna Gould, 
William Fitz and Mary Ann Tormey 
are serving as site coordinators for 
the West Suburban Chapter, 
American Red Cross. 

The National Health Screening 
Council has developed a model plan 
for health fairs throughout the coun- 
try. At each health fair the following 
basic screenings are available for 
free: height and weight, blood 
Pressure, anemia, visual acuity, 
review and referral. An optional blood 
chemistry analysis is also available 
for a small fee. Additional screenings 
may also be available at individual 
health fairs. 

This concept of the health fair is 
designed to provide multiple health 
screenings in convenient locations, 





promote self-assessment and health 
education, detect potential diseases in 
early stages, help participants 
understand how daily life-style 
choices and habits affect total health 
status, and encourage participants to 
assume significant responsibility for 
their health through practicing 
positive health behavior. 

A basic part of each health fair is 
education, review and follow-up. 
Education exhibits and materials will 
be available, as well as explanations 
of test procedures and their 
significance, and individual con- 
sideration of questions and concerns. 

Volunteer health professionals will 
help each participant to identify 
health goals, understand the im- 
portance of disease prevention, 
understand test results, and locate 
resources and community services. 
Volunteer health professionals will 
also follow-up after the health fair by 
mailing test results to all par- 
ticipants, suggesting appropriate ac- 
tion, and encouraging positive 
changes in health habits. 

Residents of the community are in- 
vited to attend the health fairs and 
take a positive step toward better 
health.

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The irreverent jabs came fast and 
frequently. Neither the professional 
counselors who were his hosts, nor the 
Media, not Erica Jong, or post- 
materialist culture were safe from 
the humorous lashing of clinical 
psychologist Thomas J. Cottle’s 
scrutiny. Yet, beneath his quips, the 
Channel 2 talk show host revealed a 
sympathetic concern for our ‘‘superb 
culture,”’ 

Thomas Cottle, Ph.D., lecturer in 
the Department of Psychiatry at Har- 
vard Medical School, was the keynote 
Speaker Friday at the Parents 
Counseling Association of New 
England spring conference on Family 
sis at the Espousal Center in 
Waltham 

He reminded the approximately 150 
counselors that ‘‘people have amaz- 
ing insights into their own lives nd 
warned against pro-nackaged percep- 
tions. ‘For the past 15 years, ‘‘he said, 
‘| have been talking to people about 
how they lead their lives and I'm 
beginning to feel more and more that 
what stifles them is outside, not in- 
side." 

A psychologist in private practice, 
his talks with people have resulted in 
five books: Children’s Secrets; Hid- 
den Survivors; Busing: Children in 
Jail; and Getting Married. 

He chided his collleagues for some 
of their lapses. ‘I don't think people 
who come for therapy should be the 
subject of writings or conference 
discussions without their permis- 
sion,” he said. The ‘‘bits and pieces 
from various lives’’ that he was about 
to share, he explained, came from 
“conversations"’ with people he was 
not treating. 

“A lot of people doing noble work 
are getting absolutely no credit,” he 
said, criticizing the media because 
they go after sensational stories.‘‘It's 
hard to maintain a family in any 
way,"’ he said. And, paraphrasing 
Robert Coles, added,‘‘getting through 
the day is the ‘quintessential achieve- 
ment.""”” 

Erica Jong is a ‘magnificent 
talent,"’ he said. Nevertheless, he 
lambasted her for an article in 
Parade magazine in which she defin- 
ed the ‘Men of the Eighties,’’ naming 
only white males. And, while he was 
on the subject of the feminist, he sug- 
gested that men might better be call- 
ed ‘sexist lambs than pigs’’ because 
they are products of their culture too 
and fear change. 

We have gone beyond materialism 
to a ‘“‘gastro-intestinal theory of liv- 
ing," the iconoclast said. ‘People are 
filling their lives with whatever 
comes along as if they are empty 

vessels. He continued, they totally im- 
merse themselves in something for a 
few months, digest it and finding it un- 
satisfactory, pass on to the newest 
fad. The current idiom using “‘into,"’ 
such as “I'm into gardening," is an 
acknowledgment of the phenomenon. 

“They are more concerned with the 
reality of characters on the soap 
operas than they are with real peo- 
ple,’ he charged. Listening to other 
people, he advised, is a good way to 
begin tuning into ourselves. 

he proceded to demonstrate what he 
meant by telling the stories of people 
to whom he has listened. They includ- 
ed a young construction worker, a 
middle-aged unemployed man, a 
young woman who attempted suicide, 
a teenage boy, and an elderly woman.

The construction worker and his 
wife were on satisfying career paths 
until he suffered a heart attack in his 
thirties. A second hear attack soon 
followed and after a long recupera- 
tion, he had difficulty finding a job. In 
the meantime, they switched roles. 

The man said it was ‘‘no big deal.” 
He'd clean inside instead of outside, 
cook several meals a week instead of 
one. After a while, however, he said, 
“Construction work was never so 
hard." 

He understood for the first time how 
his wife felt when she insisted that the 
children finish their milk. After plan- 
ning the meals, shopping, cooking, 
cleaning the glasses, and setting the 
table, he said, ‘‘You have the feeling 
you have put out such an effort for 
them, you want them to eat it whether 
they like it or not.” 

“I’m becoming Mrs. Housewife 
U.S.A.,”" he said, after cleaning the 
closets. When his wife watched televi- 
sion after work and asked, ‘‘What do 
we have that’s cold to drink?”’ he said, 
“That's when I found out what 
women’s lib is about.”” 

Because society defines work as a 9 
to 5 job, five days a week, which br- 
ings in a paycheck, the former con- 
struction workers felt that, like his in- 
valid father had, he was shriveling 
up. Unable to find work, and aware 
that society measures a man by his 
work, he confessed, ‘‘I can’t love my 
wife enough no matter how great she 
is if I’m nota man.” 

A year-and-a-half later, he left 
home and has not been heard from 
since. 

The second case history was that of 
a 39-year-old unemployed, unmarried 
man discussing his mother's death. ‘I 
watched my mother die like an artist 
getting ready to paint her,’’ he said, 
observing how the illness changed her 
color and shape. 

“T never felt so bad as when my 
mother passed,"' he told Dr. Cottle. 
The man went to the hospital every 
day, more often than his brothers and 
sisters. “It was like I was a child and 
someone got more potatoes or 
Christmas presents. If they came ten 
times, I came 110."" 

As he sat and watched her 
deteriorate, he contemplated his own 
death, wondering whether he'd have 
somebody who loved him to sit and 
care

Mrs. Mitchell said, ‘In the 1980s, 
the overriding problem confronting 
Newton’s schools is the necessity of 
preserving quality education in a 
climate of fiscal austerity. 

‘We in Newton have long been pro- 
ud of the fact that our schools are na- 
tionally recognized for their ex- 
cellence. The means for financing 
public schools is now shrinking, 
creating a far-reaching ripple effect 
that is felt throughout the system. We 
can anticipate that this decline in our 
ability to finance the school system 
will continue, at teast for the short 
term. How is educational excellence 
in Newton to be preserved? It is vital 
that Newton explore all available op- 
tions for keeping educational quality 
high while still cutting costs. 

“The proposed school budget now 
before the Board of Alderman is a 
good example of this process,"’ she 
said. ‘‘Many of the cuts made this 
year, however, are cuts that can be 
made only once. For example, lunch 
subsidy for children not receiving 
public assistance has been virtually 
eliminated for the next school year. 
This year’s costs of $206,193 will be 
reduced 87.6 percent to $25,566. This 
substantial savings will in no way 
reduce Newton's educational quality, 
but other savings of this magnitude 
will cut increasingly close to the bone 
unless new avenues of cost reduction 
are found.”

“Energy costs remain a_ serious 
concern for all schools,’ the can- 
didate said. ‘Next year the entire 
Savings realized by the consolidation 
of the Claflin School will go into in- 
creased fuel costs. Fuel costs are 
closely allied with costs of 
maintenance. In both these areas, 
strong citizen support and involve- 
ment could help to realize great sav- 
ings. 

“T suggest that a citi advisory 
board, including professionals in 
these fields, be convened by the Divi- 
sion of Support Services so that a wide 
range of outside advice could be 
sought for school fuel and 
maintenance problems. In the past, 
there have been cases in which con- 
tractors have not been forced to make 
good when work done on_ school 
buildings has proven unsatisfactory. 
A citizen advisory board should be 
able to help eliminate future in- 
stances of this problem,” she said.

NEWTON — The Newton Consumer 
Protection Division is facing a budget 
crunch that is making it difficult for 
the agency to provide effective con- 
sumer complaint services for Newton 
residents and for persons dealing with 
Newton businesses, according to the 
agency’s co-coordinators. 

Mary Ann Albert and Fredi 
Shonkoff explained that the State 
Legislature this year cut back its ap- 
propriation for the Local Consumer 
Aid Fund, a fund administered by the 
attorney general's office and divided 
among 25 state consumer groups, 
which forced the 3-year-old agency to 
reduce its budget from $7900 last year 
to $5800. 

The agency's eight-volunteer staff 
mediates 40 consumer complaints a 
month involving automobile repairs, 
used cars, warranties for defective 
goods and services and disputes with 
businesses at the Chestnut Hill Mall. 

The staff, which receives 120 in- 
formation calls each month on the 
agency's consumer hotline, advises 
people how to handle their consumer 
problems. 

Ms. Shonkoff said that the staff, 
forced by the agency’s tight budget to 
reduce its work week from 28 ‘2 hours 
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concurrently, a defendant who com- 
mits a crime while on bail.

One of the goals 
that is implicit in this kind of a budget 
approach, in our support of the addi- 
tional $300 million, is to avoid pitting 
the traditional receipients of state 
services against the traditional reci- 
pients of municipal services, the 
elderly against the school child, the 
physically abused and emotionally 
unstable against the home owner. 


“Finally, the cutting of the state 
budget is one very important part of a 
total response to proposition 2 42. The 
referendum vote on Proposition 2 % 
was more than anything a vote of no 
confidence in the Legislature. It was 
an expression by the electorate that 
the General Court could not be 
counted upon to curb its wastefu! 
spending practices. 


“The public will not accept action 
by the Legislature which merely 
substitutes one form of taxation for 
another or effectively repeals part of 
proposition 2 % thus, depriving the 
residential property owner of an- 
ticipated savings. 


“If we are to have the credibility 
with the public to deal with proposi- 
tion 2 2, we must put our own finan- 
cial house in order. We must subject 
our budget to the same microscopic 
examination that cities and town are 
oe through with their budget,” he 
Said.

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» Maria Mercuri doesn't follow the crowd

AUBURNDALE-— Too often, on too 
many buildings, in too many 
headlines, and in too many studies 
which talk about the rise in teenage 
alchohol and drug use, we see sharp 
evidence that today's youth seems to 
be leading a life that is increasingly 
destructive. 


Vandalism, violence, and drug and 
alchohol use are widespread among 
today’s adolescents, more so than 
ever before. In the face of this, 
however, it is encouraging to note that 
not all kids follow these trends. 


Some, like Maria Mercuri of 
Auburndale, believe in the need for 
responsible behavior and _ strong 
character, not in the adult years when 
it may be too late, but in youth, when 
characters are being shaped and 
destinies determined. 


Maria was one of 186 high school 
students from Massachusetts to at- 
tend the Hugh O'Brian Youth Leader- 
ship Foundation seminar held in 
Boston March 19-22. 


The Mt. Alvernia sophomore was 
elected by two fellow students and two 
teachers to represent her school as 
“Sophomore of the Year,”’ and was 
then chosen by the Boston Jaycees, 


O'Brian, a former actor, to givehigh 
school students an incentive for in- 
creased participation in leadership 
positions. The weekend, said Maria, 
was ‘‘very inspiring.” 


“In one weekend, I learned more 
about business management, leader- 
ship, and the basic economy of the 
country than I ever have in high 
school,” said Maria. 


The speakers at the seminar must 
have been inspiring to the students, 
who spent the weekend at the Park 
Plaza Hotel. They inluded Sen. Ted 
Kennedy, Commissioner of Com- 
merce and Development James 
Carlin, tv reporters Gail Harris and 
Paula Lyons, and many other én- 
trepreneurs in the business communi- 
ty. 


“T think that the foundation is a 
very important thing, and that I was 
very lucky to be chosen," said Maria. 
“The adults who spoke were very 
helpful.” 


The students listened to lectures on 
how to build up a business from 
scratch and how to assume a leader- 
ship role in everything from politics to 
technology. Roleplaying games were 
played by the teenagers to give them 
a better idea of the kinds of situations 
that businessmen encounter. 


Maria and the other students were 


who sponsored the seminar, to repre- chosen to attend the seminar on the 


an essay that the students wrote on 
how theyshave demonstrated leader- 
ship potential. 


Maria, like the others, had high 
grades and was involved in a number 
of activities. She was a member of the 
yearbook staff at St. Jean's elemen- 
tary school, secretary of her 
freshman class and president of her 
sophomore class atMt. Alvernia’s. 
She was also a volunteer at Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital. 


But it was past experience that has 
given Maria a maturity and sense of 
responsibility. It is natural on her, not 
stilted as it often is when manners 
have been forced on youngsters by 
well-meaning parents. 


Maria's parents have both been 
working since she was 7. 


“I was taking a lot of responsibility 
at a very young age. When | worked 
around the house I had to do more, T 
noticed,, than a lot of kids my age,” 
said Marie. 


“T had to be alone a-lot, but my 
brother Frank was working part-time 
and he would be home sometimes. I 
cooked, got the meals ready, took 
care of the house, and things like 
that,”’ she said, 


Maria has given thought to her 
future, and she said that she does plan 
to go to college, and that she is “‘try- 
ing to narrow down" what she will 
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“T would really like to go into 
medicine, because | really like 
biology,’’ said Maria. ‘But I might 
also like to be a fashion designer. I 
know they're two entirely different 
things!”’ she said with a laugh. 

It was obviously more than just 
having plans to go to college or being 
a member of dance committees at her 
school that earned Maria the honor of 
attending the youth leadership 
Seminar. For a 15-year-old, her 
outlook on life is mature and realistic. 
It is an outlook that she accepts with a 
remarkable ease. 

“Ever since I can remember, I've 
been brought up to do good, to try to 
succeed and be as good as I can at 
what I want to do,” she explained. 

“T've noticed that there are those 
(students) who don't really care 
about what they do about their life. 
When test time comes, they'll study, 
but that’s it,”’ she said. 

“They should do what they think is 
best for them. They shouldn't follow 
what everyone else does, and even 
though they can't always do what they 
want to do, they should at least do 
what they think is right,” Maria said. 

Although this advice makes it sound 
as though Maria has her act together, 
she admits that ‘‘doing it is what's 
hard.” ‘ 

“For me to have a good education 
has always been very important to 
my parents,’'she said. “I've been 
brought up to make a stable life for 
myself, and to always have that

and this will be his debut as a con- 
ductor. 

The guest soloist in this Celebrated 
Artist/Master Class program is the 
venerable concertmaster of the 
Boston Symphony, Joseph Silvers- 
tein. Silverstein is a Newton resident 
and has been a long-time friend of.the 
city’s orchestra. His famous and 
much-loved silky tone will serve very 
well in Beethoven's Violin Concerto in 
D. 

The concerto was written in 1806 at 
approximately the same time as the 
Rasumovsky quartets, the Fourth 
Symphony and the opera ‘‘Fiedlio.”

the grand Ninth Symphony and the 
monumental Missa Solemnis — this 
same Beethoven had just composed a 
charming, lithe, ebullient little sym- 
phony in F major, his Eighth. In some 
respects it is a backward glance at the 
musical world of Haydn and Mozart 
as it uses the same size orchestra and 
is of length comparable to the sym- 
phonies of the two earlier masters. 


The first movement has the feeling 
of a rousing Austrian folk dance. The 
second is the musical equivalent of a 
delicate Viennese clock. The third 
movement is a hearty minuet (after 
Beethoven had so brashly replaced 
the minuet with the lively scherzo in 
his earlier works) and the last is a 
good humored rondo full of harmonic 
jokes and melodic quips.

eart attacks, 
sports in- 
juries, home 
accidents 
and serious, 
acute illness 
all bring pa- 
tients to the Emergency Depart- 
ment at Newton-Wellesley Hospital. 
Just as significant is the number 
of automobile accident victims 
transported to NWH from nearby 
Rte. 128, Rte. 9 and the Mass, Pike. 
A recent emergency patient was 
Arthur Brown of Newton, a sus- 







pected heart attack victim com- 
plaining of chest pains. 

A triage nurse evaluated his 
condition and guided him into a pri- 
vate treatment room where a nurse 
and doctor obtained his medical his- 
tory and initiated treatment. 

Within minutes, an intravenous 
line was started and an EKG 
(cardiogram) taken to determine the 
rate and rhythm of his heart. At the 
same time, an emergency nurse 
| gave him nitroglycerin for his pain 
| and started him on oxygen to help 
him breathe. 

Mr. Brown was admitted to the 
Coronary Care Unit. After three 
| days of tests, his physician deter- 
mined his chest pains were caused 
by angina, which often mimics a 
heart attack. 

A more atypical emergency situa- 
tion involved Salvatore Domek, who 
almost died from anaphylactic 
shock when a bee stung his neck 
last September. 

“I had an immediate allergic reac- 
tion. I broke into a rash and went 
into shock,” Mr. Domek said. His 
fellow workers at the Newton Traf- 
fic Division called in the rescue 
squad from Newton. They gave him 
a shot of adrenalin, which kept him 
alive until he arrived at Newton- 











Wellesley Hospital, according to 
NWH Emergency Department 
Chief Dr. Desmond P. Colohan. 

A team of eight doctors and 
nurses worked on Mr. Domek. They 
gave him oxygen, set up an I.V., 
monitored his blood pressure and 
treated him for aol 

Mr. Domek spent the night in the 
hospital for medical observation and 
was released the next morning. 

Mr. Brown’s and Mr. Domek’s 
emergency care illustrates the 
Emergency Department’s goal: to 
previde optimal care for individuals 
and to make their recovery as com- 
fortable as possible. 

To help realize this goal, five full- 
time physicians specially trained in 
emergency medicine staff the 
department 24 hours a day, 7 days 
a week, on a rotating schedule. 

In an effort to create a more effi- 
cient emergency medicine system, 
the Emergency Department has 
undergone major renovations. Four 
new treatment rooms, an enlarged 
waiting area, new central air condi- 
tioning, automatic doors, handi- 
capped toilet facilities, a new triage 
area, central desk area and work 
areas for physicians and nursing 

















staff represent the most recent 
physical changes. These renovations 
serve to facilitate patient flow, pro- 
mote greater efficiency, and demon- 
strate the emergency department's 
commitment to providing the best 
possible emergency care.

But neither her husband nor her 
teenage sons realized the extent of 
Jane Clark’s depression. (Jane 
Clark is a fictitious name.) Nor 
were they prepared when Mrs. 
Clark, feeling depressed and 
desperate, took an overdose 
of Valium. 

Mrs. Clark was rushed to the 
Emergency Department of Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital, where she was 
immediately treated for the over- 
dose and then “reoriented” by an 
Emergency Department nurse. 
Within minutes, a clinician from the 
Psychiatric Emergency Team was 
at Mrs. Clark’s bedside to evaluate 
what kind of psychiatric help was 
needed. 

Because of the depth of Mrs. 
Clark’s depression and the suicidal 
risk, the clinician suggested that 
she be admitted to the hospital’s in- 
patient psychiatric unit, 3-East. The 
patient and family agreed. 

On 3-East, Mrs. Clark worked 
with her private psychiatrist, who 
saw her in psychotherapy and pre- 
scribed an antidepressant drug. Her 
husband was seen by the staff social 
worker, who also saw the Clarks as 
a couple. Mrs. Clark also partici- 
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pated in group therapy. 
She found the therapy sessions 
very supportive and, as her depres- 
sion lifted, she realized that she had 
the capability to control her 
impulses. Gradually, she began to 
reestablish family ties via day and 
weekend passes. 





Within three weeks, she was 
ready to enter the NWH Day Hos- 
pital. This is a program operating 
from 9:30 a.m, to 4 p.m. on week- 
days, offering individualized care 
and a treatment plan that includes 
family, group, occupational and ex- 
pressive therapies. She spent six 
weeks in the Day Hospital program, 
and then, to continue work on mari- 
tal problems, both of the Clarks 
participated in group therapy ses- 
sions in the hospital’s Outpatient 
Mental Health Clinic. 

Mrs. Clark's rapid progress was a 
result of her strong inner convic- 
tions to overcome her problems, 
coupled with the collaborative ef- 
forts of her private psychiatrist, the 
Psychiatric Emergency Team, the 
Inpatient and Outpatient depart- 
ments and the Day Hospital. 

In addition to these four psychia- 
tric departments, other comprehen- 
ult and pediatric psychiatry 
services available at NW. 
the Crisis Intervention Team, the 
Geriatric Team, Child Advocacy 
Services and Aftercare Services. 

The most recent move toward ex- 
panding the hospital’s psychiatric 
program is the construction of a 
new 24-bed inpatient psychiatric 


This new addition, expected to be 


open early next year, will establish 
NWH as the first Paseue nonprofit 
hospital in Massac 

quality health care for all acutely ill 
psychiatric patients in a specific 
catchment area, and will therefore 
make available, for the first time, 
the same high level of care to all 
who need these services in the 
community.

Like most women who deliver at 
NWH, Joyce was comforted 
throughout labor and delivery by 
the presence of her husband, who 
stayed by her side. Dr. Morris 
Berdichevsky, a periodontist, not 
only coached his wife through the 
trying labor, but also slept in a cot 
in her hospital room during the first 
two nights following her delivery. 

These veterans of the hospital's 
Prepared Childbirth Education Pro- 
gram admit they were not quite 
ready for a cesarean birth. “We 
really relied on the nurses,” says 
Joyce. “They were so patient and 
reassuring. The care they give 
seems to come from their hearts.” 

Once Joyce had sufficiently re- 
covered from the delivery, the Fam- 
ily-Centered Maternity Program at 
NWH enabled both her and her hus- 
band to spend as much time as they

The primary care nursing orienta- 
tion at NWH offers individualized 
attention to every new mother. 
“The nurses encourage you to get to 
know your baby before you bring 
him home,” explains Joyce, “but 
they don’t force you to do more 
than you feel ready to do.” 

Big sister Candice, who was born 
at NWH two-and-a-half years ago, 
was also allowed to visit her new 
brother in the infant viewing area. 

“Our experience was terrific from 
the moment we entered the hospital 
to the last evening, when we 
enjoyed a steak and champagne 
congratulatory dinner, That was 
just the treat I needed to lift me out 
of those post-partum blues!” 
says Joyce. 

Joyce Berdichevsky is just one of 
1500 women who, every year, come 
from all over New England to deli-

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Happiness and good 
health are related 


The popularity of exercise regimes 
such as jogging and participant sports 
such as tennis demonstrate that 
Americans are increasingly con- 
scious of keeping their bodies healthy. 


But the growing numner of people 
involved in new meditation techni- 
ques also indicate that we are becom- 
ing aware that the spirit is just as im- 
portant to our well-being. 


Doctors agree that our mental state 
is apt to be reflected in our physical 
condition. Stress can make you sick - 
literally. Being ‘“‘uptight’’ can make 
blood vessels constrict and produce 
changes in the vessels themselves. 
Evidence that colds may be caused by 
our emotional states has been found in 
research showing that there are more 
colds on Monday that any other day of 
the week, indicating a resistance to 
going back to work. 


Because stress and depression play 
such an important part in our well- 
being, mental health experts are urg- 
ing Americans to take a look at their 
lifestyles. One expert points out that 
we as a nation have concentrated on 
having things rather than being. Ac- 
cumualted wealth cannot bring peace 
of mind, we are reminded, but know- 
ing how to enjoy life can bring that 
elusive happiness we have written in- 
to our Declaration of Independence. 

In general, most mental health ex- 


perts suggest these ways to change 
stressful or negative living patterns. 

Regular exercise is an excellent 
way to relax tensions, provide a 
change of pace. 

Set aside time each day to do 
nothing and think of nothing at all, 
just being and becoming more aware 
of yourself. 

Take vacations, both short ones 
over a weekend and longer ones, the 
latter at least once a year. 

Hobbies and other forms of recrea- 
tion are good ways to get yourself to 
relax and enjoy life. 

Serious emotional problems should 
be discussed with professional 
counselors, individually or as a fami- 
ly. 

Cultivate patience; you’ll miss out 
on a lot if you rush through life. 

Share your burdens with others - it 
will help you avoid brooding, which 
only leads to depression. 

Give yoourself an emotional outlet 
when necessary, whether it’s crying 
or buying a new hat. Without such 
outlets, tension can build to an ex- 
ploding point. 

The key to good mental health may 
be found in this definition of happiness 
by Nathaniel Hawthorne: 

Happiness is as a butterfly, which, 
when pursued, is always just beyond 
your grasp, but which, if you will sit 
down quietly, may alight upon you. 
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Just about everybody knows the 
shade from a tree can make life much 
more bearable on hot days, but did 
you know a lounge chair under a 
canopy of leaves is in a temperature 
as much as eight degrees lower that 
the open area around it? If the same 
tree is shading a window from direct 
sun rays, the temperature inside can 
be lowered by 20 degrees. 

According to the American Associa- 
tion of Nurserymen, other benefits 
from nature’s green, growing gifts 
are equally important. 

For example, in mechanical air 
conditioning, air washers are design- 
ed to produce contact between air and 
water to transfer heat and moisture 
between the two and to remove im- 
purities from the air. Trees and other 
plants accomplish this naturally on a 
massive scale. One study published 
by the U.S. Department of the Interior 
showed that a beech tree standing 
alone in the open releases 75 to 100 
gallons of water into the atmosphere 
during a summer day. Expressed 
another way, a mature tree in front of 
a home can produce a cooling effect 
equal to 10 room-size air conditioners 
running 20 hours a day. 

All plants are ‘‘blotters,’’ soaking 
up much of the 12 million tons of 
pollutants released into the at- 
mosphere each year. 

Plants cleanse the air by photosyn- 
thesis: a process by which carbon 
dioxide is removed from the air and 
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Beat the heat ; 


oxygen returned to it. For every ton of 
wood, trees release a ton of oxygen 
and consume one and a half tons of 
carbon dioxide. An apple tree pro- 
duces enough oxygen to supply four 
people for one year.

After this brutal winter, and ever ris- 
ing fuel bills, most homeowners want 
to do something to reduce energy 
costs.

Melon magic in the garden 


Don’t give up on melons in the home 
garden. Home gardeners well into the 
far north can succeed with this often 
troublesome family, if attention is 
paid to culture and varietal selection. 

The first key to melon success is not 
to rush the planting season. Both can- 
taloupes or muskmelons and 
watermelons are most definately 
warm soil and air lovers. Since many 
areas do not have sufficient warm 
days to allow plants directly seeded to 
the garden develop, get a jump on the 
timetable by using started 
transplants. These transplants should 
be purchased in individual peat or 
plastic containers so that roots will 
not be disturbed when placed in the 
garden. 

To add additional soil warmth for 
rapid growth, mulch all melons with 
black plastic. Lay black plastic 2 to 3 
weeks before planting to build up soil 
warmth in earnest. At planting time, 
cut holes at 2 to 3 feet intervals for 
cantaloupe transplants; 6 feet inter- 
vals for watermelons. 

Look for varieties of both can- 
taloupes and watermelons with

shorter season requirements. Hybrid 
cantaloupe varieties such as Ball 1776 
will have ripe fruit in 84 days from 
transplanting. Another hybrid bonus 
is the genetic disease resistance to 
leaf problems. 

When space is at a premium, trellis 
Ball 1776 during vining. Once fruit has 
started to set, cut mesh or nylon strips 
for pouches. Tie these to the trellis 
and rest the fruit in the pouch to 
develop. 

Everybody loves a baby, but not 
enough people gave had the op- 
portunity to appreciate Yellow Baby, 
a short season mid-sized watermelon 
which will succeed where the large 
icebox types fail. What can you expect 
with this yellow melon? Fewer seeds, 
much sweeter flavor that the icebox 
types and produce weighing up to 10 
pounds at harvest time. 

Make sure to use a fertilizer 
developed for early rapid growth at 
transplanting time. To make your 
own organic counterpart, mix 1 cup of 
steamed bonemeal in a gallon of 
water, and use one cup per garden 
plant.

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Stretching the food dollar > 


The rising cost of fresh food makes 
proper refrigerator storage essential 
in the fight against food loss. 

Refrigerator manufacturers today 
include fresh food storage compart- 
ments that help to isolate different 
types of food. But aside from the con- 
venience factor provided by these 
compartments, simple isolation of 
food that may otherwise contaminate 
its neighbor is not enough to save the 
dollars lost to food spoilage. 

The critical issue, according to food 


and refrigeration experts is the pro- 
per balance in the fresh food section 
between humidity and temperature. 

For example, fresh strawberries 
(that average $1.79 a quart in many 
grocery stores) need a cool storage 
temperature and low humidity for a 
storage life of five to seven days. The 
storage life, of course, also depends 
on the age of the food at the time of 
purchase. 

The same balance between 
temperature and humidity applies to 


lettuce. Because the strawberry is a 
fruit, it needs a cool and dry environ- 
ment. 

Lettuce, on the other hand, is a 
leafy vegetable that requires a cool 
temperature and higher relative 
humidity to remain fresh and crisp 
from two to three weeks. 

Today, many of the refrigerators 
that feature meat-keeper compart- 
ments also feature compartment 
temperture controls. Fresh beef, for 
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temperature than normally recom- 
mended for vegetables. 


Given the variety of food stored in 
the refrigerator, one compartment 
that provides the proper environment 
for a single food category is not 
enough.

For safety’s sake 


It’s unfortunate that women, while 
enjoying more freedom than ever 
before, must also be more concerned 
than ever with their saftey. 

But the fact is that violence and 
crime are a grim reality of modern 
life, and the wise woman recognizes 
this. 

Because of the increasing concern 
of women for their safety, police 
departments and community centers 
are offering instruction on self- 
defense for women, as well as the 
elderly. 

Authorities stress that there are 
many preventative measures _in- 
dividuals can take to safeguard 
themselves, as well. 

You should never accept rides from 
strangers, of course. But, if a car 
seems to be pursuing you, scream and 
run in the opposite direction... the 
driver will have to turn around to pur- 
sue you further. 

When walking at night, check to see 
if you are being followed. Always 
walk near the curb, avoiding shrubs, 
dark doorways and shortcuts. Keep a 
tight grip on your purse, preferably 
under your arm. If you spot a 
suspicious-looking person, cross the 
street. If you feel threatened, scream 
and run toa lighted home or business, 
or flag down a passing car. Carry an 
object that you can use as a weapon if 
need be, such as a nail file, an um- 
brella, or a can of hair spray.

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Herbs in your garden 
put spice in your life 


Herbs can really spice up your reper- 
toire of foods and teas. The varieties 
are infinite. Perhaps the most dif- 
ficult decision you'll have to make is 
which ones to grow. 

Decide what the primary purpose of 
your garden will be - cooking, teas, 
cosmetics, natural dyes, fragrances, 
a beautiful yard or magical potions. 

Herbs and spices used in food are 
very nutritious and, and because the 
essential oils are so potent, the herbs 
can be used in small quantities. For 
this reason, they appeal to the 
gardener with limited space and to 
the cook on a budget. 

The history of herbs and spices car- 
ries an aura of mystique, but growing 
them is quite easy. They can be grown 
along with any other flowers or 
vegetables in your garden. 

They are practically immune to 
disease and pests and can be grown in 
most types of soil. The more care you 
give the plants, the greater the 
rewards you'll reap. 

The first step in growing herbs is to 
select the best location - one which 
receives five to eight hours of full 
sunlight per day. The soil needs to 
have good drainage, so the ideal plan- 
ting site should be gently sloped with 
sandy soil.

If such an area is not possible, you 
can build a raised bed. The bed needs 
to hold about 6 inches of soil above the 
normal ground level. 


Railroad ties, fence posts, cement 
blocks or stones can be used for the 
bed walls. You can even attach a 
wooden railing to the bed wall, so you 
can sit down while gardening. 


The bed should next be filled with 
the appropriate soil. For small beds, 
packaged synthetic soils can be used. 

When planting the herbs, you have 
two options: seeds or transplants. If 
you desire only a few plants, it is 
easier to buy small ones to transplant. 

“ To remove the plant trom its con- 
tainer, place the stem between two 
fingers, turn the pot upside down and 
tap the edge against a bench or table. 

Make sure the soil is well watered 
and place the root ball in the ground 
so that the soil comes up to the same 
level on the plant as it did in the con- 
tainer. Add more soil to prevent air 
pockets. 

The area should be well watered. If 
you use a hand-held hose, let the 
water run for a couple of hours each 
time you water. To test the soil, insert 
a finger 1/2 of an inch into the soil 
needs more water.

School budget 


NEWTON — The Finance Com- 
mittee challenged the accountabili- 
ty of school’s “best case” $37.8 
million budget last week, often 
comparing items to city depart- 
ments, 

The $553,160 for unemployment 
compensation for layoffs resulting 
from school closings and com- 
pliance with Proposition 2 42 was 
criticized as a likely overestimate 
by several aldermen. 

James Egan, director of budget 
and accounting for the schools, 
defended the figure, which he said 
was based on 27 weeks of coverage 
at the rate of $148 per week. 

Egan said the estimate was 
realistic and was based on compen- 
sation for around 70 less people 
than will actually be laid off. “The 
basic rate is $142 per week plus $6 
per dependent, so I used $148," he 
explained. 

Correcting Egan, Chairman Ed- 
ward Richmond called the figure 
“a realistic guestimate” and ask- 
ed, ‘What would happen if we cut 


review 


that account and gave it back to 
you later if you needed it.”” 

Richmond's question evoked 
strong reaction from the audience 
of over 100 at the review session. 

Pointing to procedure for other 
city departments, Richmond said, 
“When they make educated 
guesses, we may cut them back or 
put it in budget reserve.” 

School Committee Chairman 
Ann Berwick asked whether this 
would mean a total appropriation 
by the city if the account ran short 
or possible funding by the School 
Department. 

Richmond noted that the schools 
had been able to make up $800,000 
this year in the area of salary in- 
creases. 

Superintendent Aaron Fink 
stressed, ‘‘We were able to do it by 
cutting programs and supplies.” 

“Yes, but you were able to do it 
and that says something to me,” 
Richmond said.

Playground slashes

NEWTON - The number of super- 
vised playgrounds in the city this 
summer will be slashed in half as a 
result of budget cuts made in the 
wake of Proposition 244. 

In a budget hearing at City Hall 
Thursday evening, Recreation Com- 
missioner Russell Halloran presented 
the department's trimmed down $1.6 
million budget to the Finance Com- 
mittee of the aldermanic board. 

The budget, which shows a $133,338 
cut from a year ago, will eliminate 14 
supervised playgrounds citywide. 
This will reduce the number of

playgrounds that are supervised bet- 
ween the hours of 9-12 and 1-4 from 29 
to15. 

According to Halloran, the deter- 
mination as to which playgrounds will 
remain supervised will be based on 
geographical location, attendance 
figures and staff recommendations. 

The decision on what 15 facilities 
will continue to operate as they have 
in the past will be made May 18 by the 
Recreation Commission. 

Calling the time ahead a challenge 
for the department, Halloran stressed 
that those playgrounds losing their

Youths centers may go

NEWTON - Youth Centers in at 
least two areas of the city will either 
face reduced hours or be forced to 
close completely, 

Due to fiscal restraints imposed by 
the Recreation Department’s new $1.6 
million budget, an eight percent cut 
from a year ago, the Newton Com- 
munity Service Youth Center will be 
forced to cut $7,000 from its current 
budget of $27,000. 

These cuts, which are being made 
in the wake of Propostion 2%2, were 
proposed by Recreation Commis- 
sioner Russell Halloran in a budget 


hearing at City Hall Thursday night. 

According to Tony Bibbo, the Ex- 
ecutive Director of the Newton Com- 
munity Service Centers, the Emerson 
school in Newton Upper Falls will 
face a reduction in the number of 
nights it is open and the program at 
Day Jr. High will be eliminated com- 
pletely. 

In explaining the choice for cut- 
backs, Halloran pointed out that it 
was more suitable to the program to 
maintain night hours where police 
and custodial costs were minimal. 

“Police protection is demanded by

The Board of Aldermen's Ad- 
ministration and Planning Com- 
mittee last week unanimously ap- 
proved a resolution to restore the 
two positions to the Treasurer's Of- 
fice proposed budget. 

Ina meeting at City Hall, Scafidi 
argued that the city could lose up to 
$100,000 if the two positions were 


eliminated. 

“You could save $20,000, but it 
will cost you $100,000,” Scafidi told 
aldermen. ‘‘We can’t afford these 
cuts."" 

The Treasurer's Office collects 
all payments from taxpayers to the 
city and invests the funds. 

The loss of the two positions will 
result in an increased work load 
and a backlog of payments and in- 
vestments, according to Scafidi.

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Aldermen approve $863,000 
for revalution by January

NEWTON — City real estate should 
be revalued to ‘‘full and fair’ market 
value by Jan. 1, 1982. 

The Board of Aldermen approved 
$863,000 for a critical accelerated 
revaluation plan that may prevent an 
$11 million additional budget cut Mon- 
day night by a 13 to 4 vote. 

After the revaluation, the average 
assessment for single and two family 
homes is expected to jump from 700 to 
800 percent, according to City 
Assessor Robert Palmer. 

A recent sales ratio analysis con- 
ducted by city assessors shows that 
most of the houses in the city are 
valued at less than 13 percent of their 
“fair market” value as of Jan. 1. 

Under a plan approved by the 
Revenue Department last year, the 
city was slated to complete revalua- 
tion by June 1982. 

If the city’s legal challenge to a re- 
cent state Department of Revenue 


decision is unsuccessful, the only 
alternative to an additional $11 
million budget cut appears to be the 
revaluation approved by aldermen. 

Mayor Theodore Mann, who made 
an urgent appeal to aldermen to ap- 
prove the plan, warned that the addi- 
tional cut would force the layoff of an 
additional 500 municipal employees. 

Mann's proposed fiscal 1982 budget, 
which calls for the elimination of 315 
full time positions, does not include 
the additional cut. 

Aldermen unanimously approved a 
resolution requesting the firm 
scheduled to complete the revaluation 
post a $860,000 bond before a contract 
is signed to assure that work is com- 
pleted on time. 

As a check on the plan, alderri.en 
also unanimously approved a resolu- 
tion to monitor the revaluation plan 
by holding bi-weekly or monthly 
meetings with the revaluation firm. 

Assessor's maintain the only firm 
which has the manpower to complete 


the project is Finnegan Associates of 
Acton. Several firms told assessor's 
they would not risk their reputation 
by taking on the monumental task of 
revaluing city property in only eight 
months. 

Most aldermen felt they had little 
choice, but to approve the plan. 

“T see no other way to go,” said 
Alderman Robert Tennant. “If we 
stop now, I think we will be in big trou- 
ble.”” 

Despite many reservations, Alder- 
man Mark White also supported the 
revaluation. 

“T still say this job can’t be done!”” 
White, who is running for mayor, 
asserted. ‘‘I have spoken to experts. 
The doubt this job can’t be done is 
almost unanimous.” 

He added, “‘I am going to vote the 
money, but I honestly feel it is throw- 
ing money down the sewer.” 

“T can’t be 100 percent satisfied that

NEWTON Despite intense 
pressure from other union officials, 
Police Union President Alan Ciccone 
last week refused to retract his 
charges of fat and waste in the Police 
Department's budget. 

In a letter which he hand delivered 
to aldermen last Monday, Ciccone 
called for the elimination of a number 
of divisions in the department, in- 
cluding animal control and the traffic 
bureau. 

A group of union officials met Tues- 
day night and in a formal statement to 
aldermen and the media issued 
Wednesday, asked the union chief to 
“retract his statements and make it 
clear that he acted without the sanc- 
tion of the police union and is not voic- 
ing the opinion of membership.” 

Some union officials pressed for 
Ciccone’s resignation in the wake of 
the letter, which has resulted in 
criticism from some members of the 
department. 

In an interview last Wednesday, 
Ciccone refused to retract his 
statements in the letter. The union 
chief, however, did admit he was only 
speaking for himself and not the 
union. 

“T wasn't speaking for the union,” 
said Ciccone. “I used ‘we’ in the letter 
wren I probably should have used 

Although the letter was on union 
stationery, Ciccone pointed out he

Tax break 
up in air 


NEWTON— Almost six months 
after Massachusetts voters approved 
Proposition 22, officials claim it is 
still uncertain if residents will receive 
a tax break. 

Despite the passage of the tax cut- 
ting measure, however, it appears the 
city will collect more iaoney than 
ever before in local taxes and utility 
fees. ~ 

The total income from property 
and auto excise taxes and water and 
sewer charges will be $80.2 million 
next year, $1.7 million more than this 
year, according to the fiscal 1982 
budget submitted to the Board of 
Aldermen by Mayor Theodore Mann. 

Mann said Thursday it is too early 
to know if the average taxpayer will 
receive the tax cut promised by Pro- 
position 242. 

“Proposition 242 beats inflation,” 
explained Mann. “It has provided a 
vehicle for holding the line.” 

Mann refused to predict if the 
average taxpayer would see an in- 
crease or decrease in his property tax 
bill. 

On top of the city collecting more 
local and utility taxes, the average 
assessment for single and two family 
homes is expected to jump from 700 to 
800 percent after local property is 
revalued at its full and fair market 
value next year.

‘Get involved,’ Tsongas says

NEWTONVILLE— Advising them 
to “‘get involved in a campaign, intern 
for somebody,” U.S. Senator Paul 
Tsongas (D-Mass.) spoke with a 
group of about 350 Newton North High 
School students last week. 

In the hour-long question and 
answer session, Tsongas discussed 
the Reagan budget cuts, the space 
shuttle and foreign policy with the 
students, but he placed the most em- 
phasis on the need for young people to 
become involved in current Issues, 
stating at one point that he was “‘ real- 
ly surprised that all of you came to- 
day,” 

When asked about his views concer- 
ning the Reagan administration's 
foreign policy, Tsongas replied that 
he objected to the fact that ‘they are 
not trying to bring about reforms, but 
that they are trying to impose a 
military solution on a political situa- 
tion."’ 

“We don’t have a draft now, so it is 
a somehwat removed issue for you," 
he continued, 


“If it were not for the fact that there 
were no draft, you would be far more 
likely to be interested in foreign 
policy issues because if it doesn't 
work out, you would be the ones left 
holding the gun in your hands,"’ said 
Tsongas. 

Since the world today is ‘more 
hazardous” than it ever was, Tsongas 
said that young people should take 
some action now that will shape their 
future, and to insure that that future 
will be safe and secure. 

“There is a difference between the 
present time, and when I went to 
school in the 1950s. The world is dif- 
ferent and it’s a heck of a lot more 
hazardous. It was all right for me then 
to sit back and be apathetic because | 
knew that the world was going to go 
on,” he told the students. 

When questioned by one student 
about the changing direction of the 
Democratic party, Tsongas replied 
that different issues need to be ad- 
dressed now, that ‘‘we can't recant 
past ideas.” 

“The problems that faced us in the 
‘60's aren't the same as the ones that 
face you,” he said. “You are faced 


with different issues, and you are con- 
cerned with different things, like 
energy.” 

Citing a report that concerned that 
high level of unemployment that will 
be the result of rising energy costs in 
the next decade, Tsongas told the 
group that ‘‘if we are not speaking to 
these issues, why should you listen to 
us?” 


“The energy that I consume un- 
necessarily now means less for you. 
The approach now insures my com- 
fort and not yours, yet you don’t even 
say anything about it,’’ he said. 

Despite his exhortations to the 
students to speak out and get involv- 
ed, Tsongas replied that the recent 
student walk-out and protest to Pro- 
position 2 % on Boston Common 
“doesn’t have much effect.” 


“This kind of reaction doesn't 
create money. The situation can only 
be solved on Beacon Hill. The pro- 
blem is that it pits people against one 
another,” he said. 

The situation is similiar with the 
Reagan budget cuts, where money is 
taken away, and what is left is divided 


up between the different groups to 
fig.ht over, said Tsongas. 


‘Machiavelli would have been 
delighted with David Stockman,” he 
said with a smile, referring to the 
Italian and Reagan’s budget advisor, 
respectively. 


When asked by a student if he 
thought the space shuttle is a wor- 
thwhile investment, Tsongas replied 
that he did. ‘‘The nation has to keep 
ahead of itself technologically. The 
economy in this state is increasingly 
dependent on high technology, So in 
terms of application, it’s very impor- 
tant,” he said. 

When questioned about the military 
implications of the space shuttle, and 
whether or not this country’s success 
with it could contribute to the develop- 
ment of an arms race with the Soviet 
Union, Tsongas said that “Reagan 
has already given us an arms race,” 
with his scrapping of SALT II. 

“If this adminstration goes four 
years without an arms limitatiom 
treaty, I am confident that history 
will show that it was their greatest 
failure,” Tsongas said. 
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~ Adolescents in the nuclear age

NEWTON— Adolescence is one of 
the most difficult times of many peo- 
ple’s lives. So many major changes 
take place in physical as well as emo- 
tional ways that added burdens could 
only have a detrimental effect on an 
emerging personality. 

A burden that has been hoisted 
almost shamelessly on the shoulders 
of todays young people is that of the 
threat of nuclear annihilation. It is a 
frightening thought for anyone, but it 
is the youth of today, whether are 
aware of it on a conscious or sub- 
conscious level, that could very well 
be affected the most deeply. 

Signs of any kind of distress that 
could be associated with the increas- 
ing threat of nuclear war are nearly 
unapparent, and several Newton 
teenagers are unable to say whether 
their attitudes or actions have been 
influenced by this fear. But this 
psychological burden has been the 
focus of at least one Boston-based 
study, and is the moving force behind 
Newton Dr. Lonnie Carton's efforts to 
ease the detrimental effects of this 
burden. 

The study, performed by the Task 
Force on the Psychosocial Impact of 
Nuclear Advances, which was 
established by the Amercian 
Psychiatric Association Council on 
Emerging Issues, was conducted in 
1978-80 in the Boston area. The task 
force asked 1,000 grammar and high 
school students how the nuclear ad- 
vances may have affected their at- 
titudes about the future. 

According to John Mack, a pro- 
fessor of psychiatry at the Harvard 
Medical School and a member of the 
task force, the study ‘shows how 
deeply despairing, frightened, and 
hopeless about the future many 
adolescents feel as a result of living 
with the constant threat of nuclear 
war,” 

“Our studies showed that children 
and teenagers are clearly aware of 
the issues and live in fear of the 
nuclear threat,’’ Mack continued. 

This contention is disputed by 
guidance counselors and teachers in 
the Newton public school system, who 
maintain for the most part that teens 
only think fleetingly of the nuclear 
threat, and that adverse personality 
formation is a minor by-product. 

They are quick to point out that 
many factors contribute to a sense of 
hopelessness that Drs, Carton and 
Mack see as being associated with the 
nuclear threat. The breakdown of 
family ties and adherence to religious 
groups are two such factors, 

One common area of agreement 


among all parties, and one which was 
brought up by some Newton youths, 
was the effect that a lack of com- 
munications between adolescents and 
adults is having on the ability of both 
U parties to understand the real 
nuclear threat. 

“Older people encourage them to 
put it out of their minds. The kids 
recognize that the world could end in 
catastrophe, but they say, ‘Let’s just 
live for today.” There is 4 lot of denial 
and avoidance on the part of adults,"’ 
says Joseph Massimo, chief 
psychologist with the Newton Public 
Schools. 

Dr. Carton, who is an educational 
psychology professor in the Tufts 
University School of Education, says 
that there is definitely a “question of 
denial.”” 

“The assumption is that you have to 
wait for the child to knock on the door, 
We are at a pioneer stage because we 
are waiting for the kids to come to us 
when we have to join together,” says 
Dr. Carton. 

“In this society there is a tremen- 
dous amount of alienation between 
parents and kids for many reasons,” 
she “Just because we don’t talk about 
it doesn't mean we don't care,‘‘she 
says. 

One reason for this silence is fear of 
the subject itself, and Carton thinks 
that this fear communicates itself in a 
psychologically destructive manner. 

Carton points out one of the 
responses from the task force survey 
as evidence: “It has shown me how 
stupid some adults can be. If they 
know it could easily kill them, I have 
no reason why they support it,” said 
the young respondent. ‘Once in 
awhile it makes me start to think that 
the end of my time in life may not be 
as far off as I would like it to be.” 

Susan Migliaccio, a ninth grader at 
F.A. Day Junior High School, says 
that she finds herself wondering ‘“‘if it 
will happen tommorrow.” 

Susan also says that she thought 
that “‘adulte don’t care,” about the 
threat of nuclear war, although she 
admits to being “frightened,” and 
“scared” about the possibility. 

An increase in the use of drugs and 
alcohol by adolescents is one way that 
they indicate their feeling of 
hopelessness, says Carton. ‘Young 
people feel totally out.of control. 
That's why they escape. I see a lot of 
passivity and giving up, which is so 
sad for young people who have 
everything to live for,”’ she says. 

“Kids feel fairly powerless,” 
agrees Massimo. ‘They know about 
nuclear accidents and they unders- 
tand that the power structure is not 
going to support them. They don’t see 
political movement as a viable tool

High school students in Newton who 
were interviewed at random gave 
some indication that they thought that 
nuclear annihilation was a definite 
possibility , but none of them would 
admit to escaping through drugs or li- 
quor, 

“The whole thing is asinine. The 
power play that Russia and the United 
States are playing is a child’s 
game,”says Newton South senior 
Angela Pandorf. “I feel there pro- 
bably will never be a nuclear war. I 
don’t think the government has that 
much of a death wish.” 

Tublu Chatterjee, also a South

of this country’s population could sur- 
vive a nuclear war. 

“Sure, you have to worry,” says 
sophomore Michael Walsh. ‘‘When 
there is such a thing as nuclear 
weapons you have to. It’s not so much 
worrying, as wondering.” 

Marshall Cohen, a U.S. history 
teacher at Newton South, has had 
discussions with his students concern- 
ing nuclear advances, and he has got- 
ten the impression that “many of 
them aren’t aware of it,”’ and that 
they approach the subject with an at- 
titude bordering on disbelief. 

“T think that they have other things 
on their minds, like being 16. It’s still 
an abstract idea,” he says. “They 
can’t relate to the grand issues, 
especially when related by adults, 
who don’t have much credibility.”

“T kind of think about how it would 
affect me in my way of living,” she 
says.

Danny Holmberg, a sophomore at 
Newton North, thinks that the 
liklihood of a nuclear war is not as 
remote as many of his classmates 
seem to think, and he admits that It 
worries him. “Having Reagan as 
president makes me feel that there's 
more of a chance that it will happen, 
he says. F 

“] think that it’s the most important 
thing to worry about now, because it 
would be a terrible way for the world 
to end,” Danny continued. “Tf it did 
happen, life as we know it would end. 
It would be more than just this world 
ending generation ending, it would 
end all of life on earth.” 

Greg Becker, also a North 
sophomore, agrees. “Now with 
Reagan as president, if he starts 
something, we wouldn't even live to 
be drafted,” he says. 

Some students, like Lang Zerner, a 
Newton South junior, think that the 
chances of nuclear war are fairly 
remote, although the possibility ex- 
ists. Lang is the one of the few 
students who seems to have given 
some amount of thought to the issue, 
but more in terms of how he would 
conduct his life after a nuclear 
catastrophe. 

“The cause of the arms race is fear. 
There is certainly a potential danger, 
but I think that both sides are building 
up their supplies as a defense 
measure,” says Lang. “If an ‘inci- 
dent’ occurs, I’m prepared for it. It 
would be an interesting thing to try 
and live in the world afterwards. It 
would be a challenge. I’m not hoping 
for it, but the whole survival game 
would be interesting.” 

It is apparent from these and other 
answers given by Newton high school 
students, that some of them do indeed 
think about nuclear annihilation, 
some more than others. What is not so 
apparent is how it may be affecting 
them on a deeper level, and so adults 
could easily make the mistake of 
thinking that it is no great concern of 
the young. 

Dr. Robert S. Delulio, chairman of 
the counseling department at Newton 
North, provides the key when he says 
that symptoms of any great fear of

nuclear war are unfamiliar and to the 
young, and therefore undefinable. 

What he calls a ‘low-grade and 
widespread depression” has been 
building up among the students at 
North in the past five years, and Dr, 
Delulio thinks that there could be a 
“strong correlation” between this and 
the fear of nuclear war. 

“They continue to lead their lives ag 
though it were a remote possiblity,” 
he says, but the depression continues, 

“T have seen the issue of depression 
increase dramatically in the last five 
years here. I think that that kids can't 
label it, but that they are the reci- 
pients,’”’ he says. 

“With the depression could come 
artificial stimulation, such as van- 
dalism. They would feel as though 
they had no sense of purpose,” says 
Delulio, 

What these adolescents will become 
in the future depends on how they face 
the present. Adolescence is a time 
when kids feel as though “they are 
just coming into their own,” and they 
take on more responsibilities and 
have more freedoms than their 
younger brothers and sisters. Living 
with the threat of nuclear war may 
make these new freedoms seem tran- 
sitory, however, and when an adoles- 
cent thinks however subconsciously 
that it could all end tommorrow, the 
resultant emotion is anger. 

“The clinical definition of depres- 
sion is ‘anger turned inward'” says 
Delulio. ‘‘Kids don’t know how to 
define (the depression), therefore, 
they can’t do anything about it, except 
in a destructive way.”, 

Dr. Delulio, like Dr. Carton, thinks 
that adolescents can overcome this 
feeling of depression and 
hopelessness if they are given 
something concrete to hang onto. 

“Kids need anchors. They need 
something concrete that they can tie 
into,” says Delulio. 

“We have to give them a direction 
that says all is not hopeless, to give 
them something productive they can 
do with their time to take the place of 
other intoxicating things,” says Car- 
ton. 


Elizabeth Cullen, a Newton South 
senior who is active in the disarma- 
ment movement, really doesn’t think 
that her world could come to an end 
with the push of a button. 


“T don’t imagine that at age 32 my 
whole world is going to be destroyed,” 
she says. “It’s part of the teenage 
mentality that you are going to go on 
living forever.”

Flap at North 
over early homeroom 


NEWTON —A proposal to start the 
school day at Newton North High with 
@ mandatory homeroom period at 
8:15 a.m, is facing stiff opposition 
from the majority of students and 
faculty. 

Currently, homeroom is held at 11 
a.m., which meets the approval of 
faculty and students who have no ear- 
ly class or classes during an open 
block until 9 or 10 a.m. under the 
rotating class schedule. 

Open blocks are used by many 
students and faculty for club 
meetings or making up assignments. 

The switch would require all 
students and all teachers who conduct 
the 15 minute homeroom period to be 
in class at 8:15 a.m. 

The purpose of homeroom, ac- 
cording to Principal Richard W. 
Mechem, includes taking attendance, 
arranging class schedules and com- 
municating messages from the ad- 
ministration or guidance offices. 

“I’m neutral at the moment,” 
Mechem said of his position on the 
change, a proposal made by the Open 
Campus Committee of students, 
faculty and administration members 
in 1979 and brought up again this spr- 
ing by Mechem. 

“I want it to be openly discussed 
and once I begin to commit myself, 


the openness disappears,” he said. 

In the meantime, Mechem said the 
proposal is being considered by the 
Student, Faculty and Adminstration 
Board (SFA), by the administration 
and by the housemasters. “It will be 
presented to the faculty before we 
make the final decision,"’ Mechem ex- 
plained. 

Some students who want to keep the 
current schedule say the 11 a.m. time 
is a welcome breakup of four con- 
secutive class periods. Others say 
absenteeism would be a greater pro- 
blem since students who have no class 
after an 8:15 a.m. homeroom would 
probably not show up anyway. 

And, of course, there are always 
those who like the chance to sleep 
late. 

Atwood Dunham, Mechem’s ad- 
minstrative assistant, has openly 
stated his support of the change. 

“TI can certainly understand what I 
call their vested interest in that the 
conscientious student makes good use 
of the 11 a.m. homeroom when he 
doesn't have class in the morning,” 
Dunham said of the strong student op- 
position to a new schedule. 

The major issue for Dunham is 
absenteeism, especially in light of the 
cuts in house aide secretaries who 
keep track of daily attendance. 


If attendance lists could be compil- 
ed earlier in the school day, which of- 
ficially begins at 8:15 a.m. and ends at 
2:30 p.m., Dunham feels it would help 
solve problems with students cutting 
classes. 

“If I had my druthers,’’ Dunham 
explained, “I'd much prefer a nine 
o'clock homeroom." 

“But we're caught, you see,’’ he 
said, ‘‘because of state regulations 
which say that technical vocational 
courses must have three hours of 
uninterrupted class time.” 


Dunham said that 11 a.m. is the 
“peak time of the day” at North and 
people are often late, or too busy or 
skipping the homeroom period, a time 
which Dunham considers “‘very im- 
portant.” 


Homeroom also precedes the lunch 
period which only adds to the confu- 
sion. 


“We have to have some time of day 
that's a home base where we can 
reach them and not interrupt a 
class,"’ he said. 


Dunham added that the proposal is 
far from being settled. ‘‘At this point, 
I think it's just as likely to stay the 
way it is,’’ he concluded, referring to 
both faculty and student opposition. 


More money needed for 
asbestos pipe insulation 


NEWTON — The sealing of 
asbestos pipe insulation in the schools 
may come to a grinding halt unless 
the Board of Aldermen approves a re- 
quest for $25,000. 

Although the $50,000 spent since the 
work began last fall has alleviated the 
health hazard in the public areas of 
schools, many areas still need to be 
sealed with the tough, rubberized 
coating, called Decadex, and work in 
boiler rooms had just begun. 

Touch-ups are also needed in 
several schools where work was 
already completed. 

Pipe insulation containing asbestos 
fibers is present in all schools to some 
degree, according to Allan Fraser, 
the city’s building commissioner. 

Roy Cornelius, director of Support 
Services for the schools, said the in- 
sulation was mainly put on the pipes 
to keep people from burning 
themselves. 

The concern is that if the material 
gets damaged, asbestos fibers could 
become airborne, Cornelius explain- 
ed.

Currently, custodians in the schools 
are supposed to ‘‘keep an eye’ on the 
targeted areas and report any breaks 
in the protective covering, Cornelius 
said and noted that annual inspections 
are performed by the Health Depart- 
ment. 


Fraser said funding for completion 
of the work has been approved by both 
the Public Facilities and Finance 
Committees of the Board of Aldermen 
for the request which was filed in late 
February. 


In areas where the pipes are 
straight or have standard ninety 
degree elbows, Fraser said PVC pipes 
are being used to cover the insulation 
and keep it from being exposed or 
vandalized. 


In all other areas, the insulation is 
being sprayed with Decadex, which 
Fraser said costs $25 a gallon. 


“Once it dries, it is very tough,” 
Fraser explained and predicted that

“You can kick the hell out of it and 
it really won't break,”’ he said. 


But these assurances are not 
enough for a group of Claflin and 
Cabot School parents who toured 
Cabot recently and found examples of 
damaged insulation or partially seal- 
ed pipe lagging. 


In a letter to Superintendent Aaron 
Fink, Cabot PTA presidents Joyce 
and David Wilbourn, Cabot PTS Safe- 
ty Representative Carol Lamont, and 
two Claflin parents, Susan Kaplan 
and Ricardo Cortes, expressed con- 
cern over numerous frayed or partial- 
ly exposed areas of insulation. 


They urged ‘‘immediate attention” 
and asked that an independent, pro- 
fessional consultant be brought in to 
determine the health risks. 


Fraser said that there may be some 
exposed insulation in the school, but 
felt that most of what the parents saw 
which aroused their concern was not 
asbestos, but some other fiber. 


He said that he would like to meet 
with the group of parents and inspect 
the school together.

Weeks celebrates 50

NEWTON For the young 
students, the black and white photos 
of 1930's cheerleaders in calf-length 
skirts and carly basketball games 
where refere sported bow ties 
seemed far away; it was hard to 
believe. 

Yet there were the same smiling 
faces and it was still crucial to beat 
Warren. 

“Did anyone famous ever graduate 
from here?" a Weeks Junior High stu- 
dent asked former teachers during 
the daytime celebration of the 
school’s 50th birthday, a birthday 
which coincides with the school’s clos- 
ing this summer. 

Virginia Joyce, who taught reading 
for many years, recalled how former 
state representative David Mofenson 
grew seven inches during the 9th 
grade. ‘‘He is now 7’7” tall,’’ Joyce 
said. 

Former industrial arts teacher, 
Herb Downs, after entertaining the 
children with his wit and magic 
tricks, recalled that entertainer, Bob- 
by Morse, who recently starred with 
Carol Channing in ‘‘Sugar Babies’, 
was one of his students at Weeks. 

Sinclair Weeks, Jr., grandson of the 
namesake of the school, John Wingate 


Weeks, shared some history on his 
grandfather’s days in school. ‘‘He was 
born in the beginning of the Civil War 
up in the top of New Hampshire,” 
Weeks said. ‘He walked two miles to 
a one-room schoolhouse everyday.” 

“There were no electric lights and 
his job, along with the other students, 
was to keep the wood stove stocked,” 
he continued, 

Weeks told the students of his 
grandfather, ‘‘one of the biggest guys 
around” at 260 pounds, as mayor of 
Newton from 1902-1903. ‘‘He convinc- 
ed the railroad it ought to stop in 
Newton,” the younger Weeks said. 

In 1905, John Weeks was elected to 
Congress and served in the House of 
Representatives. In 1913, he was ap- 
pointed by the Massachusetts 
legislature to serve as senator until 
1919. 

From 1921-1925 John Weeks was 
Secretary of War. 

During his eight years in the House, 
Weeks passed the Weeks Bill, which 
set aside a large tract of land in the 
White Mountains to preserve a water- 
shed area, and the Weeks-McClean 
Law, which protected migratory 
birds. 

Weeks noted that his grandfather's 
career had ‘‘quite a lot of appeal” 
because he ‘‘was a poor boy who 


Recycling makes money 


NEWTON — The mandatory 
newspaper recycling program has 
earned a profit of more than $5000 
during its first three months of opera- 
tion, Betsy Lewenberg said this week. 

Newton recycled 646 tons of 
newspaper during January, February 
and March. This is more than double 
the 313 tons recyclied during the first 
three months of 1980, she said. 

Because of the tremendous increase 
in tonnage with no additional collec- 
tion costs, as well as the strong 
market price, Newton is receiving $15 


per ton at this point, and recycling has 
become a profit-making venture. 

The net profit, $5622, is based upon 
revenue of $9,690 added to $11,699 (the 
cost of hauling the paper as trash), 
minus the collection costs of $15,768. 

To recycle your newspapers, which 
you are required to do by ordinance, 
place them in double grocery bags or 
tied in bundles at the curbside a few 
feet to one side of your regular trash 
on your regular trash day.

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Editorial 
Two heads 


When the voters approved Proposi- 
tion 2 '2 last November, one of the 
things they dispensed with was fiscal 
autonomy for school committees. 

For the first time, the Newton Board 
of Aldermen has the power to review, 
question and cut the Newton chool 
budget, and initial efforts to do so have 
been met with near hysteria from 
School Committee members. 

The furor was caused by a move by 
the aldermanic Human Services Com- 
mittee to delete $21,000 from the $37 
million budget at a budget meeting 
Saturday, April 11. 

The Human Services Committee, 
one of two aldermanic committees 
that will review the school budget, 
reasoned that constrictions in other 
budgets had left youth services wan- 
ting, and money needed to come from 
somewhere to add a few dollars to 
needed youth programs. In this con- 
text, the school budget was a quite 
logical place to turn. 

The mistake the Human Services 
Committee made was in giving the 
School Committee the idea that when 
it finished its review and voted Thurs- 
day, April 8 on the school budget, it 
was not subject to further review. 

School Committee representatives, 
therefore, were not present when the 
cut was made at the Saturday 
meeting, and reacted in anger when 
they learned the cut had been made, 
describing it as a ‘‘sneaky display of 
the improper use of power’’ and ‘‘the 
rape of the school budget.”’ 

Hindsight tells us that it would have 
been better for the chairman of the 
committee to make it clear that the 
budget could come up for further 
discussion at the Saturday meeting, 
but this seems to have been an over- 
sight or mistake, not a plot to disman- 
tle the school system. 

It is important for everyone to keep 
in mind that this is a new experience 
for our elected officials, and mistakes 
probably will occur. Overreaction can 
occur too. 

The school budget faces further 
review by the aldermanic Finance 
Committee and the Board of Aldermen 
as a whole. The money suggested as a 
deletion by the Human Services Com- 
mittee could be overruled along the 
way. 

But the framers of Proposition 2 ‘2 
abolished fiscal autonomy for a 
specific reason. Since the community 
faces reductions of some magnitude in 
both the city and school budgets, the 
fairest way to do it is by considering 
them in tandem, not establishing a 
school budget and insisting city of- 
ficials work around it. 

In many ways, it would be better if 
the aldermen do make a cut in the 
school budget, because to leave it un- 
touched would set a precedent for 
future boards that establishes the 
school budget as a ‘‘sacred cow.” 

Review of the school budget by the 
Finance Committee indicates that the 
aldermen take their new powers 
seriously. Finance Chairman Edward 
Richmond and his committee ques- 
tioned several aspects of the school 
proposal, including allotments for 
unemployment, in-state travel and 
custodial overtime. 

This is not to say that the School 
Committee did not do its best to hold 
down costs. It did, but there’s an old 
adage that says, ‘‘Two heads are bet- 
ter than one.” 

As the review continues, we hope 
cooler heads and a spirit of coopera- 
tion will prevail.

An appointment with destiny 


Following is the first in a series of five articles 
prepared by the Middlesex Country Project, a group of 
legislators that includes Rep. Susan Schur and Rep. 
David Cohen of Newton. 


Middlesex County government has a rendevous with 
the tough new realities of Proposition 2 42, and we area 
group of legislators who intend to see that the county 
keeps the appointment. 


The confrontation is urgent because the costs of county 
government are charged to individual cities and towns, 
and drain away money otherwise available for local 
police, fire and educational services. 


The situation leads us to embrace a simple objective: if 
a particular county activity isn’t as necessary as a local 
one, such as police protection or public education, the 
county activity should be cut back or abolished. 


This principle should be followed this year by the 
Legislature, which sets county spending levels even 
though the resulting bills are sent to the cities and towns. 


We have taken an in-depth look at Middlesex, the 
largest and most expensive of Massachusetts counties, 
and the one in which our communities are located. 


We have found that spending by our county's govern- 
ment bodies is wildly out of control. Ostensibly limited to 
104 percent of the previous year’s assessment by the 1979 
tax cap legislation and by Proposition 2 4%, Middlesex 
County costs have risen at an annual rate greater than 4 
percent, and current prospects for the coming 1982 fiscal 
year are just as bleak. 

These increasing costs have not brought about the 
delivery of essential services to the county’s cities and 
towns. In researching the issue, we have noted a lack of 
both fiscal and management accountability in county 
operations, to such a degree that the provision of either 
useful services or spending controls are almost impossi- 
ble.

The articles that will follow in this series outline the 
problems with Middlesex County government as we 
perceive them, and the solutions to these problems, are 
solutions within reach during the present leglislative ses- 
sion. 


Public awareness and support for these changes are 
crucial. 


The subsequent articles will cover the following: 
—Middlesex County's record of excessive spending 
throughout the past several years. 


—The high spending and poor services associated with 
three specific county departments. 


—The haphazard and inefficient methods by which the 
county commissioners assemble the county's budget. 


—The abuse of an obscure ‘‘back-door financing” 
technique which has imposed millions of dollars in extra 
costs for Middlesex County taxpayers. 


—Important reform to be considered this year: the 
shift of control over county budgets from the Legislature 
to county budget boards comprised entirely of local of- 
ficials of cities and towns within the county. 


Real change in both total spending and in the budget 
process must be achieved by the Legislature in this ses- 
sion, or the legislators associated with the Middlesex 
County Project will have no alternative but to press for 
abolition of the county govsrnment system. 


Proposition 2 42 means that there will be no more se- 
cond chances for Middlesex County.

1972 when Michael Dukakis was stump- 
ing the state campaigning for governor 
and insisting, falsely as it turned out, 
that given his kind of good government, 
he could operate state government 
without raising taxes. A reporter caught 
up with him one day as he was exiting 
from a campaign speech at Suffolk 
University back of the State House. The 
reporter pressed him about the no-tax 
pledge as to whether he was making “a 
lead-pipe guarantee?"’ With some 
hesitation and little consideration for the 
ultimate impact of the remark, he nodd- 
ed “yes.” 


That ‘‘lead-pipe guarantee” not to raise 
taxes became for the media Dukakis’ 
direct quotation throughout his ad- 
ministration during which he had, once 
he discovered the magnitude of the 
deficit he inherited, to bond for $450 
million just to complete his first year 


without FTC consent. In 1977, Justice 
charged ARA with violating that order 
by acquiring certain wholesale distribu 
tion facilities in St. Louis, Kansas City 
and New Orleans in 1976 without FTC 
consent. :

An editor's note attached to a letter 
in the April 15 edition concerning ad- 
ditional sidewalks on Jackson Street 
in Thompsonville stated that eight 
residents of this street wanted these 
sidewalks. nd three didn't. 

We would iike to emphasize that the 
money available for these sidewalks 
should be used to serve the needs of 
the community as a whole, not the 
personal needs of eight families. 

The federal government makes 
these funds available to meet “an 
urgent community need.” Jackson 
Street sidewalks are not an urgent 


community need. Parker Street 
sidewalks are. 
These families can pay for 


sidewalks if they feel they're needed, 
an option that thas always been 
available to them. 

In a report dated Jan. 8 called 
“Community Block Grant FY82 Ap- 
plication, Public Hearing,” the 
Newton Planning Department stated, 
“Parker Street sidewalks are low 
priority given funds available.” 

What kind of planning are they do- 
ing? Are they aware that hundreds of 
cars drive on Parker Street each day? 
Do they know that Parker Street is the 
route walked by students to South 
High and Meadowbrook and Bowen 


School, and is the main route to 
Newtom Centre Square for thousands 
of Newton residents? 

A total of 40 Newton citizens, 35 
from Thompsonville, have either sent 
letters or signed a petition stating 
their opposition to additional Jackson 
Street sidewalks. 

The Thompsonville Advisory Com- 
mittee took its first vote on the project 
April 16. Six out of 15 members were 
present. Three voted to continue the 
planned sidewalks; three didn’t vote. 

Twenty percent of the commitee t 
committee thus favored Jackson 
Stereet sidewalks. Does this vote in- 
dicate an urgent community need? 

At the April 16 meeting, the com- 
mittee was informed for the first time 
that money may be available this 
year for some Parker Street 
sidewalks. They have budgeted some 
funds in Fiscal 82 to do a section of 
Parker Street in case funds are not 
available this year. We feel any 
money spent on sidewalks should be 
for Parker Street first. The whole 
street needs sidewalks. 

We hope the Board of Aldermen will 
take note of this issue and intervene to 
protect the safety of the greater 
number of Newton citizens.

To the Editor: 

I am writing to ask for your sup- 
port, in the form of letters and phone 
calls to area representatives and 
senators, for adequate funding for 
some very important programs and 
services in the state’s FY 82 budyet. 

Specifically, the home care pro- 
gram, the councils on aging and the 
elder lunch program need your sup- 
port in order to receive appropriate 
funding. 


The home care system cannot af- 
ford to stop growihg. Each day, new 
people, most of whom are frail and 
over 80, apply for services. Cutbacks 
in programs funded by cities and 
towns, projected Medicaid cuts and 
other reducations in federal pro- 
grams will adversely affect the daily 
lives of elders, making our commit: 
ment tomaintaining them in their 
homes even more imperative. 





Alternatives to home care are 
neither desirable nor cost-effective. 
Lack of in-home support services 
often means that elders end up in nur- 
sing homes or hospitals at far greater 
costs. Inadequate home care funding 
will only result in increased costs to 
taxpayers and inappropriate care for 
elders. 

The Department of Elder Affairs 
recommended §73.5 million for the 
home care program for FY 82, an 
amount which is supported by the 
Home Care Association as well as 
other elder organizations. The gover- 
nor is recommending $68.5 million 
and this year's funding is about $60 
million, 





This year more than half of all 
home care corporations have waiting

lists and the June 30 annualized spen- 
ding level will be around $64 to $65 
million. Accordingly, $68.5 million 
next year would result in waiting lists 
ona larger scale 

It appears that the House and 
Senate may recommend an even 
smaller figure, $63 to $64 million, 
which would mean waiting lists for 
the entire year. 

Legislators must not be misled by 
looking at deceiving percentage in- 
creases which do not reflect deficien- 
cy spending this year, provider rate 
ses, or the costs of alternatives 






.5 million is necessary to 
avoid waiting for the home care 
program next year. 

Councils on aging, who provide a 
vast array of programs and services 
to local elders, are crucial organiza- 
tions in the aging network. As they de- 
pend on local funding, they will be 
hurt cruelly by reductions forced by 
Proposition 2 2, 

Level-funding from the state of the 
councils is indefensible. An ap- 
propriation of $1 million, rather than 
the proposed $450,000, is imperative. 

Also requiring increased funding is 
the elder lunch program, For current 
service to be maintained, $2.6 million 
is required, but the governor re- 
quested $2.1 million. 

I ask that youwrite letters or call 
legislators in support of these funding 
levels. In addition, please contact 
State Rep. Creedon, House chairman 
of the Ways and Means Committee.

towns, Ten Ramadan and Sadat City, 
are situated too far from Cairo, and 
people ‘‘are not willing to go that far 
because there are not enough jobs in 
the towns,” 

An acute housing shortage has also 
led many migrants coming into the ci- 
ty from the rural areas to live in the 
tombs. Chatterjee estimates that 
there a half million people living in 
the tombs, although official figures 
are lower. 

“Big cities always have a lot of op- 
portunities. People can always sell 
things on the streets, or find some 
kind of work,"’ said Chatterlee, who 
says that the city is so crowded that 
some couples have to wait years to get 
married because housing is so scarce. 

The U.S. is interested in “in- 
frastructure,”’ that is, planning water 
lines, sewers, and roads on non- 
agricultural vacant land where it 
would be feasible to develop. Con- 
gress has appropriated $80 million for 
the project, and the group must also 
decide exactly how this money is to be 
spent. 

After identifying 24 parcels of land, 
the group prioritized them depending 
on expense, proximity to water lines, 
sewer lines, and jobs, said Chatterjee. 
The A.I.D. was also interested in set- 
ting some land aside for lowincome 
housing. 

“Eighty percent of the people in 
Egypt are considered poor, that is, 
their income is lower than the na- 
tional average,” she said. “In our 
study, we talked about mixed-income 
housing, because the poor can hardly 
work for the poor.”” 


‘In developing countries, the 











natural pattern is for people of mixed 
incomes to live in the same area,” 
continued Chatterjee. ‘‘In the West, it 
is homogeneous."” 

‘In this country, you have various 
ethnic neighborhoods where there are 
strong support systems, but we are 
moving away from that. In Cairo, you 
still find tremendous kinship net- 
works and support systems. We felt 
that it was important to have some 
consideration for a successful com- 
munity system,” she continued. 

Chatterjee also said that the role 
that religious and educational institu- 
tions play in the settlements are much 
stronger than they are in the West, 
and so this was taken into considera- 
tion in the study. 

“We talked about recreating the 
village system. Some things should be 
retained in each lot, like a mosque 
and a shopping center, so that the poe- 
ple people can do everything in one 
trip,” she said. 

The United States is currently in- 
volved in the development of one set- 
tlement, called Helwan New Com- 
munity, and satellite towns are being 
built that are closer to Cairo so com- 
muting will be made easier. 

The study that Chatterjee worked 
onis still in its draft stages and is cur- 
rently being circulated in Egypt. 
Before the group left Egypt, they 
discussed the ideas in the report with 
the three governors in Cairo, ‘‘in the 
hopes that it would be jointly produc- 
ed,” said Chatterjee. 

“We felt that we were outsiders, 
and the only way we could only plan 
withing the context of their culture 
and their institutions,” she said. 


Because Egypt has a very strong 
public sector, the group, wishing to be 
“responsive to institutional pat- 
terns,” suggested that a certain 
percentage of the land be given to the 
government for low-income housing. 


Chatterjee, who was born in India 
and came to this country in 1969, earn- 
ed her Ph.D. at Johns Hopkins 
University in Baltimore and taught at 
Rutgers and Johns Hopkins before 
coming to B.U. Her husband, 
Lakshmanan, is the director of the 
B.U. energy center. 


The group will be returning to 
Egypt in June to do a follow-up study. 
Chatterjee is uncertain whether or not 
she will go, but if she does, she would 
like to bring her two children, Tublu 
and Indira. 


“My children speak Indian, 


although they can’t read or write it. 
We speak it at home to try to keep it 
alive, but we are culturally, totally 
said Chatterjee.

shows that most of the houses in the 
city are valued at less than 13 percent 
of their full and fair market value as 
of Jan, 1, 

The increase in revenue will 
primarily come from the sewer user 
tax, recently approved by the Board 
of Aldermen, which will cost city pro- 
perty owners about $2 million in the 
next fiscal year. Income from water 
fees are estimated to jump by 
$200,000. 

The sewer charge is just one of the 
fees instituted to offset the fiscal 
squeeze imposed by Proposition 2'. 
In addition, the Mann administration 
has proposed user fees for residents to 
use city recreational facilities, in- 
cluding tennis courts and swimming 
facilities. 

Recreation officials estimate the 
user fees will bring in $208,000 in addi- 
tional revenue to the city. 

The Planning Department and 
Building Department are also plann- 
ing on instituting a series of user fees 
for permits and services. The price of 
permits in City Hall also will likely 
jump next year. 

The price of offstreet parking has 
also been hiked because of Proposi- 
tion 2'. The cost of offstreet parking, 
recently approved by aldermen, will 
increase from 10 to 25 cents an hour. 

The sewer charge and other user 
fees were implemented to offset the 
loss of the reduction in auto excise 
taxes mandated by Proposition 242. 
Mayor Theodore Mann said the tax- 
payer has already reaped the benefits 
of Propostion 2'2 in terms of the cut in 
auto excise bills. 

The city will collect about $2 million 
in auto excise tax revenues next year, 
down from $2.5 million this year and 


Police 


was the only person that signed the 
letter. 

A number of union officials were 
angered by Ciccone'’s letter.

Police Chief William Quinn has 

refused to comment extensively on 
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$5.4 million in fiscal 1980. | 

The new water and sewer taxes are 
based on consumption. Mann stressed 
that the tax will result in non-profit in-| 
stitutions, such as colleges, hospitals 
and churches, paying their full share 
of water and sewer costs. 

Mann also pointed out that the 
classification will reduce increased 
assessments. 

“What we have done is frozen the 
1982 tax levy,” said Mann. ‘‘Name 
another industry that has been able to 
do that.” Mann said his proposed 
budget maintains “high quality in 
education, health and safety.” 

The proposed budget, which is 
presently being debated by aldermen, 
calls for the elimation of 315 full time’ 
positions, including about 20 firmen, 
eight policemen, 45 public works 





employees, and 70 teachers. 

Many of these jobs, however, re- 
mained unfilled in anticipation of Pro-! 
position 2 1/2 cuts and do not repre- 
sent actual people thrown out of work. 
In addition, the mayor has im- 
plemented an early retirement plan to 
reduce the actual number of layoffs 
because of the tax cutting measure. 

The city will face an additional $11 
million cutback if a legal challenge to 
arecent state Department of Revenue 
decision is unsuccessful. Newton of- 
ficials claim the city’s total property 
tax base is $2.94 billion. 

The Revenue Department claims 
the city’s total property value is only 
$2.23 billion. If the state agency wins 
the case, which is presently before 
Judge Herbert Wilkins in the state 
Supreme Judicial Court, the city will 
have to reduce taxes by $11 million 
and cut about 500 more people from 
the municipal work force. 





Ciccone’s letter. Quinn simply called 
it “absurd.” 

Many police and city officials feel 
the letter was the result of the union's 
fierce battle for a contract settle- 
ment.

Divorce and 
the court Il

Before the granting of every divorce, the court 
holds a formal hearing, sometimes referred to as a 
trial. 


As in every case at law, the courts must listen to 
evidence and issue a judgment based on the facts 
presented. This same rule applies to a divorce, even 
though both parties want the divorce. 


Where the parties have applied for a no-fault 
divorce, the law requires that they submit certain 
evidence to the judge. 


If there is no dispute concerning the divorce or 
the division of the marital assets, the court must 
still hear evidence to determine that both parties 
agree to the divorce and enough evidence to be sure 
that the division of the property is fair. 


In addition, Section 34 of Chapter 208 of the 
Massachusetts General Laws requires, ‘‘In deter- 
mining the amount of alimony, if any, to be paid, or 
in fixing the nature and value of the property, if 
any, to be assigned, the court, after hearing the 
witnesses, ..."’ shall consider the following facts:

Conduct of the parties during marriage 

Age of the parties 

Health of the parties 

Station of the parties 

Occupation of the parties 

Amount of income of the parties 

Sources of income of the parties

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National Guard patrolled 


NEWTON - A task force of 234 person- 
nel, including 85 National Guard, 
patrolled the marathon route in the ci- 
ty Monday with little provocation. 

Only some post-race rowdiness at 
Boston College disturbed a rather 
pleasant day for all those involved. 

The patrol force included 127 addi- 
tional personnel from last year's 
security force 


“There were no incidents at all 
along the route," said a pleased Lt. 
Charles Feeley after the race. “We 
had much fewer people than we did 
last year. 


According to Feeley, an estimated 
250,000 people lined the 5.6 mile 
Newton route. Last year, estimates 
put the figure around 500,000. 


Feeley attributed the crowd’s small 
size to the cool chill in the air and the 
overcast skies. 


“If the weather was warmer, we 
would have had three times the 
number of people,” said Feeley. 


The lieutenant also noted the 
presence of the National Guard. 
“Without these guys, the place would 
have been a shambles,” he said. “I 
hope to see them in the future.”” 


Police Chief William Quinn had sent 
a letter to Marathon Director Will 
Cloney requesting that the marathon 
committee hire additional state police 
or national guardsmen to control 
crowds along the Newton route. 


The crowds, which had grown in 
number over the past few years, had 
become a major source of concern for 
Quinn. 


The crowd was the best natured 
crowd I've seen,” noted Feeley. “It 
was the first time we had a six-foot 


opening at the top of the hill (Heart- 
break) in years.” 

He also cited the crowd’s coopera- 
tion in picking up debris both during 
and after the race. 


The medical stations along the 26- 
mile route also had a relatively easy 
day.

Aldermen get new budget 


NEWTON - A reprinted 700-page 
budget for each of the city's 24 
aldermen was delivered to them Fri- 
day. 

The original city budget, which 
underwent a facelift this year, was 
presented to the board by Mayor 
Theodore Mann on April 6. 

Although Administrative Aide 
James Hickey has called the new 
budget format a step toward greater 
improvement, many aldermen ex- 
pressed anger in not being able to ful- 
ly understand the this year’s budget. 

The new format includes a detailed 
breakdown of many services and ap- 
propriations which were found under 
a single line item last year. As a 
result, some aldermen are finding it 
difficult to compare new budget 
figures to last year’s totals. 

The reprinted budget will include a 
clarification as to where these 
histories are, 

“Our main purpose behind 
clarification is to facilitate this pro- 
cess," said Hickey of the difficulty of 
locating some histories. 
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“Every committee had at least two 
board members who were dissatisfied 
with the format,’’ said Ald. Paul Col- 
etti. “It was the first budget that 
neither the treasurer nor the comp- 
troller participated in.” 

Mark White, whose Public Safety 
and Transportation Committee called 
off a meeting last week because of its 
difficulty with the format, called the 
episode ‘absurd,”’ 

“We spent two and one-half hours 
with it the other night and got through 
a page and a half. I refuse to work 
with it,” he added. 

“We've made significant changes to 
improve the budget by breaking down 
several departments to specific pro- 
gram areas,” said Hickey of the ad- 
ministration’s effort. “With this 
budget, we have taken an item and 
subdivided it into budget categories.”” 

“Our intention is to come up with a 
document which is far more in- 
formative than it has been in the 
past,” Hickey said. 

“The advantage by this course of 
action outweigh the disadvantages," 
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he added. ‘‘There is a very clear 
direction as far as specification of 
line-items is concerned.” 

Hickey also noted sections on the ci- 
ty’s estimated revenues and 
resources for the year and estimates 
on all state assessments and charges 
as new additions to the budget format.

NEWTON - They run the marathon 
in order to finish, but first they have 
to ‘beat’ Heartbreak Hill. 

There isn’t a runner among. those 
who soaked in a hot tub Monday even- 
ing who will tell you differently. 

Of the 26 mile 385-yard course, the 
hills of Newton are the most gruelling 
part of the marathon run. 

On Marathon Monday, Toshiheko 
Seko defeated the Newton hills and 
the competition to take the 85th runn- 
ing of the BAA sponsored Boston 
Marathon, a victory which eluded him 
two years ago. 

“Congratulations, you've beaten 
Heartbreak Hill. It's all downhill from 
here,"” Newton Police Lt. Charles 
Feeley informed the runners as they 
climbed the final steps of the course’s 
major obstacle. ‘Only five more 
miles to go."” 

George Crawford, one of 250,000 
people who lined the route in Newton, 
called Heartbreak Hill the toughest 
part of the course. 

Clutching a small black and white 
television set, Crawford intended to 
see the entire race despite the crowd 
which had now formed in front of his 
lounge chair and cooler. 

“You expect the crowd to move in 
front,”’ said the Woburn resident. ‘‘I 
started out with a good spot and 
wound up poorly.” 


Crawford was one of the first to ar- 
rive yesterday as he camped out 
along curbside with his son and 
brother-in-law at 11:30 a.m. Within 
the hour, the 5.7 mile Newton route 
was flooded with people of all ages. 


Most of the crowd that watched the 
road race from Commonwealth Ave. 
sat on blankets as they listened to the 
early parts of the race. As the runners 
closed in on Heartbreak Hill at 1:40 
p.m., the people slowly left the com- 
fort of their blankets to stand at road- 
side. 


Only the tall and the forceful were 
successful, however, as people lined 
the route three and four deep to try 
and catch a glimpse of the leaders. 


Judge Francis Larkin who was sta- 
tioned at Heartbreak Hill for the first 
time this year had a clear view of the 
leaders but said he would go back to 
Wellesley for future races. 


Larkin, who had lost most of his 
voice cheering the participants, was 
disappointed with what he called a 
lack of enthusiasm. 


Accompanying the silver-haired 
judge were his father and son, the 
former of which has been watching 
the marathon since 1906. 


“I thought Seko ran a great race,” 
said Larkin admiringly. “I knew he 
would win at this point (Heartbreak 
Hill). He was running effortlessly.”’

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Vermont House endorses bill for guidelines to sterilization 


MONTPELIER, Vt. (UPI) — 
Despite the twin specters of Nazi Ger- 
many and Spartan Greece, the Ver- 
mont House has endorsed a bill 
establishing legal guidelines for the 
sterilization of the mentally retarded. 


But its fate remained uncertain this 
year, with Senate deliberations yet to 
come and the session expected to ad- 
journ within two weeks. 


The lawmakers spent almost two 
hours in sometimes emotional debate 
Monday. Then, on an 80-56 roll-call 
vote, they gave preliminary approval 
to the measure spelling out pro- 
cedures for the voluntary and involun- 
tary sterilization of the retarded. 

The measure was a response to a 
Rutland County Superior Court ruling 
that existing state law is unconstitu- 
tional because it does not adequately 
protect the retarded 


Opponents argued the retarded 
should not be subject to involuntery 
sterilization and should have the 
same right and access to parenthood 
as people who are not retarded. 


“T would hope that we look on these 
people as human beings, not animals, 
and not return to the Spartan days of 
eliminating people at birth who were 
not perfect,”’ said Rep. Paul Pourier, 
D-Barre. 

Pourier and others argued the 
safeguards built into the measure 
would not be foolproof, since judges 
are not infallible. 

“T cannot bring myself to believe 
that a person should be sterillzed 
without his permission,” said Rep. 
Walter Regan, D-St. Albans. 


In discussing the bill, several op- 
ponents alluded to the genocidal prac- 
tices of Hitler's Germnay. 


Although some lawmakers ques- 
tioned the entire bill, most of the 
debate centered on the provision for 
involuntary sterilization. 


“Most of us have problems with this 
governmental decision to sterilize a 
segment of our population,” said Rep. 
Ralph Wright, D-Bennington. ‘We 
don't do it to anyone else.” 


Wright called it a ‘very drastic 
step” to “allow government ta enter 
our bodies to do anything other than to 
save out lives. 


“We're not talking about the 
Temoval of an appendix," he said 
“We're talking about the right to br- 
ing about life.”” 


Wright called the measure the 
“‘most important" he has dealt with in 
his three years in the Legislature, and 
said during committee hearings, io 


witness was able to provide him with 
a definition of retarded. 


But Rep. Peter Youngbaer, D- 
Plainfield, said the law already 
defines who is retarded and said 
judges are frequently called upon to 
make such judgments. 


Supporters also said the bill in no 
way requires forced sterilization, and 
actually would better protect the 
retarded by spelling out a legal pro- 
cess — including court hearings and 
doctors approval — before the opera- 
tion can be performed. 


The issue of involuntary steriliza- 
tion “immediately conjures up fears 
and arouses emotions,’ said Rep. 
Wayne Kenyon, D-Bradford, a sup- 
porter of the bill. 


“This entire section is a lawyer's 
dream because it has all sorts of due 


process provisions."’ 

Before advancing the bill, the 
House rejected a move to ship it back 
to the Health and Welfare Committee 
for a rewrite, 


Health and Welfare Chairman 
Edgar May, D-Springfield, said his 
panel could improve on the section 
dealing with voluntary sterilization, 
but probably would not be able to 
draft a better provision for involun- 
tary sterilization, 


In the case of a retarded adult who 
asks to be sterilized, the bill requires 
a doctor provide the patient with a 
complete explanation of the nature 
and the consequences of the opera- 
tion, and be satisfied that the patient 
is capable of giving “informed con- 
sent,’’ without coercion and in 
writing. 


It also sets up a court procedure for 
determining if a person is mentally 
competent to consent to sterilization 
and requires a Superior Court hearing 
to decide the patient's best interest if 
he or she is found incapable of inform- 
ed consent. 


The measure was endorsed by 
several advocacy groups for the 
retarded; the Vermont Medical Socie- 
ty; astate Bar Association committee 
on the handicapped, and the 
chapter of the Americar 
ties Union, 


It was the ACLU which instituted 
the court suit that resulted in current 
law being declared unconstitutional in 
the case of Marcia R,, a young woman 
resident at the Brandon Training 
School whose mother wanted her 
sterilized.

Mental Health 


I'm somebody 


By Marvin Snider 
The recent assassination attempt on President Reagan points to an im- 
portant emotional experience that we all need to have regularly. A 
necessary part of a healthy emotional life is to feel cared about and 


acknowledged; that our presence makes a difference in some form to so- 
meone. 


The news reports appear to indicate that the assassination attempt was 
allegedly precipitated by a young man’s frustration in mot being 
acknowledged by a movie star with whom he had been trying to corres- 
pond. 


When frustration, continued over time without relief, peaks and finds 
no constructive outlet, it ultimately will be expressed in some destructive 
form. The young man’s experience with unrequited love is not the beginn- 
ing of the problen, but rather the expression of it. It probably represented 
a series of deprivations over a long period of time. 


It is not uncommon that failure to receive caring or recognition in one’s 
own life space can lead to fantasy relationships with unknown people. 


While the events surrounding the assassination attempt represent what 
happens in an extreme case, it is worth noting the factors that are rele- 
vant in a normal living situation. It becomes easy to take one another for 
granted. 


In our culture, more attention tends to be given when things are not go- 
ing right. We are more likely to give criticism than we are to give praise. 
When one hears all criticism or all praise, both tend to have little impact 
in the degree to which they get heard. The greatest impact is when one 
hears a balance between constructive comments and praise or affection. 


Anecessary ingredient to feeling good about one's self is to feel that one 
is being productive. One of the important ways we know we are produc- 
tive is by the acknowledgment we get from those around us. There is an 
old adage which states, ‘‘Care about me! If you can't care about me, then 
be angry with me, but whatever you do, don't ignore me.” U One often 
hears the comment that people need to be told more often that they are 
loved by somebody. While this is an important expression of caring, it is 
by far not the only one, nor is it necessarily the one with the greates im- 
pact. 


There are many ways to acknowledge another person, such as love, 
respect, and anger. In my experience, one of the most important ways of 
acknowledging a person in a positive way is at the same time one of the 
most simple. Genuinely caring about another person's opinion is one of 
the most potent ways of communicating a sense of acknowledgment — 
that that person is somebody, too.

“It is not unusual for school girls to 
develop crushes on teachers, and 
Robin's situation was similar,”’ says 
staff psychollogist Wayne Robertson 
at Fernald. 

Sensing Robin's need for broader 
social interaction, a team of Fernald 
professionals limited her contact with 
him, When this occurred, however, 
Robin stopped communicating with 
everyone around her and began to 
work far below her abilities. 

The team then designed and im- 
plemented a progran to help Robin in- 
crease her self-esteem and recover 
her daily living and communication 
skills. The program included staff 
helping reaffirm her self-worth by 
showing their concern. They con- 
sistently and frequently com- 
plimented her on her appearance and 
took her on trips into the conmunity. 

Some improvement had occurred 
by the time Lauri arrived for her 
fieldwork. 

During Lauri’s first visit with 
Robin, they went out for ice cream to 
show Robin that good things could 
happen when her special friend came. 
Still, developing a relationship with 
Robin was not easy. 


Each week when Lauri came, the 
two leafed through magazines, a 
favorite pasttime of Robin's. Looking 
at women’s magazines was part of a 
plan to encourage Robin to talk about 
the pictures.that she likes, as well as 
give Robin an opportunity to display 
her knowledge of color and clothing. 

Through Lauri'’s own initiative, she 
soon had Robin cutting her favorite 
pictures from magazines to make col- 
lages. The total program began to 
work so well, and Lauri's visits meant 
so much to Robin, that results which 
the team thought might happen in one 
year, happened in months.

So, under tutelage of a Fernald 
speech therapist, Lauri has been lear- 
ning sign language to help Robin rein- 
force her communication skills. Now, 
as they look through magazines, 
Robin describes through signs to 
Lauri what she sees. 


Sign language is opening up another 
world for Lauri and Robin, says 
Robertson who attributes Lauri's suc- 
cess to her patience and kindness in 
dealing with Robin. 


“She didn’t expect too much too 
quickly with Robin, who had a social 
problem and who was often stubborn 
and shy in nature.” 

Fernald School's director of 
volunteer services, Deborah Hit- 
cheock, adds that Lauri’s success 
with Robin relates also to her con- 
sistency and enthusiasm. She cites 
Lauri as an example of how a 
volunteer, with staff guidance, can 
become an integral part of a client’s 
treatment plan. 

How does Lauri, who had never 
before worked with retarded people, 
see herself in the Fernald setting? 

“T feel special because Robin likes 
me. Each week when I arrive, she 
runs toward me with open arms. It’s a 
good feeling.”

When Japan's amazing Toshihiko 
Seko crossed the finish line of Mon- 
day's 85th running of the BAA Boston 
Marathon, Newton’s Robert Clifford 
was still somewhat in the distance, 
probably just past the torturous hills 
of the town he now resides in. But 
although Clifford finished a full eight 
minutes behind Seko, his time still

BOSTON (UPI) — Toshihiko Seko 
of Japan, taking command three 
miles from the finish line, spoiled Bill 
Rodgers bid for a record fourth 
straight title in winning the 85th an- 
nual Boston Marathon in an American 
record time. 

Seko, whose unofficial time was at 
first posted at 2:09.20 by race of- 
ficials, was later credited with an of- 
ficial time of 2:09.26. 

Craig Virgin of Lebanon, Ill., was 
second while Rodgers placed third. 

Seko, 24, stayed back in the pack 
through the first two-thirds of the race 
before moving into the lead at 
Cleveland Circle, about four miles 
from the finish, overtaking Virgin, the 
10,000-meter American record holder. 
Rodgers was third at that point, some 
30 seconds behind the leaders. 

Seko, running in his second Boston, 
avenged his 1979 loss to Rodgers, 
when the three-time Fukuoka cham- 
pion finished second. It was on that 
day Rodgers established his then- 
American record of 2:09.27. It was the 
last time Seko has failed to win a 
marathon. 

The Japanese runner, a graduate of 
Waseda University, was competing in

Roe wins women's division 

Allison Roe of New Zealand out- 
dued pre-race favorite Patti Catalano 
of Boston to win the women’s division 
in an unofficial time of 2:26.45, the se- 
cond fastest women's marathon time 
recorded, nearly one minute shy of 
the world record of 2:25.42 set Ist Oc- 
tober by Norway's Grete Waitz. Joan 
Benoit of Brunswick, Maine, was 
third. 

Rodgers finished in 2:10.34, nearly 
two minutes faster than his winning 
time of last in scorching heat. 
Virgin, running in only his third 
marathon, set a personal best of 
2:10.26, 

Seko, aided by the cool, cloudy 
weather, scored a personal best time 
and recorded the fifth fastest 
marathon on record, just 46 seconds 
off the world record of 2:08.34 held by 
Australia's Derek Clayton.

Her time of 2:27:51 was her best, but still 1:06 behind Roe, who won her 


At the press conference, Rodgers looked at the number ‘1’ on his runn- 
ing shirt, looked over at the ‘'2"’ on Seko’s and smiled. 

It was a particularly heartbreaking day for Rodgers, trying to prove he 
is still one of the world’s best marathoners after being dropped from 
some top-10 lists, and Catalano, who finished second last year and predic- 
tions said she would be tough to beat in her hometown. 

“I’m not going to give up,”’ she said adamantly, ‘'I'm going to win this 
thing.” She vowed to return next year. 

Rodgers was 1:08 behind the victor, and said he knew a win was beyond 
him several miles before the end, when he

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NEWTON — Make no mistake about 
it, the battle to preserve Hyde School 
has only just begun. 

It takes many forms. 

It is children selling cookies and 
punch to raise money to rebuild the 
shell of the school building that dates 
to 1895. 

Tt is the man who promised to 
donate $1000 and find 99 other people 
willing to do the same to make up the 
$100,000 deductible portion of the ci- 
ty’s insurance on the building. 

It is children fretting and worrying 
about the fate of the fish and mothers 
remembering their own days, their 
older children's days at the venerable 
school. 

“Keeping the community together 
is very important to us,"’ Hyde Prin- 
cipal Arthur Laughlin to the School 
Committee Monday night as he outlin- 
ed his plan to resume classes at the 
school Monday in the remaining two 
buildings. 

“T have heard from many, many 
members of the community and their 
feeling of wanting to stay together is 
very, very strong,” Laughlin con- 
tinued. 

Using the first two floors and the

gym and the basement, Laughlin says 
he thinks the building can ac- 
commodate its current 334 students. 

But the School Committee has 
reservations about the temporary and 
long-range plans for Hyde. 

Although they approved the tem- 
porary reshuffling, some questioned 
the quality of education in the crowd- 
ed conditions. 

The School Committee is consider- 
ing the possible need to close the 
school. 

Roy Cornelius, director of Support 
Services, told the committee that no 
estimates can be made now on the 
cost of the reconstruction until 
cleanup of the area allows crews to 
further inspect the building. He guess- 
ed the cost could range from a few 
hundred thousand dollars to more 
than $1 million depending on what is 
reusable. 

The more than 40 parents in the au- 
dience registered their willingness to 
continue operation of the school under 
Laughlin’s plan for another year in 
order to accommodate reconstruc- 
tion. 

“I sense that there are some people 
here tonight who would be willing to 


For students: 
a nightmare

NEWTON HIGHLANDS — It’s a 
child's dream come true. Two days 
before the end of vacation the school 
burns down. 

But for the Hyde students standing 
vigil in the raw, smokey Saturday 
night air, it was a nightmare. 

“My diary, my papers. My room is 
totaled, completely gonzo,’’ wailed 
fifth grader Heather Roser. ‘‘It’s un- 
fair. It’s unfair.” 

Eleven-year-old Sarah Stackhouse 
said the kids used to joke when a 
school burned down, “It’s always the 
other school.”’ 

Now, as she watched the flames 


flare across the top of her school like 
so many candles on a birthday cake, 
she sighed, ‘‘We fought so hard to 
keep it open and now it's burning 
down.” 

Sarah saw the fire almost from the 
beginning. First, she recalled, there 
was smoke. Then the flames burst 
through. 

“They were humongous,’’ she ex- 
claimed, ‘‘as high as the building.” 
Other youngsters gathered around 
shouted their own descriptions. 

Adam Mackler worried about the 
fish in his blazing fifth grade 
classroom. But he said his first reac- 
tion to the fire was to wonder where

Nominations open 


in fall city 


NEWTON — Nomination papers for 
the fall city elections become 
available Friday. 

The mayor, School Committee and 
Board of Aldermen are all up for elec- 
tion in the non-partisan race. 

A total of 400 signatures of 
registered Newton voters are needed 
to qualify a candidate for mayor, a 
four-year term. 

A total of 150 signatures of 
registered oters are needed from to 
tun for School Committee or 
alderman-at-large, and 50 signatures 
are needed to run for ward alderman. 
All are two-year terms. 

Members of the School Committee 
run ona citywide basis, although they 
must each come from a specific ward 
of the city’s eight wards. 

The same holds true for the city's 16 
aldermen-at-large. Ward aldermen, a 
total of eight, run only in a specific 
ward.

Nomination papers will be 
available until July 28. They must be 
turned in to the Election Commission 
for certification at 5 p.m. on that date. 

Because this is a non-partisan elec- 
tion, party and primary rules do not 
apply. 

A preliminary election, or run-off, 
will be held in September for any seat 
where there are more than two can- 
didates in contention. In that election, 
the two top vote-getters will go on to 
face each other in the November 
general election. 


Two men have announced inten- 
tions to seek the post of mayor of 
Newton. They are Bruce Marquis of 
Waban and Ald. Mark White of 
Newton Corner. The incumbent, 
Mayor Theodore Mann, has not yet 
announced whether or not he will seek 
another term. He has been mayor 
since 1972. 


Braceland high school 
scholarships started

NEWTON — A group of teachers, 
administrators and friends of Newton 
police officer Bob Braceland have 
started a scholarship fund in his 
memory. 

With a goal of $5,000, the scholar- 
ship committee seeks to honor 
Braceland’s legacy of service to 
troubled young people by awarding an 
annual scholarship in alternate years 
to a graduating Newton North or 
South high school student. 

Robert V, Braceland, a 22-year 
veteran and native of Newton, won 
numerous awards including 
policeman of the year several times 
and the Frank Flaschner Award from 
the Youth Commission. As a youth of- 
ficer he is credited with helping pro- 
blem youth grow to be solid citizens, 

After a long battle with cancer, 
Braceland died on March 31 at the age 
of 47. 

Students will be selected who 
demonstrate the qualities which 
marked Braceland's life work, both 
on and off-duty: commitment, 
selflessness, compassion, 
friendliness, integrity and courage. 

Norman Gaudet, Adams 


housemaster at Newton North and a 
member of the Bob Braceland 
Scholarship Committee, said con- 
tributions are already coming in and 
the committee hopes to award its first 
scholarship this year. 

The amount of the scholarship has 
not yet been determined. 

Gaudet said letters were sent to 
civic organizations, policemen, 
teachers and other groups in the city 
asking for contributions to set up the 
perpetual fund. 

According to Gaudet, Braceland 
kept many young people out of the 
court system opting instead for 
counseling with the parents and the 
child. 

“Rather than going to court, they'd 
go to Bob Braceland,’’ Gaudet ex- 
plained. ‘‘He would try to suggest 
something to the parents that would 
help them change the direction of the 
child.” 

Without Braceland's wise and com- 
passionate counseling, Gaudet 
reasons that many kids would have 
ended up in court and probably would 
not have been rehabilited as quickly. 

“He was very instrumental in help- 
ing people find help. In fact, many

Pointing to the possible two years 
needed for reconstruction and the 
“major capital outlay required to get 
the school going again,” Fleishman 
said the issue of closing the school 
was separate from future considera- 
tions of elementary school consolida- 
tions. 

“T will find it very surprising if the 
School Committee finds it possible to 
reconstruct the building when we 
know at some point we are going to 
consider consolidation in that general 
area again,” Committeewoman Nan- 
cy Mann commented.

The School Committee is expected 
to have a better idea of costs involved 
atits May 11 meeting. 

The three-alarm blaze broke out 
early Saturday night between third- 
floor partitions in the oldest part of 
the school. Fire officials have at- 
tributed the fire to an electrical short. 

“We have found an electrical BX 
cable (a heavy-duty shield wire) 
burned out,”’ Assistant Fire Chief Ed- 
ward Murphy said Sunday. 

“There is a chance it was burning in 
the partitions and floor long before it 
was detected," he said. 

The building was equipped with a 
heat, but not a smoke, detector. Mur- 
phy said the fire may have been

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detected sooner if it had had a smoke 
detector. , 

The first alarm was at 7:01 p.m. 
Saturday uight.. The second was at 
7:05 p.m. and the third at 7:29 p,m. By 
7:30, there were 52 firefighters ‘on the 
scene. All-out was at 3:18 a.m. Sun- 
day. 

A crane began hauling rubble out of 
the gaping roof of the building Sunday 
as round-the-clock cleanup began 
before an audience of Highlands 
residents. 

“It {s so ironic that it had to burn,”’ 
one woman observed.

NEWTON - A proposal to construct 
seven townhouses on Cottage Street 
was approved by the aldermanic 
Land Use Committee this week and 
will go the the Board of Aldermen for 
consideration. 

By a 3-2 margin, committee 
members supported construction of 
the seven attached units, but will hold 
the proposal until the Fire Depart- 
ment has inspected revised plans to 
assure there are no fire hazards in the 
building materials. 

The community was initially oppos- 
ed to the project, but a revised plan 
that has scaled it down has been ap- 

| proved by most abutters. 

The special permit for the construc- 


tion of the condominium units is being 
sought by Cottage Street Realty Trust 
Co. 

Ald. Susan Schur, who met with 
area residents, said, “‘Most of the 
neighbors felt they liked the new 
design better. Most of them felt this 
was acceptable.”” 

Jason Rosenberg, attorney for the 
trust, said the plan poses no problems 
or ‘‘detrimental”’ effects in the com- 
munity. 

Rosenberg presented the revised 
proposal to local residents at a com- 
munity meeting several weeks ago, 
he said. 

The initial condominium plan called 
for the construction of eight units. 


Land Use Chairman Terry Morris 
argued that the proposal should be 
scaled down to six. ; eres, 

Rosenberg, however, claims com- 
munity members are not apposed to 
seven units. ‘They would like to see 
this development go forward. They 
said, in essence, seven units are fine."’

Private ambulanceservice 
considered for Newton —

NEWTON - A private ambulance 
company may be destined to serve 
Newton if the Board of Aldermen ap- 
proves. 

The ambulance rescue service now 
provided by the Newton Fire Depart- 
ment would produce a savings of 
$324,000 in the fire department's 
budget if a private firm is hired. 

The service, which is rated as one of 
the best in the state, will remain the 
responsibility of the Newton Fire 
Department until July 1. 

Despite the projected cut, however 
the aldermanic Public Safety anc 
Transportation Committee votec 
Monday night to send a resolution tc 
the mayor requesting that he reex 
amine the decision to transfer the am 
bulance service from an in-house ser 
vice to the private sector. 

The cost of the private ambulance 
service to the user will be $90 per run 
plus $4 per mile. The city recently in- 
creased its rates from §45 to §90 per 
run to fall in line with current Blue- 


Cross-Blue-Shield ambulance rates. 

Neither, Chairman Mark White nor 
Richard Ciccone, a member of the 
union bargaining committee and past 
a union president, believe the mayor 
will seriously reconsider the move to 
a private ambulance service. 

“T’m reluctantly cutting out the am- 
bulance services rather than two 
engine companies," Fire Chief Ed- 
ward B. Reilly Jr. told the committee, 
“There is an alternative to an am- 
bulance service. There is no alter- 
native to an engine company.” 

James Hickey, chief administrative 
aide to the mayor, said there was no 
chance the city would come up with 
the funds to maintain an in-house am- 
bulance service. ‘If we could have 
done it, we would have. We're not go- 
ing to come up with $325,000,” he said. 


Chaulk Ambulance Service, one of 
seven ambulance companies to bid, 
was unanimously awarded the con- 
tract by the city’s Ambulance Service 
Study Committee, according to 
Hickey. 

“Chaulk was the only company with 
no reservations from all four depart- 


ments (fire, police, hospital, purchas- 
ing agent),” said Hickey. ‘‘We felt 
that it was the company that could 
provide us with the best quality ser- 
vice,” " 

“The people at Newton-Wellesley 

hospital felt particularly strong about 
the service,"’ added Hickey. 
' At no cost to the city, Chaulk will 
provide three fully manned 24-hour 
ambulances, one of which ‘will be 
placed. at. the Newtoh-Wellesley 
hospital at all times. 

The Newton ‘Fire Department 
presently operates two fully manned 
ambulances and maintains one back- 
up ambulance. 

In addition, pointed out Hickey, the 
attendants stationed at the hospital 
will receive on-going advanced life- 
Support training. This training will 
work ona revolving basis so that all 24 
Chaulk EMT's will eventually receive 
this training. 

“By having this third ambulance, 
we're able to do this,"’ acknowledged 
Hickey. ‘This is something we've

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The wit and wisdom of Will

NEWTON - “A liberal,” George 
Will muses, ‘‘gazes at government 
and says: ‘What wonderful things can 
we do with this splendid machine?’ 
The conservative squints at govern- 
ment and says; ‘What terrible 
damage can this rough beast do?” 


Speaking at the 66th anniversary 
banquet of the Associated Industries 
of Massachusetts last week at the 
Marriott Hotel, Will attacked the far- 
reaching hand of government and 
cited a conservative, yet somewhat 
hypocritical swing in American 
politics. 


The son of a midwest philosophy 
teacher, the 40-year-old Will is one of 
the most well-read and respected con- 
servative columnists writing today. A 
recipient of the Pulitzer Prize for 
commentary in 1977, his column ap- 
pears in more than 300 newspapers 
nationwide. 


Describing himself as an 
‘congenital pessimist,’ the Trinity 
College graduate told the audience of 
500 that he subscribes to the Ohio 1895 
theory of history. ‘‘The theory,"’ Will 
kidded, “‘is one of a little known fact 
which is in Ohio in 1895 there were just 
two automobiles— and they collided.” 


Mixing candor with a quick wit, the 
bespectacled Will blamed Congress 
for putting government on the back of 
the American people, expressed 
discomfort with what he called a 
‘dispiriting decade of presidential 
leadership’ and praised President 
Reagan's attempts to alter America's 
current course domestically and 
abroad. 

“Clearly there has been a shift to 
the right around the world," em- 
phasized Will. ‘There is a crystalized 
consensus that the public sector is suf- 
focating the private sector on which 
the public sector ultimately 
depends.” 


Despite this shift toward the right, 
however, Will noted that ‘‘Americans 
talk a lot more conservative game 
plan than they're ready to live.” 

“There is a deep conflict in the 
public mind,” continued Will. ‘‘The 
President said we must get the 
government off the backs of the

placable enemy, the Soviet Union, in 
the classic warmaking conditions and 
it is too late now to do anything about 
it.” 


Will noted that a long range 
strategic pessimism among the Soviet 
leaders on the part of their country 
combined with a short range strategic 
optimism will tempt the Soviets to 
solve their long range problems (food, 
energy shortages, crumbling of 
Eastern Europe, etc.) with short 
range adventurism. 


“The Soviets will enjoy what they 
vowed to achieve after the Cuban Mis- 
sle Crisis 18 years ago which is clear 
strategic nuclear and tactical nuclear 
and conventional force superiorty and 
they will therefore have strong and 
perhaps compelling temptation to 
solve their long range strategic pro- 
blems with short range adven- 
turism," said Will. 


The columnist went on to say that 
even if President Reagan receives all 


of the money he has requested for: 


defense spending, the United States 
still will be spending a full 2 percent 
less on defense as a percentage of 
GNP than under President John F. 
Kennedy. 


A fourth problem confronting 
Reagan is the demographic pressure 
for inflation— namely social spending 
for the elderly. 


“Social spending has grown 
remarkably under both the 
Republicans and the Democrats alike 
for 30 years as we have translated the 
concept of civil rights into a doctrine 
of economic rights,’’ said Will. “It has 
grown much faster than the economy 
has to foot the bill.”’ 


Despite what he called the 
‘Stockman reign of terror,’ Will said 
this portion of the government will 
continue to grow because the great 
demographic fact about this country 
is that we're getting older. 


The elderly turn out at the polls in 
large numbers; 65 percent voted in 
the 1980 election. If Reagan were to 
take on the Social Security program 
(about one third of the budget), the 
elderly would join ranks.and quickly 
become a single issue constituency.

Meadowbrook to be 
renamed next year

NEWTON — In memory of a 
remarkable leader in education, 
Meadowbrook Junior High School will 
next year bear the name of the late 
Dr. Charles E, Brown, superintendent 
from 1960-1968. 


Current Superintendent Aaron 
Fink, who proposed the name change, 
praised Brown for his imagination 
and committment which inspired 
those who worked with him to keep 
Newton at the forefront of education. 


Prior to a vote of unanimous ap- 
proval by the School Committee at a 
recent meeting, Fink said Brown's 
impact on education was not only felt 
in Newton, but throughout the nation. 


Irwin Freedman, principal at 
Meadowbrook, welcomed the change 
and noted the inspiration and in- 
fluence Brown had on his own career 
in education. 


Brown's wife, Nancy, and one of 
their four children, Douglas, were 
also at the meeting. 


Brown came to Newton in 1954 as a 
mathematics, science and_ social 
studies teacher at Day Junior High 
School, where he also coached hockey 
and basketball. 


In 1957 he became an ad- 
ministrative assistant on the’ central 
staff of the School Department and 
took an active part in the planning of 
Newton South High School. 


In 1959, he was named Newton's 
Outstanding Young Man of the Year 
and received the Junior Chamber of 
Commerce Distinguished Service 
Award. 


Brown’s appointment as 
superintendent of schools became ef- 


fective in July 1960 when he succeed. 
ed Eric N. Dennard. 


He left his post as superintendent in 
1968 to work as a planning officer in 
the Ford Foundation’s division of 
education and research, but returned 
in 1972 to the Educational Develop. 
ment Cenic® in Newton where he was 
director of a project he had 
developed, the Leadership and Learn- 
ing Collaborative. 


‘rhe purpose of the Leadership and 
Learning Collaborative is to provide 
opportunities for professional 
development of principals and other 
school administrators. 


Brown died in 1979 at his home in 
Newtonville at the age of 54. 


There was some resistance to the 
change from a group of Meadowbrook 
parents, according the school's PTA 
president. 


Some parents felt the name could be 
ridiculed and associated with the 
Charles Schultz cartoon character, 
Charlie Brown. 


In an interview, School Committee 
Chairman Ann Berwick called the

“The general feeling among people 
who knew him (Brown) is that he was 
a really remarkable educator,” Ber- 
wick said. 


“7 can understand resistance when 
the school has been named for so- 
meone in the first place,’’ she added. 

















Berwick said she was ‘‘not very 
sympathetic” when the school is nam- 
ed Meadowbrook because of its loca- 
tion at 125 Meadowbrook Road.

Ciccone resigns as union head

He questioned a newly created full- 
time ‘internal affairs’’ position 
within the department, saying it was 
“hypocritical” for a man to spend his 
entire week investigating the wrong- 
doings of some 200 officers. 

He was also critical of the city's 
plan to put its ambulance service out 
to bid and eliminating it from the fire 
department. 

Ciccone attributed his resignation 
to a disability that has bothered him 
for several years and his family 
responsibilities. 

“T wasn’t forced to resign because 
I'm a fighter,’ Ciccone said. ‘It 
comes to a central point —my family 
comes first."" 

He also admitted that the letter was 
misunderstood by many officers who 
saw it as a personal attack . 

He explained, ‘I didn't attack 


anybody. I attacked positions. People 
are reading into it. There are no 
names in the letter.”” 

Ciccone also contends that the ac- 
tion by union officials demanding a 
retraction from him was initiated by 
“Chief Quinn's boys.” 

Ciccone also debunked allegations 
that Ald. Mark White, a candidate for 
mayor, was involved in the writing of 
the letter. 

White also called the allegation 
“nonsense.”’ 

New union head Magni was 
unanimously appointed by the union's 
executive board. 

When asked how he felt about stepp- 
ing into the difficult job of union presi- 
dent in the middle of this controversy 
and with a contract yet to be signed, 
he said, ‘‘It's unbelievable... the tur- 
moil and pressure. There are three 
different factions now.”” 

Magni said he will devote some 
time to becoming familiar with the 
contract negotiations and other union 
issues.

NEWTON — It looks like it will be 
mint juleps after all-Mayor Theodore 
Mann will get to attend an upcoming 
conference of mayors in Kentucky. 

In a special meeting this week at 
City Hall, the Board of Aldermen 
reconsidered and reversed a blunder 
made last week which would have 
prevented the mayor from attending 
the conference. 

The board denied his request last 
week for a transfer of $800 to allow the 
mayor to attend the conference in 
Kentucky because they thought the 
state had not approved the Equal 
Rights Amendment (ERA). 

Aldermen approved a resolution 


last year not to appropriate travel 
funds for a convention in any state 
that has not approved the ERA. 

Newton State Rep. Susan Schur 
claimed that the state had not ratified 
the ERA and the board went along 
with her. The final vote to reject the 
transfer was 9 to 8 with seven 
aldermen absent. 

Confessing that she had learned 
Kentucky has indeed approved the 
ERA, Ald. Schur moved reconsidera- 
tion of the vote on the money to allow 
the mayor to attend the conference. 

The Board agreed with the excep- 
tion of Ald. Richard McGrath, who 
voted against the transfer. 
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McGrath argued that with 
municipal employees facing layoffs 
and under the fiscal belt tightening 
imposed by Proposition 2'z, the 
mayor should not attend the con- 
ference. 

“When we are laying off people, I 
don't know how a member of the 
board can approve this,”’ he said. 

McGrath added that the city would 
gain nothing by participating in the 
conference. 

Schur made the reversal with 
“some apologies,’ but not before 


In response to some of Ciccone's 
allegations, Magni noted, for in- 
stance, that Newton would have the 
only police force in the state without a 
traffic division if that were 
eliminated, and that animal control 
officers are ‘‘valuable police officers 
that respond to all calls.”"

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Alternative school 
plan down drain 


those parents interested in opening an 
alternative school that there would be 
a greater difficulty in placing their 
children in private schools. The 
parents perceived this problem 
because of the flood of applications 
that these schools received in the 
wake of Proposition 2'2 and the im- 
pending budget cuts in the public 
school system. 

A third deterrent wa’ the estimated 
cost of the alternative school. Ac- 
cording to Stone, the venture was” ‘an 
expensive commitment” in which the 
tuition was going to be $3,000 to 4,000, 
if not more." 

Stone also expressed disappoint- 
ment in the failure to get an establish- 
ed private school to expand into 
Newton. He listed the inability of 

these schools to do anything without a 

couple of years lead time and their 
fear of declining enrollment as 
reasons for their lack of interest. 

“There was a core of people who 
wanted to keep the Claflin School go- 
ing as a private school and we were 
disappointed that we weren't able to 
do this," he added. 

The new school would have provid- 
eda cooperative learning structure as 
well as a high-level curriculum.

NEWTON - Plans for the creation of 
an alternative private middle school 
in the city by September have died on 
the blackboard. 


“The thing is completely dead,” 
said Elliot Stone, the catalyst for the 
idea. “We just couldn't get enough 
people interested,” 


The group, whose major bone of 
contention is a perceived downhill 
slide in the quality of education at the 
junior high level in the Newton public 
school system, was ‘‘too apprehen- 
sive" to see the plans through comple- 
tion, according to Stone. 


“The people were afraid that the 
school might not get off the ground so 
they applied to schools that were 
already established,” he noted. 


Stone, a father of three, also said 
people lost interest as the accep- 
tances to these established private 
schools rolled in. ‘‘Most of the people 
that were interested in establishing 
the school with one or two exceptions, 
were successful in getting their 
children into private schools.””

Boston's feuds 
can touch us all 


If you think things are bad out here in the 
suburbs as our cities and towns try to grap- 
ple with Proposition 2 42, be comforted you 
don't have to put up with what Boston’s 
residents have to endure. 


Shameful is the word to describe the 
feuding of political prima donnas who rule 
the capital city. Separate branches of local 
government are cooperating commen- 
dably in their attempt to devise budgets 
that will have to be lived with, despite 
uncertainties on fiscal aid. 


In Boston, such negatives as stubborn- 
ness, vindictiveness, clownish tactics and 
irrelevant proposals fomented a crisis that 
reached the breaking point last week. 
Pawns again in the political turmoil were 
children dependent upon a_ virtually 
bankrupt school system. 


The external view of Kevin White’s ad- 
ministration is impressive. During his four 
terms, Boston has changed dramatically 
to become one of the great modern cities of 
the world. 


Much of the groundwork was laid by 
predecessors, but he deserves credit for 
the full transformation. On the inner side, 
he comes across as practitioner of the 
ward politics Boston has been noted for 
over many generations. 


Enemies call him ‘‘King Kevin,"’ a dic- 
tator role they hammer away at. He plays 
into their hands with such embar- 
rassments as Parkman House use, his 
wife's birthday fundraiser and the $90,000 
City Hall kitchen facility he ordered. 


Then, there’s the City Council, where it 
is constant showtime led by star per- 
formers Freddy and Dapper. Less flam- 
boyant members appear to be just as 
ready to counteract every White move 
with proposals of their own. This makes 
for headlines and television coverage, but 
also agonizing delays leading up to 
deadlines, as in the latest school financing 
conflict. 

Clergy who joined in urging city officials 
to “behave like leaders rather than quar- 
reling children” were putting it mildly. 
There’s nothing childish about what these 
egocentrics are doing. 


Boston’s School Committee, while seem- 
ingly less rancorous of late, is under strong 
indictment from State Education Commis- 
sioner Gregory R. Anrig. He warned “‘un- 
justifiable’? spending had to stop or he 
would go to the Legislature for budget 
restraint. 

Close to two months before the end of the 
school year, the department had come 
close to using up all of its $210 million 
budget. A further Anrig solution would be 
for a citizens’ reform organization to draft 
committee candidates, set academic stan- 
dards and insist on official accountability 
for student performance. 


Pretty strong medicine, but the Hub is 
suffering from maladies not too apparent 
in the midst of architectural splendor and 
business prosperity. 


Along with being appalled, we have 
cause for concern. The Commonwealth’s 
taxpayers have had to provide financial 
succor to the metropolis in the past and 
will again, touching all of us. And it’s going 
to cost more to do business in Boston. 

Battle royals in Boston dwarf anything 
current in local government, with all of the 
personality clashes and bickering that is 
part of city and town politicking. So give a 
cheer for the home teams, chums.

I never questioned that the stodgy red brick building 
would last my time. But after a fire raged on its third 
floor and destroyed the roof, I felt the 70-year-old 
building would finally die. 


The school which had been the core and lifeblood of the 
Highlands for most of this century would be abandoned 
now as too old. It would be doomed as not worth the trou- 
ble of repairing and too much of an uphill battle to fight to 
save. 


Middlesex County 


I expected that the students of the elernentary school 
would relish the extended vacation and have little 
awareness of the loss to their community. I guessed that 
even the active Highlands community would be daunted 
by the slim prospects for rebuilding this center of the 
community. 

I should have known better since each time the 
Highlands community is called on to maintain the quality 
of their village, swarms of people fight to save the school 
from consolidation or volunteer to man the branch 
library. 

The next day the school’s principal was designing a 
plan to keep the school alive. 

On Monday the PTA board wrestled further with solu- 
tions and more than 40 parents attended the School Com- 
mittee meeting. 

Tuesday night the community rallied at the Newton 
Highlands Congregational Church to discuss solutions. 


And what is an inspiration is that the option ‘‘quit"’ or 
“don’t fight’ does not cross their minds. 

Perhaps most heartwarming of all was the response of 
a handful of Hyde school boys selling cookies and punch 
on Monday in frent of the charred building. 

Wearing child-sized signs saying ‘‘Save Our Hyde 
School,’’ the young men aged 6-11 spoke of the value of 


the school, both as a place they had attended since they 
started school and as a vital part of the quality of the 
Highlands village. 

Ten cents a cookie and 25 cents a glass of punch, “‘only 
we're out of water right now" I was told. 

In less than two hours the young citizens boasted a 
hopeful $46.84 even as a crane hoisted charred beams 
which once supported the roof. 

Selling store-bought chocolate chip cookies at inflated 
prices and after Carter Wright roller-skated home and 
back with a fresh supply of water, the money kept rolling

Donovan said and noted, ‘‘It's also one of the last stan- 
ding Richardson buildings in Newton Highlands.

The last of the big spenders 





Following is the second in a series of articles prepared 
by the Middlesex County Project, a group of legislators 
iat includes Rep.

A confrontation is coming to a head over the unchecked 
growth in spending by Middlesex County government. A 
majority of the three-person board of county commis- 
sioners is on one side, pressing for ‘business as usual’’ 
big budgets. On the other is a loose coalition which in- 
cludes reform-minded state legislators from the area's 
cities and towns, County Advisory Board leaders like 
John Agnew of Reading and Jeanne Kangas of Box- 
borough and newly elected County Commissioner Tom 
Larkin, 


One central issue among these contestants is the conti- 
nuing spending spiral maintained by the commissioners. 


For the past two years Massachusetts county budgets 
were supposed to have been restricted, first by the 1979 
“tax cap”’ law, and then by 1980's Proposition 2 '2. Under 
these two laws, the total assessments imposed upon a 
particular city or town were to increase no more than 4 
percent over the previous year's assessments. 


The assessments have, in fact, escalated much more 
quickly than that, because of a little-known legal loophole 
— the Legislature, simply by permitting county spending 
to increase beyond 4 percent can effectively ‘‘amend” 
the tax limit laws. The new budget figure is itself held to 
be the “‘amendment:’’ no specific reference to the tax 
cap statutes are needed, and thus the moves escape 
public attention. 


The figures below document the liberated nature of 
spending by the County Commissioners, who have 
managed to succeed either directly, through the regular 
budget process, or indirectly, through the Emergency 
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““Go with the flow,’ they said! We're going with 
the flow all right — RIGHT DOWN THE DRAIN.” 





Loan Board, an unknown body which has proven very 
costly to Middlesex County taxpayers. 

FY '79: The original levy was $14,677,460 and no 
emergency loan was requested. 


FY '80: The original levy was $17,694,032. An emergen- 
cy loan of $1,043,000 was requested, bringing the total to 
$18,737,372, a 23 percent increase over FY '79. 

FY '80 81: The original levy was $20,531,182. An 
emergency loan of $1,887,926 was requested, bringing the 
total to $22,419,008, an increase of 20 percent over FY '80. 

These totals for the past three fiscal years, including 
the current one, are all the more disturbing because this 
is the period during which Middlesex County has not been 
responsible for running the courts. 

The pattern of upward increases shows no sign of 
abating. For fiscal year 1982, beginning this July 1, the 
commissioners have requested a total budget appropria- 
tion of $25,998,109. They have attempted to publicize the 
claim that cash on hand will permit them to keep local 
assessments at $22,318,045, an amount almost identical to 
the estimated total levy for the current fiscal year. 

However, the Commissioners hope attention will not 
turn to two additional spending requests they have sub- 
mitted to the Legislature. One is a supplementary budget 
request for fiscal year 1981 totaling $2,164,000. The other 
is a series of pay raises for their county employees which 
would cost taxpayers $1 million for 1981 (because the 
raises are retroactive to July 1, 1980) and another $1 
million for 1982. 

When the supplementary budget and the pay raises are 
added to the projected 1982 assessment of $22,318,045, the 
true picture emerges — an overall 1982 county levy of 
$26,482,045, an 18 percent increase. All these costs will be 
paid by the same property tax collectiors which are 
limited by Proposition 2 !2, and could be going to hard- 
pressed local services. 


Someone must walk the plank

Massachusetts happens to be one of the only states in 
the nation yet to establish a committee to get to work 
redrawing its Congressional districts as required by law. 
That may change this week. 


Last year's federal census spewed out figures that 
reflect a significant population shift to the west and 
south, only modest increases in the industrial northeast. 
In pragmatic terms, that translates into Massachusetts 
having to surrender one of its coveted 12 Congressional 
seats, 


Whicn seat? Whose seat? Which congressman must be 
sacrificed? Which town adjacent incumbants might be 
pitted against each other in one stretch district to fight it 
out? Upon whom does the speaker of the U.S. House, 
Cong. Tip O'Neill who shepherds his flock like any good 
parish preacher, beam with favor or scowl with a frown? 
Who is expendable? Who is a favorite? 


This is one of those sleeper issues — man-made — 
which experts say, if allowed to drift, will cause serious 
unnecessary confusion. 

An order to set up a joint special Congressional 
redistricting committee (6 senators; 11 reps.) was filed 
January 7, opening day of the 1981 session in 
Massachusetts. It was adopted by the House but till last 
Friday had been held by the Senate in joint Rules. It is 
expected on the Senate floor for adoption this week. 

Since the early 1970's, the job of reapportioning House, 
Senate and executive councilor districts (as distinct from 
Congressional districts) has fallen to the legislature. 
‘Previously when districts followed county lines, it was 
the task of county commissioners. The legislature got in- 
to the act when the 1970 Quinn amendment, a forerunner 
of the cut in the size of the House, mandated that all 240 
members of the House represent single districts, rather 
than double and triple districts that sometimes occurred. 
In 1974, by popular demand nurtured by the League of 
Women Voters, the House was cut by one-third — to 160 
— to take effect in the 1978 elections, That was a 
monumental redistricting job. 


Congressional districts, on the other hand, have always 
been a legislative prerogative — or where Boston was 
concerned, handled by a special commission. 


So why has the Senate waited to long to flash the green 
light to start this painstaking responsibility for the 1982 
elections? 

It is impossible to read Sen. Pres. William Bulger’s 
mind — or even to ask him a question, For three years, 
he has ducked press conferences; phone calls to aides to

request an interview go unanswered. 

The best guess is that Bulger is leery of anything that 
might affect his beloved native Southie. Boston districts 
will need recarving because many have lost population 
from flight to the suburbs. Will Cong. Joe Moakley, 
Bulger’s Congressman in the 9th district which embraces 
South Boston, be damaged as his constituency is brought 
up to the norm? Will Speaker O'Neill in the 8th district 
need some of his territory? 


Cong. Gerry Studds in the 12th district on the Cape, 
with his back to the sea, must shed some of the popula- 
tion growth in his area; what portions will be dump? 
Cong. Silvio Conte in the 1st bordering New York and 
New Hampshire must add inhabitants and can only go in- 
ward. Virtually everyone else is vulnerable. 


Most vulnerable, perhaps because she is a Republican, 
is Cong. Margaret Heckler in the 10th district. Ironically, 
her present district comes closest to the new norm, 
though that is little comfort; she could still be skewered 
to accomodate serious problems in Boston districts. If 
she is threatened, she says she will run for governor. 


Might Speaker O'Neill wish to penalize such maverick 
collegues as Cong. Barney Frank in the 4th and Ed 
Markey in the 7th, possibly even pit Jim Shannon in the 
5th against Nick Mavroules in the 6th in an elongated ger- 
rymandered district? Might this, indeed, be the 
vernerable O'Neill’s final term and, if his son Tom 
falters in his current bid to become governor, might the 
8th district seat be redesigned as a consolation prize for 
young Tom?

School budget cut 


To the Editor: 

As a member of the Board of 
Aldermen, I must make it clear that I, 
as well as many of my colleagues, 
cannot stand behind the recent deci- 
sion, made by the Human Services 
Committee, to cut $21,784 from the 
school budget. 

While sitting through a_ public 
budget hearing April 9, which was at- 
tended by members of the School 
Committee as well as 100-150 concern- 
ed citizens, I heard discussions that 
were informative and technical. 

The meeting ended with the general 
feeling of admiration towards the 
School Committee for its command of 
the school budget and respect toward 
the aldermen for their willingness to 
learn the school budget. 

I was shocked when I became 
aware of a 5-0 vote taken only to two 
days later, without the knowledge of 
any School Committee members, 
which removed the $21,784 from the 
school budget. 

This move was made in order to 
find the necessary funds to keep the 
streetworker program in existence. 
This was , however, more that than a 
simple fiscal matter. 


We cannot treat the school budget 
as a reserve account for the Board of 
Aldermen whereby gaps can be filled 
by taking school funds. It isirresopon- 


sible to believe that our problems can 
be solved by shifting them to the 
School Committee. They are making 
a grave error in putting the onus on 
the schools to come up with the funds. 

We cannot prioritize the municipal 
budget by using the school budget as a 
wedge to attain funds. It is incumbent 
upon my colleagues to seek other 
means of funding for human services 
if they deem this position an essential 
one, as I do, 

The approach taken by the Human 
Services Committee would be 
equivalent to the Public Safety Com- 
mittee taking $20,000 from the police 
budget in order to fund a position in 
the fire budget and doing it under.the 
label of public safety, 

The School Committee has labore 
hard and long on its budget. While 
there may be some minor fiscal shuf- 
fles that could be made, such as the 
use of budget reserve for some 
estimated accounts, we must rely on 
the expertise of the School Committee 
to see that the quality of education 
survives at as high a level as they can 
attain given the strict fiscal 
restraints. 

It is time for the Board of Aldermen 
to start offering knowledgeable 
recommendations to the School Com- 
mittee while working as a team.

Furthermore, your suggestion is 
unjustified. Newton's elected Schoo} 
Committee members have beer 
fiscally responsible for a number of 
years. The school budgets have beer 
essentially level-funded for three of 
the last five years. 

For two years they were well under 
the 4 percent tax cap. The school por- 
tion of Newton's tax rate has gone up 
only 66 cents in the last five years. 
That's less than a | percent total addi- 
tion to our total tax rate in five years. 

Because of declining enrollment, in- 
flation, state-mandated programs, 
ever-increasing fuel, utility and 
materials costs, not to mention other 
items of increasing costs, the School 
Committee has had to reduce each 
year's budget. 


To date, 10 school buildings have 
been closed and another two schools 
will close this June. Yet, despite the 
closing of all these buildings, fixed 
charges have gone up 141 percent. 
Fuel costs alone are up 71 percent. 

In addition, the School Committee 
has passed budgets during the past 
six years which have reduced its pro- 
fessional staff by more than 26 per- 
cent, at a rate that has been greater 
than the rate of declining enrollment. 

There has been an equal percentage 
of teacher and administrative person- 
nel cuts. 

Educational, sports, art, drama, 
music, vocational education, and 
other programs have been consistent- 
ly cut. 

The cost of school lunches has con- 
sistently gone up, Students living in- 
side the state-mandated two-mile 
radius of their schools no longer have 
subsidized transportation. 

The school budget currently under 
review by the Board of Aldermen is 
more than ever before a bare bones 
budget. Further cuts in this budget 
will result in inferior education for the 
children of Newton. 

I know that I speak for a great 
many concerned citizens of Newton 
when I call on you to dispel, rather 
than encourage, the myth of 
overspending that surrounds the 
School Committee and the cost of 
public education in this city.

NEWTON The Hunger and 
Global Security Act, recently filed by 
Congressmen Gilman (D-Conn) and 
Solarz (D-NY), has the endorsement 
and support of Bread For the World, a 
citizens’ group which focuses its ef- 
forts on the elimination of world 
hunger 

Believing that hunger is not only a 
problem of fundamental moral im- 
portance but that it also is a basic 
cause of political, social and 
economic unrest, Bread For the 
World drafted this legislation and in- 
tends to work intensively to secure its 
passage 

‘We have a moral obligation to pre- 
vent helpless children from starving 
and this bill will help us meet that 
responsibility,’ said Congressman 
Barney Frank (D-Mass), who will 
cosponsor the bill 

The Hunger and Global Security 
Act which will be considered by 
several congressional committees is 
unique in that it calls for no new spen- 
ding but rearranges priorities in ex- 
isting aid and trade programs and 
concentrates on fostering self suffi- 
ciency for recipients of the benefits. 

Multinational development banks 
would be urged to target larger 
percentages of their lending toward 
needy people defined as those whose 
incomes are inadequate to prevent 
malnutrition. Other developed na-

ple a day using the building, using the 
jail as a declassification center would 
not be a “compatible use," he said. In 
case of a disturbance at the jail the 
entire building would have to be 
evacuated. The chances of an incident 
such as this occuring would be 
greater at a declassification center, 
because it would not have been deter- 
mined how violent the inmates are.

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Smoking to belimited 
in Newtonrestaurants

NEWTON - Newton is now the first 
sity in the commonwealth to legally 
designate ‘‘smoking’’ and ‘‘non- 
smoking"’ areas in restaurants. 

The ordinance, passed by the Board 
of Aldermen last week by a 13 to 1 
vote, will require restaurants with a 
seating capacity of 50 or more to 
restrict smoking to 85 percent of that 
area. This will affect less than one- 
third of the eating establishments in 
the city. 

By virtue of the ordinance, Newton 
becomes the first city in the Com- 
monwealth to legally designate smok- 
ing and non-smoking areas in 
restaurants 

“It's the first step in the right direc- 
tion,’’ said Ward 2 Ald. Edward Rich- 
mond of the ordinance. ‘The second 
step is to live with this for a while and 
see how it works out.”’

the city’s first non-smoking ordinance 
in 1972. The ordinance prohibits smok- 
ing in supermarkets as well as any 
food dispensing establishments ex- 
cluding restaurants. 

A year ago, the city began a pro- 
gram of voluntary compliancce in the 
establishment of non-smoking areas 
in restaurants by suggestion, persua- 
sion and public notice. 

In instituting a mandatory restric- 
tion on smoking in public restaurants, 
there would be a simple line of demar- 
cation or a sign marking those tables 
set aside for non-smokers. 

The alderman made it clear that the 
establishment would incur no con- 
struction costs to implement the new 
ordinance. 

Ward 1 Ald. Joseph DePasquale, 
however, was strongly opposed to the 
ordinance. A smoker, DePasquale 
thought the restriction was outside 
the government's bounds. 

“I don''t think that it is something 
the government should legislate," 
said DePasquale. ‘‘We’re really 
overstepping our bounds in this 
respect. It is really something people 
can handle on their own.” 

“If people who don’t smoke want to 
deal with the cause, let them tell 
restaurants to establish a non- 
smoking area," he added. 

“It's a principal thing,’’ said 
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DePasquale of his objection. ‘‘It is 
outside the realm of where govern- 
ment should get into,”’ 

Larry Schwartz of Cappucino’s, 
which has a seating capacity of 125, 
said his restaurant ‘will have no pro- 
blem at all complying with the or- 
dinance.'’ Schwartz did note, 
however, that his establishment trys 
to seat non-smokers in the front room 
of the restaurant or near ventalatiion. 


Marc Berkowitz, the owner of Legal 
Seafoods, said his current voluntary 
restriction on smoking poses no in- 
convenience either for patrons or the 
management. 

“We find that people really ap- 
preciate having the option,” said 
Berkowitz of the restaurant's non- 
smoking policy. The establishment 
restricts smoking to 60 percent of its 
floor space, or approximately 135 of 
its 225 seats. 


At the Pillar House, owner Tom 
Larson has cut smoking down to a 
minimum. A reformed smoker, Lar- 
son recently instituted a policy which 
designates just 35 (70 seats over two 
seatings) of the restaurant's 191 seats 
as smoking areas.

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Job Bank cut

NEWTON - The city's Job Bank pro- 
gram will be a shadow of its former 
self if a proposed $5,000 reduction in 
funding is implemented. 

The free employment service, 
which is sponsored by the Newton 
Youth Commission and operated by 
the Newton Community Service 
Centers, currently operates on a 
$6,400 budget. If the city's budget is 
passed by the Board of Aldermen, it 
will be forced to endure on a $1,000 
budget. 

“We can’t really run a program on 
$1,000," said Anthony Bibbo, the ex- 
ecutive director of ACSW. ‘We would 
have absolutely no staffing. The 
money would be primarially used for 
phone calls and publicity.” 

The program, which now staffs two 
part-time employees, would be forced 
to utilize volunteers. This alternative, 
explained Bibbo, “would ruin the con- 
tinuity of the program.” 

“It's a shame," said Newton 
District Court Judge Monte G, Basbas 
of the impending cuts. “The amount 
of money involved is negligible. Six 
thousand dollars is relatively peanuts 
in an $85 million budget." 

Basbas, a major advocate of the 
program, has sent a letter to the 
aldermanic Finance Committee 
recommending that it reconsider the 
reduction of the Job Bank budget. 

Stressing the value of the program 
to the community, Basbas pointed out 
that many of the young people aided 
by the Job Bank would otherwise be 
unemployed. 


The Job Bank, explained Basbas, 
“acts as a clearinghouse for the 
young people of the community,” 

‘It allows them to be active in the 
community without the activity that 
brings them before the court,” he 
said. 

“It has nothing to do with the courts 
directly, The courts are peripherally 
affected,’ Basbas added, "These 
aren’t permanent jobs. We're basical- 
ly trying to keep these kids busy with 
odds and ends, Essentailly it is to 
keep them out of mischief.” 

“Tt is hard to estimate the number 
of young persons who, had not been 
gainfully employed, might have found 
themselves in court," noted Basbas. 
“T believe the number is not insignifi- 
cant.” 

The program, which was instituted 
in 1971 with an $11,000 budget, was 
forced to face nearly a $5,000 cutback 
in 1976. Since that time, Job Bank has 
been operating within the confines of 
the $6,400 figure. 

“The program itself has been a 
tremendous marraige between the 
Newton Community Service Center 
and the community," he said. 

Bibbo went on to explain that the 
Job Bank program serves many pur- 
Poses. It teaches youngsters new 
skills. It allows senior citizens on a 
fixed income to hire kids rather than 
pay for professional help. And most 
importantly, the Job Bank has served 
on many occassions as a contact point 
for other services. 

Through the program, for example, 
Bibbo was alerted to one case of child 
abuse.

Andre's antics 
may bring shift 


ROCKPORT, Maine (UPI) — Andre the seal, who 
mugs it up for summer tourists in the harbor of this 
picture-book town every year, may be spending his 
winters in Connecticut from now on. 

The 19-year-old harbor seal is usually flown south 
for the winter to the New England Acquarium in 
Boston and then swims back up the New England 
coast each spring to Rockport each spring. 

His trainer, Harry Goodridge, let him stay in 
Rockport for a change this winter because of a 
falling-out with aquarium officials. 

But Goodridge said Monday that local fishermen 
became so angered over Andre's antics during the 
winter — grabbing onto oars and sinking dinghies 
— that the seal’s luckly to be alive. 

“Andre was around the area all winter, in and out 
of Rockport and Rockland harbors, going places 
where he tends to get in the fishermen's way,” 
Goodridge said. 

“| know of a least a couple of incidents when his 
life was in danger,”’ he said, adding Andre ‘‘almost 
got his head blown off” at one point because of his 
mischief. 

So Goodridge said he plans to take Andre to the 
Mystic Aquarium in Mystic, Conn., next winter.

It would be great to have An- 
dre make his farnous swim again, and I'd like to see 
him make it from Mystic all the way up the New 
England coast to Rockport,” said Goodridge. 


It's been almost 20 years since Goodridge, the 
town's former harbormaster, found the orphaned 
pup on a coastal island. 


The seal’s annual swim up the coast attracts wide 
attention and his stunts and acrobatics attract 
thousands of people each summer to his rock- 
studded harbor home, where he performs daily free 
shows around his floating wire and wood pen. 

Despite his harrowing experiences this past 
winter, Goodridge said Andre ate well and even 
picked up a few pounds during his winter respite. 


“Last year he could jump four feet into the air 
through a hoop," said Goodridge, who feeds Andre 
with herring each day at 4 p.m. and then instructs 
the seal in an acrobatic show that is viewed by 
vacationers standing around the tiny harbor. 





But a brewing battle between Goodridge and 
town officials could mean the end of Andre’s daily 
shows. 

“The town manager says the crowds grew so big 
at times last summer that now they want me to hire 
a policeman for crowd control,’’ said Goodridge. 
“Andre will stop giving the shows before I have to 
start paying for that."" 

Town Manager Paul Weston said, ‘*We love hav- 
ing Andre put on his performances in town, so we 
don't want to prevent him from doing so. 

“It's just that in the past, Harry has had someone 
directing traffic and taking up collections, and he 
says now it's too expensive for him to hire so- 
meone,"’ he said. 

Weston said Andre has become so popular and 
well-loved that something has to be done to keep 
traffic and parking convenient for visitors and 
fishermen. 


Vermont favors 
anti-bias action 


MONTPELIER, Vt. (UPI) — A bill banning 
employment discrimination against the elderly and 
handicapped has won preliminary Senate app- 
proval, making it likely the bill will become law this 
year. 

The Senate tentatively approved the measure 
Monday, despite protests from some lawmakers 
who said it posed obstacles for employers. 

Final Senate passage of the anti-discrimination 
bill — which bans mandatory retirement in some 
cases — is expected today. 

Under the measure, which has already passed the 
House, elderly and handicapped people will be on 
equal footing with others in the job market. 

“If a person is otherwise qualified, we should not 
discriminate against them because of age, or 
physical or mental handicap,” said Sen. David Gib- 
son, R-Windham. 

“I think we can all agree that just because a per- 
son suffers a handicap or because they are aging, 
these factors should not disqualify that person from 
being hired for a particular job, if they are able to 
do it,” 

The proposed law forbids employers from 
treating qualified elderly and handicapped ap- 
plicants differently than other people, but it applies 
only to jobs in which age or handicap would not 
hinder the employee's performance, 

For example, it does not cover jobs that require 
certain physical skills, such as firefighters or 
police. 

If the measure becomes law, Vemont would join 
21 other states which already have statutes protec- 
ting the elderly from job discrimination. 

Sen. Robert Bloomer, R-Rutland County, was the 
bill's major opponent on the Senate floor. 

He said it could “‘financially penalize the 
employer”’ by forcing him or her to hire an elderly 
person whose job productivity would be lower than 
4 younger person's. 
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representative. 
“However, the parents in this state, 
be it through ignorance or apathy, 
failed 
responsibilities."’

Godfrey said that during his 20 
years of experience in reconstructing 
traffic accidents he had seen children 
killed, paralyzed and left with brain 
damage simply because they weren't 
secured safely in cars and trucks.

‘Alcohol Alert’ to work to prevent prom night trage 


NEWTON — Spring has finally 
come, and with it prom-time, that an- 
nual rite of passage from youth to 
young adulthood. Along with copying 
the formalities of tuxedos and gowns, 
however, the young also imitate adult 
lifestyles such as driving after drink- 
ing. 

That is why a new ‘Alcohol Alert” 
project is now being sponsored by a 
recenlty formed Coalition For Alcohol 
Abuse Prevention which is working in 
selected high schools throughout 
Massachusetts. According to 
Kathleen Flaherty, spokesperson for 
the group, ‘‘Auto accidents are the 


chief killer of the young, and alcohol 
consumption is a major factor in 60 
percent of the tragedies. We feel that 
it is time for an organized approach 
designed to turn around the tradition 
that prom night will also bring its 
share of multiple-fatality highway ac- 
cident.”” 

Aiming at an audience of teenage 
drivers and their “passengers, the 
school system-based pilot project will 
work to discourage pium-night 
drivers from drinking, encourage 
teens not to get into cars operated by 
drinking drivers, stimulate the ability 


' 


to resist peer pressure, increase the 
use of auto seat belts, and recommend 
responsible party behavior. 

According to Flaherty, the key to 
the project is the concept of getting 
teenagers to agree that prom-night 
drivers will refrain from drinking 
alcohol. 

“To reinforce responsible 
behavior,’ she says, “we encourage 
the use of a written contract between 
parents and teenager with both agree: 
ing they will neither drive after drink- 
ing nor ride as passengers with drink 
ing drivers.” 


The educational project will use 
audio-visual presentations in schools 
prior to the prom, parent and com- 
munity involvement, lectures, printed 
hand-outs, mass media outreach, and 
bumper stickers with appropriate 
slogans. 

Statistically, a recent three-year 
study conducted by the Mass, 
Registry of Motor Vehicles showed 
that drivers in the age 15- 19 group 
had experienced a slight decline in 
auto fatalities where alcohol was a 
factor, but a typical April 1 throngh 
November 30 period each yea {s

NEWTON - Through a $15,000 grant 
from the Perpetual Benevolent Fund, 
the city will be able to continue the 
Community Restitution Program. 

The program allows young adults 
between the ages of 17-25 to perform 
community services for their 
criminal offenses in lieu of obtaining a 
record 

Under the program, the defen- 
dant’s case is continued without fin- 
ding pending on the completion of his 
or her volunteer work. The program 
enjoyed a federally funded year and a 
half trial period until early this month 
when federal monies were depleted. 

Newton District Court Judge Monte 
G. Basbas, however, has secured fun- 
ding for the program for at least 
another year, 

“Rather than give these kids a 
sentence," said Basbas, ‘‘let them do 
something. Let them provide some 
service for the community.”’

Essentially, the restitution pro- 
gram takes a kid who has committed 
a minor offense and keeps his record 
clean, explained Basbas. 

“We're not making a criminal out of 
them,” he continued. ‘‘The program 
allows them to pay off their debt to 
society without feeling like a 
criminal.” 

“A kid is before the court and he has 
done damage that has to be repaired. 
How does the guy fix his belongings?” 
asked Basbas. ‘‘Get the kid to pay for 
it by working.” 

Depending on the severity of the of- 
fense, a youth can work anywhere 
from 20-100 hours to erase the charge 
After the youngster has completed his 
sentence, the judge has the option to 
dismiss the charges based on the 
quality of workythe youth has per- 
formed. oll

If 
these youngsters are busy working, 
they will have less time for mischief 
and at the same time, acquire a sense 
of responsibility, according to 
Basbas. 

The funds acquired for the program 
will primarily go toward paying an 
administrator's salary.

DeNucci favors new 
state property tax law 


BOSTON — Rep. A. Joseph DeNuc- 
ci (D, Newton-Waltham), house 
chairman of the Committee on 
Human Services and Elderly Affairs, 
announced that his committee has 
given a favorable report to legislation 
which would require the state to pay 
property tax on mental health com- 
munity residences. 


Under the proposed law, the state 
would be required to provide full pay- 
ment at the residential property tax 
rate for each community residence in 
every city and town in which they are 
located. Currently the state is not re- 
quired to pay sucha tax. 


“The new tax revenue,” said Rep. 
DeNucci, ‘‘will help to ease the pro- 
perty tax burden in communities as 
well as add incentive for cities and 
towns to allow community residences

since they will no longer have to bear 
the tax burden.” 


In addition, the proposed law would 
require the executive office of Human 
Services to promulgate regulations on 
the siting of community residences as 
well as develop a central registry of 
such facilities. 


“T believe deinstitutionalization is a 
necessary measure. However, I also 
believe the state should be paying its 
share. In the face of Proposition 2 '%, 
the more tax generating property a ci- 
ty or town has, the less burden there is 
on individual property owners.” 


In a statement to Department of 
Mental Health personnel, DeNucci 
stated, “It is vitally important that 
you provide a continuous monitoring 
of community residences and a 
follow-up of every deinstitutionalized 
individual if this program is to work.””

Jay Begley has never worked a day in his life. 

He goes to work when it's time to sleep and goes 
to sleep when it's time for work. Begley is a dispat- 
cher for Yellow Cab in Norwood who works from 
11:30 p.m. to 7:30.a.m, 

“You've got to be a little bit nuts to work at 
night,”’ he said. ‘‘You have to want to live your life 
backwards. I definitely feel out of touch with peo- 
ple. Llike it that way.” 

Begley, who answers c for cabs, spends the 
night alone in an office the size of a Volkswagen. ‘I 
have a deck of cards,” he said. ‘Sometimes I play 
cribbage against myself.” 

Do you ever feel lonely? he was asked. 

“No,” he said, ‘‘I like cards.”” 

Most people sleep at night, but Begley and others 
like him, would rather work at night and sleep dur- 
ing the day. 

Ernie Schroth selects produce at the Stop & Shop 
Warehouse in Readville. He works from 5 p.m. “un- 
til the work is done,” which he said ‘‘can be 
anywhere from midnight until eight the next morn- 
ing.” 

He hauls cases of cauliflower, cabbage and 
strawberries onto trucks. His work area is 34 
degrees, a giant refrigerator so cold you can see 
your breath. 

Schroth wears a T-shirt, long underwear, gloves 
and a winter coat to work, but what he likes least 
about his job ‘‘is not seeing my friends at night.”’ 
The part he likes the most, he said, is he hasn't set 
his alarm clock in seven years. 

“I am definitely a night person,” he said. “I'd 
rather work nights. The best thing about it is not 
answering that alarm clock in the morning.” 

Since he doesn’t have to be at work until 5 p.m., 
he said, ‘‘you never oversleep.” 

“The first thing I did when I got this job was I 
went out and bought room darkening shades for the 
windows,” said Nancy Villone, host of WCYB-TV's 
all-night show, ‘Five All Night, Live All Night.” 
“But now, I can fall asleep nearly anytime 
anywhere,”’ 

Villone, who works 9 to 5-that’s p.m. to a.m., goes 
to sleep at 7 a.m., wakes up at three in the afternoon 
and has a second cup of coffee about 4 p.m. 

“At first, eating was a real problem,” she said. “I 
would wake up in the afternoon and not know if I 
should eat breakfast or lunch. 

“Now, I essentially have dinner for breakfast. I 
compromise and have steak and eggs a lot.”’ 

Pauline Brunt has worked nights for 12 years. “ 
tried working days for a couple years,” she said, 
“but I just didn’t like it.” 

A nursing supervisor who works in the emergen- 
cy room at Norwood Hospital, Brunt said, ‘‘My hus- 
band thinks I’m nuts. He’s up early in the morning 
and is bright and cheery. I don’t come to life until 
four in the afternoon. 

“Night people are a very special group,” she add- 
ed. ‘Essentially you're removed from the rest of 
the world.” 

Some night workers like it that way. But others 
who work while the world is asleep feel discon- 
nected from their families and friends, 

“My husband is a free-lance writer and works at 














§ home a lot,” said Channel 5’s Villone. ‘‘But I do feel 


isolated. 

“T’'ve lost touch with all my acquaintances,” she 
added. “I have to make a point to see my friends 
socially. There are a lot of friends and associates I 
just don’t see anymore.” 

“The majority of my friends work during the

day,” said George Holmes, a bartender at the Olde 
Colonial Cafe in Norwood. ‘‘So I see them on the 
weekend. It's just not a problem.” 

Holmes, who has been a bartender at night for 33 
years, added, ‘‘I’m used to it now. If I had my way I 
wouldn’t work at all; but if I have to, I’d rather 
work at night.’’ 

Mrs. Brunt, the mother of four grown children 
“who are all out of the house,’’ said her work 
schedule suits her ‘‘biological clock,” which she 
said, is set for nightime. 

“T have no trouble sleeping,” she said. ‘‘I get off 
work at seven in the morning and go home and fall 
asleep. I just pull down the shades and don’t even 
notice the daylight or the noise outside."” 

Night workers agree that because fewer people 
are scheduled to work at night, the staff gets to 
know each other better, and as a result, there is a 
feeling of comraderie that day workers miss. 

“It's a more cohesive group at night,’”’ Brunt said 
of her hospital colleagues. ‘I really like the people I 
work with. Because there are fewer people, 
everyone knows everyone else and helps each other 
out more.”” 

“A lot of people in here socialize with each other 
outside of work,’’ Schroth said. ‘‘You become very 
close with the people who work here. For one 
thing,”’ he said, ‘tyou spend a lot of time together 
and for another, they have the same schedule as 
you do.” 

When night people work, day people have fun, 
and having a job at night can interfere with a dazzl- 
ing social life, at least during the week. 

“If someone is having a party in the middle of the 
week, it’s hard to find someone to work for you,” 
Begley said. ‘‘Nobody wants to. They might, if you 
ask them a month in advance. And you really can’t 
call in sick because it messes everything up.”” 

Schroth, who works Monday through Friday, said 
his schedule ‘‘absolutely”’ affects his family and 
friendships. ‘‘When I go home, everyone else is 
asleep, and when I get up everyone else is gone. 
Sometimes during the week, a bunch of people will 
get together to do something at night and I miss it.

Someone will call and say ‘let’s get together’ and I 
have to say, no. 

“TI spend most of my time during the week with 
the people I work with,” he said. “I see everybody 
else on the weekends.”’ 

People who work the nightshift are often removed 
from daytime pressures and because nights are 
generally slower paced, the atmosphere is more 
relaxed. 

“The station is ours at night,”’ Villone said. “It’s a 
whole different atmosphere here at night. It’s 
quieter.”’ 

“There are no bosses around at night,’’ Begley 
said. ‘It’s not anywhere near as'crazy as it is dur- 
ing the day. The work is easier and the money is the 
same.”’ 

“People are more sociable at night,” said 
Holmes. ‘‘The atmosphere is more relaxed. Most 
people would rather drink at night than during the 
day so it’s a different environment. There’s more 
sociability.” 

Night workers claim to have more flexible 
schedules than others in the working world. 
Because their day schedules are free, they have 
time to do things most people only have time for on 
weekends. 

“The benefits are incredible,’’ Begley said. ‘‘In 
the summer you get to go to the beach everyday. I 
used to lay out on the Esplanade in the morning and 
watch everybody go to work. It was great.” 

“I can go to a store on a weekday and not en- 
counter all the crowds,” Villone said. ‘‘I like the 
fact that I do get to see the afternoons and the 
daylight, and I don’t hit rush hour traffic.”’ 

“T play golf during the day,’’ Holmes said. ‘‘What 
other job do you get every day off?” 

“You wouldn’t believe it,’ Brunt said, ‘‘It’s so 
much easier to find a parking space at night. But 
the best thing in the world,” she said, ‘‘is knowing I 
can go home to bed when everyone else is going to 
work, 

“I'm just not a morning person," she added. ‘In 
fact, I think they should abolish mornings and start 
the day at noon.””

Overload 


A public figure is shot! ‘The following outcry is to get rid of handguns. A 
public official makes a mistake in office; the offended demand impeach- 
ment. 

We have a bad experience with something we buy; we refuse to buy 
that product again. A child gets into trouble with the law; he gets banish- 
ed as an undesirable playmate. A baseball player makes an error; fans 
throw bottles and debris at the offender. 

It is too common that an injured party strikes back at an actual or an 
anticipated offense with an extreme reaction. , é 

As human beings we are generally able to handle stress, disappoint- 
ment, and rejection, and respond in a manner commensurate with 
whatever is the disturbing force. If we lose a job, anger that follows is 
tempered by looking at the reasons why this happened, as opposed to 
assuming that your boss was out to get you. 

When we are outraged at the shooting of a public figure, we can 
recognize that the solution is not as simple as better gun control laws. 
When a public official makes a mistake we are able to be critical and push 
for improved performance rather than impeachment. 

What happens to cause people to move from a position of reason to one 
of knee-jerk extremes? We all have in common the ability to handle pain, 
frustration and disappointment within limits. When too many things hap- 
pen too fast and ezceed our ability to cope, then we are on overload. 

Under these conditions, we are more likely to operate from emotion and 
the desire to just get rid of the pain, than from reason. The parent who en- 
dures an excess of unresolved frustration may come home and blow up at 
the least provocation, far out of proportion to what was warranted. 

The supervisor who feels insecure in his position may severely repri- 
mand a subordinate or even fire him for a minor offense. 

The challenge to all of us is to be aware of our emotional state and when 
we are reaching the point where we can no longer respond ina reasonable 
manner. As we become aware of approaching overload, it is in everyone's 
best interest to back off from dealing with others and find ways to 
“recharge our batteries," be it by taking a walk, a cold shower, a nap, or 
whatever helps you to regain your ability to function in a constructive 
manner,

The last thing a student needs in the midst of 
final exams and term papers is to see dark spots 
before his eyes. The business of learning has 
enough built-in headaches without adding un- 
necessary eyestrain. 

A good study lamp can combat the common 
enemies of good vision - glare, contrast, 
shadows, and inadequate lighting. 

Most glare problems can be solved by a lamp 
shade with a white or near white lining which 
covers the bulb from any viewing angle. A good 
lampshade also prevents harsh contrasts bet- 
ween lighted and unlighted portions of the room, 
because it throws light upward and downward 
over a wide area. a refractor at the bottom of the 
shade and a diffusing disc at the top alleviate 
shadows and help reduce glare and contrast. 

Shadows also may be softened by proper 
placement of the study lamp - 15 inches from the 
desk top, on the left side of a right-handed per- 
son, or on the right side of a student who writes 
left-handed.

Unexpected animals 
ina human world

NEWTON CORNER — Paintings 
by Joseph Barbieri, depicting unex- 
pected animal faces in a human 
world, are on exhibit May 6 - June 1 in 
the Newton Free Library Gallery, 414 
Centre St. 


A reception will be held for the ar- 
tist Wednesday, May 6, 7:30 p.m. All 
are welcome. 


Working with oil paints, Barbieri 
creates a subtle satirical mood by set- 
ting up situations where one expects 
to see people - singing, fishing, sail- 
ing, touring a museum, for instance - 
but instead sees animals in human 
roles. 


In the ‘‘Sneaker King” two animal 
figures relax on a sailboat. Wind fills 
the sail and they are surrounded by 
bright white clouds, birds and fish. 
The ‘King’ wears brightly colored 
sneakers. It's anecdotal - or is it? 


“*M.O.M.A."’ depicts two an- 
thropomorphic figures, male and 
female, perfectly and properly dress- 
ed from the male’s bowler hat, red tie 
and white handkerchief in the breast 
pocket of the well-tailored blue 
jacket, to the female’s purple hat, 
green dress and yellow purse, concen- 
trating on the sculpture on exhibit. 


Acknowledging that he “‘likes to 
leave the gap between reality and 
fable,’ Barbieri’s illustrative pain- 
tings are strong as both visions and 
stories because they are painted with 
such an intense imaginative style. 


“Duckesque” portrays a yellow 
duck in a green bath tub, water pour- 
ing over the top and sides of the tub 
onto a red rug. Barbieri, who has a 
classical background, suggests his in- 
spiration was a Hudson River storm 
scene, 


Barbieri was educated at the Tyler 
Schiool of Fine Arts, the Pennsylvania
